edge of  his  wnereabouts.  Mrs.  Hitch- 
eocn  declares  that  her  nusband  has 
.iher  been  murdered  or  kmnaped  by  a 
l).tnu  ot  OiacKinaWers,  Wiio  sue  »laiey, 
huvt  been  nounoiiig  the  actor  for 
nionihs.  'iht  puuce  navt  searched  ah 
tljt  favorite  luiuais  of  tiu'  missing  ac- 
ti-.-,  and  tbey  are  convinced  mat  be 
has  fled  tht  city.

Newman,     a     hotel     clerk.      The     police 
have    been    informed      that      Hitchcock 
wears  a  gold   bracelet   welded  about  his 
right     wrist     to     ward    off     rheumatism 
and    that    this   bracelet    has    never   been 
removed. 

Hitchcock's  examination  was  set  for 
yesterday  afterncKjn  and  when  he  fail- 
ed to  make  an  appearance  Assistant 
District  Attorney  Garvan  moved  that 
his  bail  be  forfeited.  Hitchcock's 
counsel,  however,  secured  an  adjourn- 
iient  of  the  ca.«e  until  next  Thursday 
In  order  that  friends  may  have  an 
opportunity  of  finding  the  fugitive  and 
producing    him    in   court. 

TROUBLE  IS  ON 

AT  CANANEA 

Mexicans  Said  to  be  in 

Starving  Condition  and 

Robbing. 

Blsbee,  Ariz.,  Nov.  1.— Parties  com- 
ing up  from  Cananea  state  that  any- 
thing   but    a    peaceful    condition    exists 

at  that  camp  as  a  result  of  the  dis- 
charging of  the  thousands  of  employes 
of  the  Greene-Cananea  company. 
Many  of  tne  Mexican  laborers  who  al- 
ways live  from  hand  to  mouth  have 
found  their  supply  of  food  cut  off  and 
«je  beginning  to  pick  up  everything 
that  they  can  sell  that  will  net  them 
a  few  cents  with  which  to  buy  Hour  and 
beans.  Many  houses  have  been  broken 
into  during  the  past  week  and  gro- 
ceries and  provisions,  the  principal 
articles,    taken. 

On  Wednesday  4wc  Americans  went 
Into  the  bi;nk  to  have  their  checks 
cashed  and  in  coming  out  went  across 
the  railroad  track  but  a  short  distance 
•when  they  were  held  up  by  a  gang  of 
Mexicans  and  robbed  of  their  money, 
■which  amounted  to  several  hundred 
dollars.  This  occurred  In  the  middle 
of  the  afternoon  and  within  a  few 
hundred  yards  of  the   police  station. 

On  Tuesday  three  companies  of  the 
Mexican  state  troops  arrived  from 
Hermosillo  and  are  stationed  through 
the    camp,      engaged      In    watching    the 

{)roperty   of   the   company,   and   will  be 
Rid   for  some   time. 

The  trains  fron^i  Cananea  are  filled 
■with  those  who  are  able  to  get  out  of 
the  camp,  the  train  consisting  from  six 
to  eight  coaches  daily  and  no  less  than 
three  to  four  hundred  have  been  com- 
ing out   daily.

First  Reports  From  the 

Karatagh  Catastrophe 

Exaggerated. 

The  Earthquake  Leveled 

Every  House  to  Its 

Foundations. 


New    Bokhara.    Turkestan.    Nov.    1.— 
The  first  report*  of  the  catastrophe  at 
Karatagh  were  exagtreratwd.    Innteairf  of 
15,000   persons    being    killed    only    about 
200     lives     wtre     lost.       Most     of     these 
pt-rlshed    under    the      landiilide      which 
{  buried  400  of  the  COO  hou.ses  of  the  town. 
Karat<igh   Is  situated   In   a  small   na- 
jtural    amphitheatre    among    lofty    hills, 
the    Karatagh    mountain    hanging    over 
It   on  one   sidf   and   a   river   Mowing  on 
the  other.     At  the  height  of  the  reeent 
earthquake     a    gre^il      section     of      the 
]  mountain  brokt-  away  and  slid  upon  the 
i  town.     Houses  there  were  already  fall- 
I  Ing   on    all    Hides    from    the    violence    of 
the  t-iirth(|uake  .and  many  of  the  luck- 
1  less      inhabitants      unable      to      escape 
I  through   the   narrow   streets   encumber- 
e<l   by    debris,    were   caught  and   buried. 
'  No     buildinK     in     the     town     waa     kfl 
jstajuling,  the  earth(iuake  levelling  them

St.  Pe«tersburg,  Nov.  1. — Acoprding  to 
the  official  report  of  the  rec^t  mutin- 
ous outbrea.k  of  sailors  at  Vladivostok, 
the  crows  of  tHJ»e  torpe<lo  boat  de- 
stroyers, the  Skory,  Serdlty  and  Tre- 
votshny  mutinied,  hc>isted  the  red  flag 
and  shelled  the  port,  doing  considerable 
damag<e  to  buildings  and  killing  some 
soldiers  and  clvlliajis.  The  Skory,  on 
board  of  which  wene  three  revolution- 
ary agitators.  Including  one  woman, 
took  the  lead  In  the  mutiny,  the  crew 
rising  at  the  Instance,  of  the  agitators,

ADDS  MONEY  TO 
HER  DEPOSIT 


Chicago,  Nov.  1.— Six  dollars  that  had 
been  hoarded  lor  years  beneath  a  mat- 
tress— that  was  the  aid  brought  to  the 
country's  financial  situation  Wednes- 
day, In  a  unique  incident  which  oc- 
curred at  the  Nortwestern  Trust  dfc 
Savings  bank. 

In  the  morning  a  little  woman,  not 
Very  elaborately  attired,  came  to  the 
bank. 

"My  name  is  Mrs.  Anna  Dutka,"  she 
told  one  of  the  bank  clerks,  "l  have 
$900  in  here.  I  would  like  to  see  about 
drawing   it   out." 

Mrs.  Dutka  was  shown  to  the  office 
of    the   president,    John    F.    Smulskl. 

She  told  him  what  sne  wanted. 

Mr.  .Smulskl  explained  in  detail  the 
monetary  situation,  and  pointed  out 
to  Mrs.  Dutka  that  her  money  was 
vastly  safer  in  the  bank  than  at  her 
home. 

"It  is  a  pity  to  withdraw  even  |900 
from  circulation,"  he  said.  "This  Is 
an  Instance  of  the  very  kind  of  thing 
which,  done  by  thousands  of  deposit- 
ors, means  serious  conditions  for 
everyone.  You  should  not  hoard  money 
in  your  houses  or  in  safety  deposit 
vaults— it  does  no  good  to  the  country 
there,    nor  to   you  yourselves." 

Mrs.  Dutka  pondered  a  few  mo- 
ments. 

"I  will  leave  my  money  In  the  bank,' 
she     finally     declared. 

She  was  bowed  out  by  Mr.  Smulski 
and  went  away. 

Two  hours  later  an  attendant  came 
to   the   bank   president's  office. 

"A  lady   to  see  you,"  said  he. 

Mrs.  Dutka  was  ushered  In.  She 
walked  over   to  Mr.   Smulskl. 

"Here  is  some  money."  said  she,  "that 
I  have  had  for  a  long  time  under  a 
mattress.  I  thought  It  might  help  the 
country  a  little,  so  I  brought  It  In  to 
deposit   It." 

And  she  held  out  $6.

Albert  Schultz  Discovered 

on  the  Pike  Lake 

Road. 


Went  Hunting  Wednesday 

Afternoon  and  Lost 

His  Way. 


Mounted  Police  Officers  Bartlett  and 
Stewart  located  Albert  Schultz,  the 
boy  who  has  been  missing  since 
Wednesday,  this  afternoon  on  the  Pike 
lake   road    aboutelght    miles   from   Du- 

luth.  The  officers,  accompanied  by 
Mrs.  Sclfultz,  went  out  this  forenoon 
and  searcljed  the  woods  In  the  vicin- 
ity  of  Pike  lake  dillgrently. 

They  sighted  a  small  figure,  with 
clothing  torn  and  bedraggled,  on  the 
road  about  eight  miles  from  the  city 
and  drove  their  team  rapidly  to  the 
spot. 

The    boy,    for    such   it   proved    to   be. 


when  he  saw  the  team  approacking, 
started  on  a  run  for  the  flense  woods 
skirting  the  road  and  the  two  officers 
had  some  difficulty  In  overtaking  him. 
He  appeared  frightened  to  death  and 
out  of  his  mind,  and  came  with  them 
leluctantly  at  first. 

His  mother,  almost  frantic  with  anx- 
iety, sat  in  the  rig  holding  the  horses 
and  when  the  unhappy  boy  saw  her  he 
burst  out  sobbing,  crying  In  a  pitiful 
tone,   "Mother,  mother,  I  am  so  tired." 

He  was  brought  to  the  city  by  the 
officers  and  can  give  but  a  meagre 
account  of  his  actions  since  he  left 
home  Wednesday.    . 

He  stated  to  the  polICe  that  he  bor- 
rowed a  gun  and  went  hunting  Wednea. 
day  and  lost  his  way  in  the  woods  near 
Pike  lake.  Tlie  boy  has  slept  in  the 
woods  at  night  since  men,  wandering 
about  all  day  m  an  effort  to  reach  some 
building,  which  would  give  him  an  Idea 
of  his  location  and  was  In  an  ex- 
hausted condition  when  discovered  by 
the  pollc*.  His  clothing  Is  almost 
torn  to  shreds  and  the  boy  is  In  a 
condition,  bordering  upon  collapse, 
both  physically  and   mentally. 

He  stated  that  he  had  not  seen  his 
dog  since  the  first  day  of  his  experien- 
ces in  the  woods  and  the  story  of  his 
pinning  a  paper  to  its  collar  Is  fiction 
pure  and  simple,  according  to  his  story 
to   the  police.

Of  St.  Joan's  English  Lutheran  church. 
Hi.i  subject  wa.s  "The  place  of  the 
Lutheran  church  in  the  religious  devel- 
opment of  thlr»  country."  In  developing 
this   subject    he   said   in   part:

The    Financial    Flurry 
Causes  a  Lull  In 
-   Operations. 

Report  of  Inspectors  for 
October  Shows  Fall- 
ing Off. 


The  report  of  the  building  inspector 
for  the  month  of  October  shows  a  re- 
markable dropping  off  In  the  number 
of  permits  issued  and  amount  covered 
by  the  same,  in  comparison  with  the 
•an.e  month  of  last  year.  This  de- 
crease in  building  operations  is  attrib- 
uted to  the  money  flurry  and  to  the 
high  prices  charged  for  all  building 
material.  Several  large  permits,  which 
^ere  to  have  been  issued  were  held 
up  this  month  on  account  of  the  mon- 
ey tlurry  and  the  stringency  in  ready 
cash  resulting  therefrom.  It  is  antici- 
pated that  with  renewed  activity  in 
banking,  building  will  progress  in  No- 
vember and  that  many  contracts  now 
held   up   temporarily,    will   be   1ft. 

The  report  shows  that  there  were 
eighty-three  building  permits  issued 
d'.iring  the  month  of  October  at  an  es- 
timated   cost    of   $162,304. 

Forty-eight  elevators  were  Inspected, 
262  electric  motors  inspected  and  four- 
teen licenses  issued  to  run  passenger  el- 
evators. Eight  permits  were  issued  for 
moving  buildings  and  five  for  remov- 
ing or  changing  electric  signs.  The 
total   fees   for   the  month  were  $410. 

In  October  of  1906,  eighty-seven  per- 
mits wore  Issued  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  $1143,476  and  the  total  fees  were  $457. 

The  estimated  cost  of  buildings  be- 
gun, is  $81,172  less  this  month  than 
during  the  corresponding  month  of 
last   year.

ON  THE  OTHER  FOOT. 

There  is  a  humorous  side,  also,  to  the  recent  financial 
panic,  and  to  the  agitation  that  it  bred. 
For  instance: 

A  number  of  years  ago  there  was  a  statesman  named 
Peflfcr.  Peflfer  of  Kansas,  who  was  remarkable,  among 
other  things,  for  having  long  whiskers  and  for  being 
proud  to  be  called  a  Populist. 

He  had  a  theory  that  it  would  be  a  very  proper  thing 
for  the  government  to  protect  the  farmer  from  the 
necessity  of  dumping  his  crops  upon  a  weak  and  over-fed 
market.  His  idea  was  that  there  ought  to  be  government 
warehouses  in  which  the  farmer  could  store  his  grain, 
and  then  the  government  was  to  loan  the  farmer  money 
on  the  stored  grain.  This  would  enable  the  honest  toiler 
of  the  fields  to  hold  his  produce  for  a  better  market, 
while  he  lived  on  the  money  borrowed  from  the  govern- 
ment at  a  low  rate  of  interest. 

Everybody  laughed.  That  was  a  crazy  Populistic 
idea.  But  the  other  day,  when  the  crisis  in  New  York 
was  at  its  height,  the  secretary  of  the  treasury  sat  in  the 
aub-treasury  building  in  Wall  street  and  loaned  govern- 
ment money  on  the  bankers'  securities,  in  order  that  the 
bankers  should  nut  be  compelled  to  dump  these  securities 
on  a  feeble  and  falling  market  at  a  great  sacrifice. 

It  was  all  right,  too,  and  k  saved  the  day.  It  is  not 
even  open  to  criticism. 

But  really,  is  there  any  very  wide  difference  between 
this  very  proper  and  beneficial  scheme  and  that  of  Peffer, 
except  that  Peffer's  scheme  helped  the  farmers  and  this 
one  saved  the  bankers? 

Again,  in  the  old  Populistic  days  the  farmers  and 
cranks  of  the  West  said  that  there  wasn't  money  enough, 
and  they  wanted  it  fixed  so  there  would  be  enough. 
They  wanted  the  government  to  issue  greenbacks  and  to 
coin  silver  freely  at  the  'immortal  ratio."  They  said 
that  business  would  be  better  and  prices  higher  if  there 
was  more  money. 

And  everybody  laughed  again;  that  is,  nearly  every- 
body. "Another  crazy  Populist  notion,"  they  said-,  laugh- 
ing so  hard  they  nearly  choked. 

But  now  here  is  Wall  street  saying  there  isn't  enough 
money  to  do  business  on.     The  increased  gold  produc-

listening.  They  are  reading,  writing,  or  dozing  in  their 
chairs  with  their  feet  upon  their  desks.  The  cloak- 
rooms are  full,  and  the  prolific  dispenser  of  good  stories 
has  more  listeners  than  the  orator. 

The  object  of  Congressman  Boutelle's  plan  is  to  bring 
the  membership  of  the  house  closer  together  so  it  can 
hear  better,  and  to  remove  opportunities  of  distraction 
such   as   the   writing   desks   furnish. 

Of  course  not  even  this  measure  would  insure  each 
speaker  an  audience.  In  many  cases  it  would  simply 
mean  that  the  house  would  be  cleared,  and  that  the 
orator  would  have  to  address  the  empty  benches  and  the 
yawning  desk  force.  The  chances  are  that  the  speech- 
maker  is  addressing  his  constituents  at  home  rather  than 
the  house,  anyway;  in  which  event,  after  he  has  con- 
sumed a  few  seconds,  he  can  secure  "leave  to  extend  his 
remarks  in  the  record,"  and  then  go  home  and  write  out 
a  glowing  speech  liberally  peppered  with  "loud  ap- 
plause," "cheers,"  "laughter,"  etc..  which  will  appear  in 
the  Congressional  Record  and  will  be  printed  in 
pamphlet  form  and  mailed  out  under  the  congressman's 
frank  to  the  admiring  populace  back  home. 

It  would  be  cruelty  to  force  the  house  membership 
to  listen  to  such  speeches  as  these,  and  they  form  an 
incredibly  large   proportion   of  the   tumultuous  and   tor-

A  SPLENDID  SHOWING. 

The  recent  financial  panic  was  almost  worth  having 
for  the  good  it  has  done.  Perhaps  its  chief  benefit 
has  been  to  show  how  fundamentally  strong  the  finances 
of  the  nation  are. 

If  they  had  not  been  strong,  if  weakness  had  been 
widespread,  the  attack  was  fierce  enough  to  have  spread 
great  destruction. 

The  incident  came  at  the  crest  of  a  tremendous  busi- 
ness and  industrial  activity.  The  demand  for  money 
to  be  used  in  business  and  manufacture,  as  well  as  in 
speculation,  had  been  so  strong  that  bankers  must  have 
been  tempted  everywhere  to  weaken  their  position  by 
over-loaning. 

Yet  the  result  has  gone  to  show  that  in  marvel- 
ously  few  places 'was  the  temptation -powerful  enough 
to  induce  bankers  to  risk  the  stability  of  their  institu- 
tions. The  few  weak  spots  have  been  uncovered,  but 
In  comparison  with  the  vast  tower  of  strength  that  the 
banks  of  the  country  have  presented  to  withstand  the 
assaults  of  fear  and  distrust,  these  weak  spots  were 
miraculously  few  and  far  between. 

Again,  banks  in  which  public  trust  had  been  abused 
by  the  use  of  the  public's  money  for  speculation  and 
exploitation  were  the  first  to  experience  the  effects  of 
fear  arid  distrust,  and  the  first  to  develop  weak  spots. 
Much  has  been  said  about  business  dishonesty  in 
this  country,  but  the  recent  experience  has  shown  that 
the  vast  majority  of  the  banks  are  conducted  upon 
sound  and  conservative  principles,  and  that  the  pro- 
moters' banks  are  fortunately  few. 

The  strength  that  has  been  shown  by  the  banking  in- 
stitutions of  the  country  should  give  the  people  new  con- 
fidence in  their  integrity  and  trustworthiness. 


THE  PARCELS  POST. 

A  criticism  of  the  parcels  post  plan  is  at  hand,  in  which 
the  critic  speaks  of  it  as  dangerous  and  as  a  step  toward 
government  ownership  of  railroads  and  other  Socialistic 
notions,  and  says:  "It  would  take  from  the  express 
companies  a  great  mass  of  business  which  it  is  alleged 
that  they  arc  not  now  handling  with  the  care  and  expedi- 
tion desired." 

That  is  the  first  time,  so  far  as  The  Herald  has 
noticed,  that  anybody  has  based  the  parcels  post  idea 
merely  on  the  charge  that  the  express  companies  do  not 
handle  their  business  carefully  and  expeditiously.  They 
do,  to  a  reasonable  extent,  but  they  want  too  much 
money  for  it,  and  if  the  government  can  do  it  cheaper, 
as  the  governments  of  nearly  every  other  civilized  coun- 
try in  the  world  now  do,  it  is  desirable  that  it  should  be 
done  by  the  government. 

It  is  not  that  the  express  companies  do  not  handle  the 
business  properly,  because  with  few  exceptions  they  do. 
But  it  is  that  they  ask  enormous  prices  for  it,  compared 
with  what  it  could  be  done  for  by  the  government.     The

wherever  they  conflict  with  their  business.  If  they  can 
do  this,  the  government  can  carry  parcels  at  a  much 
lower  rate  than  the  express  companies  do  now. 

This  same  critic  fears  that  the  introduction  of  the 
parrels  post  will  interfere  with  the  present  functions  of 
the  postoffice;  that  letters  will  be  delayed  and  the  service 
deteriorated.  That  need  not  follow.  Naturally,  if  the 
government  enlarges  its  parcels  post  business  it  will 
have  to  enlarge  its  facilities,  and  a  profitable  parcels  post 
business  would  permit  an  increase  in  facilities  that  should 
benefit  all  classes  of  postal  business. 

There  are  no  reasonable  arguments  against  the  par- 
cels post.  The  fear  of  the  country  merchant  that  it  will 
give  the  city  mail  order  houses  an  undue  advantage  is 
removed  by  the  fact  that  it  will  be  necessary  to  base  the 
parcels  post  rates  on  distance,  which  will  enable  him  to 
make  a  cheaper  rate  to  his  country  customers  than  the 
distant  mail  order  house  can.  Besides,  there  is  no  evi- 
dence anywhere  that  the  mail  order  houses  are  pushing 
the  parcels  post  movement,  which  would  indicate  that 
they  see  no  great  prospects  in  it  for  them.

CONGRESSIONAL  RUDENESS. 

Anybody  who  has  witnessed  a  se3sii>n  of  the  house  of 
representatives  will  admit  that  the.e  is  a  good  deal  of 
sense  in  the  proposal  recently  made  by  Congressman 
Boutelle  of  Chicago  that  the  house  chamber  should  be 
remodelled,  that  all  the  desks  should  be  removed,  and 
that  the  congressmen  should  be  required  to  sit  on 
benches  or  chairs  arranged  in  the  form  of  an  ampi- 
theater. 

Those  who  have  not  witnessed  a  meeting  of  the  house 
will  probably  see  in  this  suggestion  only  an  attempt  to 
make  it  uncomfortable  for  the  statesmen,  and  thus  make 
them  earn  their  recent  increase  of  pay.  Not  so;  the 
object  is  much  worthier  than  that. 

There  are  386  members  of  the  house.  Each  is  pro- 
vided with  a  large,  commodious  desk,  equipped  with 
writing  materials  and  an  easy  chair.  This  necessarily 
spreads  the  membership  out  over  a  considerable  area, 
making  it  difficult  for  a  speaker  to  be  heard  in  all  parts 
of  the  hall  unless  the  utmost  quiet  is  preserved  or  the 
■peaker  has  an  extraordinarily  strong  voice.

Wichita,  out  in  the  middle  of  the  Kansas 
nralrles,  far  distant  from  any  navigable 
waterway  and  with  only  one  railroad,  or 
possibly  two.  was  growing  more  rapidly 
than  Chicago  or  any  boom  town  ever 
grew  Real  estate  changed  hands  at 
fabulous  and  constantly  Increasing  prices. 
Imposing  business  blocks.  re.sldenoos.  fac- 
tories and  other  buildings  shot  up  like 
mushrooms.  Men  poor  in  money,  biit 
rich  In  speculative  ability,  became  niil- 
lioriaires.  Everybody  contracted  the 
fever,    and    everybody    dabbled    In    specu- 

'^Kditor  Murdock  watched  developments 
and  was  troubled.  Ht.'»  heart  was  In  the 
future  of  Wichita,  and  at  the  existing 
pace  he  could  not  see  that  that  future 
was  particularly  bright.  ,So,  one  night, 
thinking  merely  to  get  the  situation  down 
to  a  business  basis,  and  without  a  sus- 
picion of  the  stupendous  consequences  to 
follow,  he  wrote  an  editorial,  pointing 
out  very  sensibly,  that  it  would  be  foolish 
to  'permit  prices  to  go  higher;  that  a 
steady  growth  was  better  for  the  town;

The  cataclysm  commenced  before  the 
Eajfle  had  been  on  the  streets  an  hour. 
People  began  to  think,  to  realize  tliat 
their  gorgeous  bubble  had  no  tangible 
foundation,  if.  indeed.  It  had  any  foun- 
dation at  all;  and  long  before  noon  the 
bubble  had  exploded-burst  with  such 
force  as  to  ruin  hundreds  of  men  and 
women;  swept  away  the  "velvet'  of 
countless  clever  schemes  an*',  brought 
gloom  and  sorrow  where  before  there  had 
been  only  Joy  and  visions  of  untold 
wealth.  By  niffhtfall  men  who  the  day 
before  had  refused  thousands  for  real 
estate,  were  fuSlely  offering  It  for  hun- 
dreds, and  even  tens.  But  there  was  no 
market      The  boom  was  no  more. 

For  years  the  huge,  windowless  "watch 
factory"  and  other  big  buildings,  abso- 
lutely empty,  stood  as  silent  monuments 
to  the  folly  of  mankind.  There  was  a 
nerk)d  Indeed,  when  one  could  live  in 
almost  any  of  the  handsome  homes  on 
Riverside  avenue  free,  and  receive  from 
the  agent  enough  cash  monthly  to  pay 
ones  car  fare  besides,  since  Insurance 
could  not  be  obtained  on  vacant  houses. 

Of  course.  Wichita  is  on  Its  feet  again 
now  and  Is  a  thriving,  growing  town,  but 
the  old-timers  will  never  forget  the  col- 
lapse of  the  boom  or  the  editorial  that 
caused  It.

New  Tork,  Nov.  1.— At  the  final  session 
of  the  National  Association  of  Profes- 
sional Baseball  Clubs  yesterday  after- 
noon, a  resolution  by  J.  H.  O'Rourke  of 
Bridgeport,  Conn.,  was  adopted,  by  which 
all  players  adjudged  guilty  of  contract- 
Jumping  and  placed  upon  the  ineligible 
list  by  the  National  association  shall 
forever  be  debarred  from  playing  with 
any  clubs  of  the  association  excepting 
those  of  the  Tri-State  league.

Is  still  in  session,  and 
protmbly  will  continue  at  work  until  Sat- 
urday. 

The  demands  of  the  Western  associa- 
tion, backed  up  by  the  Eastern  league, 
for  a  new  classification,  were  not  favored 
by  a  majority  of  the  delegates.  A  com- 
mittee of  seven  was  appointed  to  carry 
the  grievances  of  these  two  leagues  to 
the  national  committee,  when  that  body 
meets   here  in   December. 

There  Is  no  apprehension  of  trouble 
brewing  from  these  two  big  Class  A 
leagues,  and  In  the  opinion  of  those  in- 
terested In  the  welfare  of  the  national 
game,  matters  will  be  satisfactorily  ad- 
justed. 

The  committee  appointed  to  meet  the 
members  of  the  national  committee  in- 
cludes: President  P.  T.  Powers  and  Sec- 
retary J.  H.  Farrell  of  the  National  as- 
sociation; Edward  Hanlon,  Eastern 
league;  W.  W.  Kavanaugh  of  the  SouH?- 
ern  league;  Dr.  F.  R.  Carson.  Central 
league-  D.  M.  Shively  of  the  Wesltrn 
association,  and  F.  Baume  of  the  Inter- 
state league.  Every  grade  in  the  National 
association  is  represented  on  the  com- 
mittee. 

They  may  suggest  an  amendment  to 
the  National  agreement,  which  still  has 
four  years  to  run.  An  advisory  committee 
will  help  to  straighten  out  matters. 

Many  cases  in  dispute  between  players, 
clubmen  and  leagues  were  settled  yester- 
day by  the  national  board  of  the  National 
association,  which  was  strengthened  by 
a  resolution  of  the  general  body  invest- 
ing it  with  power  to  discipline  any  owner, 
player  or  manager  on  whose  grounds  an 
umpire  is  assaulted. 

The  next  meeting  of  the  National  as- 
sociation will  take  place  in  Chicago  on 
the  second  Tuesday  after  the  first  Mon- 
day in  November  of  next  year.  Clubs 
in  the  future  will  be  limited  to  the  reser- 
vation of  twenty  players,  including  those 
purchased,  traded  or  drafted.

Madison.  Wis.,  Oct.  31.  —  Wisconsin 
stalwarts,  erstwhile  supporters  of  Taft, 
are  seriously  considering  the  advisabil- 
ity  of  becoming  third   termers.

It  is  now  known  that  several  state  pap- 
ers with  TAtt  leanings  have  been  get- 
ting ready  to  switch,  such  preparations 
including  even  the  engagement  of  syndi- 
cate matter  to  further  the  third  term 
propaganda.

UNABLE  ToTix 

Cause  of  the  Death  of  Carl  Akerber^  of 
Bemidji. 

Bemidjl,  Minn.,  Nov.  1.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  coroner's  Jury,  se- 
lected to  determine  the  cause  of  the 
death  of  Charles  Akerberg,  reconvened 
in  the  city  last  evening.  The  Jury  lis- 
tened to  the  reading  of  the  report  of 
the  state  chemist  on  the  analysis  of 
the  stomach  of  the  deceased  and  Its 
contents,  after  whlch^  the  jury  return- 
ed a  verdict  to  the  effect  that  deceased 
came  to  his  death  from  causes  to  the 
jury   unknown. 

Young  Akerberg  died  rather  sudden- 
ly on  Sept.  19,  some  of  the  symptoms 
accompanying  the  death  Indicating 
poisoning. 

There  was  something  resembling  a 
sensation  when  tl»e  relatives  of  young 
Akerberg  Intimated  that  death  was 
caused  by  poison  and  desired  a  coron- 
er's Inquest. 

Coroner  Marcum  called  a  Jury  and  a 
post-mortem  was  held  on  the  body.  The 
stomach  of  the  dead  boy  was  sent  to 
St.  Paul  to  be  analyzed,  and  the 
coroner's  Jury  adjourned  until  report 
of  the  finding  of  the  state  chemist 
would  be  received.  The  report  was  re- 
ceived a  few  days  ago. 


CIVIL  WAR  VET 
GETS  NEW  TRIAL 

Circuit  Court  of  Appeals 
Rules  on  Noted  Per- 
jury Case. 

MInot,  N.  D.,  Nov.  1.— (SpeciaJ  to  The 
Herald.)— Frcdericlc  Nurenberger,  a 
vetenan  of  the  Civil  war,  who  was  con- 
victed In  the  federal  court  for  sub- 
ornation of  perjury  in  connection  with 
a  land  sottleiment  enterprise  in  this. 
Ward  county,  and  sentenced  to  one 
yt-ar  in  Uie  penitentiary  and  to  pay  a 
tine  of  1100  has  been  granted  a  ne^w 
trial  by  tJie  United  Stattvs  ciixiult  court 
of  appeals,  which  revt-rsta  the  district 
court  for  this  state. 

Nuremiberger's  case  has  been  rather  a 
celebi-ated  one  in   the  Northwest. 

He  Induced  a  number  of  widows  o^ 
Ohio  veterans  to  'file  on  lands  In  this 
county  using  soldier's  script.  A  con- 
tract was  drawn  up,  the  substance  of 
which  was  that  the  aprpllcant  agreed 
to  go  to  the  United  States  land  office 
at  Mi  not  and  make  entry  on  lands 
i^elected  for  them  by  the  defendant 
under  the  homestead  laws,  and  that 
the  applicant  would  make  final  proof 
and  perfect  title,  after  wtxlch  the  lands 
wej^  to  be  conveyed  to  the  defendant, 
who  on  his  part  agreed  to  pay  the  ap- 
plicant $200  and  all  expenses.  Includ- 
ing the  trip  to  NortJh  Dakota  and  re- 
turn. 

Chapg-es  were  preferred  against  Nu- 
renberger of  subornation  of  perjury 
and  he  was  Indicted,  con\"lcte<l  and 
L-cntenced  as  state<l.  Thtn  he  appealed 
to  the  circuit  court  of  appeals.  That 
court  holds  that  the  trial  oourt  erred 
in  instructing  the  Jury  that  if  It  found 
that  the  appdicaivts  swore  to  state- 
ments which  they  knew  to  be  false  they 
committed  perjury.  "It  authorized  the 
jury  to  find,"  says  the  court  of  appeals, 
"that  if  the  affiants  did  not  Intend  to 
soltlc  on  the  lands  the  oaths  were  crim- 
inal." The  appellate  court  says  In  sub- 
stance that  If  the  affiants  believed  that 
on  account  of  their  pcsitlon  of  privilege 
as  old  soldiers  It  was  not  neoe«Rar>'  for 
I  hem  to  settle  on  the  lands  and  tiiat  the 
htatemenLs  In  the  affidavits  were  there- 
fore limmatorial  then  perjury  was  not 
committed.

four  ship?.  Thus  the  United  States 
has  twenty-two  vessels  of  323,207  tons; 
France,  nineteen  vessels  of  226,900  tons, 
and  Germany  twenty  of  233.638  tons. 
Japan,  which  comes  next,  has  eleven 
ves.sels  of  1»5.244  tons,-  and  Italy  ten 
of  130,030   tons. 

In  considtring  the  state  of  affairs 
four  years  hence,  the  German  statis- 
tician takes  count  only  of  U»e  declared 
intention  of  the  powers,  and  thus  can- 
not include  any  vessel;r  beyond  those 
ordered.

For 
not  only  has  the  pope  troubles  of  a 
religious  nature,  l)ut  he  has  In  addi- 
tional flnan«-lal  worrle.n.  He  Is  at  pres- 
ent Investigating  the  whole  revenues 
of  the  Vatican,  especially  tho  Peter's 
pence  fund,  the  chief  source  of  Income 
of  tha  holy  see. 

These  labors  will  be  followed  by  a 
decree  or  by  a  motu  proprto,  which 
may  cause  son\e  surprise.  Up  to  the 
present  the  budget  ot  the  Vatican,  both 
Income  and  expenditure,  h.is  been  a 
secret  one.  not  only  from  the  world  at 
large  but  even  from  the  cardinals  and 
bishops.  The  pope  alone  knows  the  full 
measure  of  the  mysterious  material  in- 
strument of  ills  spiritual  power.  Break- 
ing with  tlic  iradltluus  of  centuries, 
Pius  X  deslre.s  to  print  and  publish  the 
bUilget  of  the  church.  lie  wants  to 
throw  light  on  the  mysterious  strong 
box  of  tho  Vatican,  which  some  declare 
is  nearlv  empty,  and  which  others  In- 
sist contain  untold  millions.  His  holi- 
ncs.s  hopes  thus  to  revive  the  flagging 
ardor  of  Catholics  for  the  Peter's  pense 
fund.  Tlie  other  revenues  of  the  Vati- 
can consist  of  the  sale  of  titles  and 
decorations,  chancellerle  fees.  Indulg- 
ences, papal  briefs,  taxes  and  canoni- 
zations. This  latter  brings  In  barely 
S.OOO.tJOO  lire  of  the  20.i»),0")0  which  the 
Vatican  needs  to  meet  Its  annual  ex- 
penditure. The  Peter's  pence  fund  must 
therefore  bring  In  IT.noO.ODO  lire  a  year. 

It  is  deemed  probable  that  tlie  pope 
mav  have  his  own  way  about  the 
budget  and  publish  It  to  the  world. 
The  effect  of  such  a  policy  cannot  be 
des^nitely  foretold,  but  It  Is  sure  to  be 
epochal.

UNTRUE  WAS  HER 
"CONFESSION" 

That  She  Had  Been  Faith- 
less to  Her  Mar- 
riage Vow. 

New  York,  Nov.  1.— In  a  remirkable 
affidavit  submitted  to  Justice  Asplnwall, 
In  the  Bupreme  court,  Brooklyn.  Mrs. 
Katherlne  GresB  Meredith  declares  that 
the  confession  of  aruUt  which  she  made 
to  her  husband  when  he  accused  her  of 
a  violation  of  her  marriage  vows  was 
untrue,  and  that  she  had  accepted  the 
disgrace  to  shield  a  very  near  woman 
relative.

Th'i 
affidavit  of  Mrs.  Mtredlth.  who  is  still 
a  bride,  which  was  submitted  today  in 
her  petition  for  alimony  and  counsel 
fees,  say  that  she  was  given  her 
choice  of  saving  her  relative  from  evtr- 
la.sting  disgrace  or  shouldering  Jt  her- 
self,   and   she   chose    the    latter.

Dr.  Sheepshanks  Suggests 
That  the  Bishops'  Pal- 
aces be  Sold. 


London.  Nov.  L— On  the  same  day  that 
the  cables  flashed  over  from  America 
the  story  of  the  tennis  match  between 
the  bishop  of  London  and  President 
Roosevelt',  Dr.  Sheepshanks,  the  bishop 
of  Norwich,  startled  England  by  pro- 
posing that  the  bishops'  palaces  should 
be  sold  «and  the  bishops'  incomes  sub- 
stantially reduced.  The  money  thus 
made,   and   saved,    he   suggested   should 

be  used  for  the  relief  of  the  poorer 
clergy. 

If  you  can  imagine  a  member  of  con- 
gress proposing  that  the  salaries  of 
representatives  should  be  cut  down,  a 
Standard  Oil  magnate  advocating  an 
Income  tax.  you  oan  form  some  Idea  uf 
the  sensation  created  among  the  prel- 
ates of  the  Established  Church  by  Dr. 
Sheepshanks'  proposition,  for  ihe  great 
majority  of  the  bishops  cling  to  the 
emoluments  of  their  offices,  and  liielr 
sumptuous  abodes,  with  (julte  as  much 
fervor  as  do  the  devotees  of  Mammon  to 
the  pursuit  of  wealth. 

And  on  the  next  day.  at  the  church 
congress  over  which  he  presided.  Dr. 
Sheepshanks'  further  emphasized  how 
much  he  differs  from  must  of  the 
spiritual  peers  by  discussing  the  ques- 
tion of  disestablishment,  expressing  the 
Opinion  that  the  church  would  really 
gain  In  splrltu.il  and  moral  power  if  It 
were  separate  from  the  state  and 
made  dependent  on  its  own  resources. 
He  even  dared  to  view  with  equanimity 
the  prospect  of  a  house  of  lor^  with  no 
bishops  to  help  them  answer  the  vox 
populi  with  a  defiant  "no."  All  of 
wlikh  shows  that  Dr.  John  Sheep- 
shanks is  quite  an  exceptional  type 
of    an    Anglican    bishop. 

He  looks  it,  too.  He  is  73  years  old. 
tall  and  straight,  with  a  lonp  white 
beard  and  face  that  might  serve  as  a 
model  for  that  of  an  apostle.  He  Is  the 
only  bit-hop  In  the  church  who  was 
ever  a  missionary,  a  fact  which  Indi- 
cates that  a  life  of  hardship  and  self- 
denial  Is  not  one  which  is  apt  to  lead 
to  an  episcopal  palace.  As  a  mission- 
ary Dr.  Sheepshanks  led  both  the 
simple  and  the  strenuous  life.  His  cam- 
paigns of  conversion  hiive  taken  hlni 
among  gold  miners  and  red  Indians,  to 
the  sacred  cities  of  Mongolia,  and  to 
the  haunts  of  the  Mormons  In  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Referring  to  these  arduous  times  at  a 
parochial  gathering,  he  once  said:  "If 
any  woman  here  wants  a  lesson  in  simple 
cookery— how  to  make  flapjacks  or  coos 
bacon— let  her  come  to  me  and  1  will  teach 
her.  It  was  said  of  a  certain  king  that 
he  was  fit  to  be  a  king  because  he  had 
blacked  his  own  Ijoots.  and  taking  that 
reasoning,  I  am  more  fit  to  be  a  bishop 
than  anyone  here.  I  will  tell  you  why— 
because  1  have  cobbled  my  own  boots 
and  mended  my  own  breeches,  and  1  have 
known,  when  a  missionary,  what  it  is 
to  sleep  on  the  ground  for  months  at  a 
stretch  without  even  a  blanket  to  lit 
upon." 

It  was  in  1S59  he  began  his  missionary 
labors  in  British  Columbia,  where  he  re- 
mained for  several  years.  A  small  boy 
was  once  sent  to  hip  house  there  to  de- 
liver a  message.  He  found  a  man  sweep- 
ing the  house  out  and  hidden  In  a 
cloud  of  dust,  "t^aji  I  see  the  parson?" 
he  asked.  "Yes,"  said  the  sweeper, 
sweeping  harder  than  ever,  "I  am  the 
parson." 

While  a  missionary  to  the  Caribou  In- 
dians he  went  amonfj  the  miners— a  class 
not  usually  ssuceptihle  to  appeals  from 
sky-pilots— to  ."eek  funds  to  build  a 
church.  He  got  enouKh  gold  dust  from 
them  to  erect  a  substantial  structure, 
but  they  always  boasted  that  no  other 
man  could  have  got  it  out  of  them. 

A  smallpox  epidemic  broke  out  In  an 
Indian  settlement  and  the  future  bishop 
turned  public  vaccinator  with  such  bene- 
ficial results  that  his  fame  was  estab- 
lished among  them  as  a  powerful  medi- 
cine man.  A  lancet  which  was  broken 
onr  the  arm  of  an  Indian  chief  is  among 
the  treasures  of  the  episcopal  palace  at 
Norwich.

The  Lama  passed 
In  solemn  procession  through  a  crowd 
of  worshiping  devotees,  and  prudence 
whispered  It  might  be  wise  that  the 
bishop  should  kneel,  or  at  least  bow  the 
head.  "But,"  said  the  bishop  when  re- 
lating the  incident,  "the  prudence  of  my 
reflections  was  counteracted  by  the  Brit- 
ish obstinacy  of  my  knees,  and  I'  re- 
mained upright.  I  am  the  only  white 
man,  I  believe,  who  has  ever  witnessed 
this  Interesting  ceremony." 

His  missionary  labors  over  he  return- 
ed to  England  and  was  .appointed  vicar 
of  a  church  in  Yorkshire.  He  had  no 
political  pull,  no  powerful  family  con- 
nections to  advance  his  Int-ereslac  and 
could  make  no  great  claims  to  scholar- 
ship, for  his  busy  and  strenuous  life 
had  left  him  little  time  for  s-tudy.  His 
appointment  by  Gladslotie,  fifteen  years 
ago.  to  the  see  of  Norwich,  the  largest 
diocese  in  England.  Was,  therefore,  al- 
most unprecedented.  But  it  proved  an 
excellent  choice.  Dr.  Sheepshanks  has 
done  a  great  work  In  that  part  of  En- 
gland. He  Is  a  spiritual  influence.  By 
the  force  of  his  exa/nple  he  has  shamed 
many  of  the  take-things-easy  clergy 
into  hard  work.  It  is  natural  that  such 
la  man  should  be  keenly  alive  to  the  ef- 
fect on  the  popular  mind  of  the  spectacle 
I  of  bisliopa  living  in  fine  mansions, 
drawing  big  salaries,  and  preaching  liie 
doctrine  of  self-denial  and  sacrifices 
while  many  of  their  co-laborers  in  the 
vineyard  are  in  poverty.  And  it  is  to  be 
expected,  too,  that  he  would  have  the 
courage    to    declaim    against    it. 

Dr.  Sheepshank.s  gets  $:i:2,500  a  year. 
When  he  was  appointed  to  his  see  in 
1893  he  had  to  sptr«<«  $15,000  In  fixing  up 
his  palace  and  it  h;is  since  cost  him 
$12,600  a  year  to  maintain.  He  says  that 
if  the  church  would  permit  him  to  give 
up  the  palace  and  live  in  a  smaller 
house  he  would  willingly  submit  to  a 
reduction  of  $5,000  or  even  $7,500  in  his 
pay.  'i*he  money  thus  saved  he  sug- 
gests might  go  to  the  relief  of  the  mul- 
titude   of    Impecunious    cherical    laborers. 

For  $259  a  year  or  lees  he  could  get 
a  house  In  Norwich  that  should  be  quite 
big  enough  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  a 
man  whose  sacred  of^.c^  demands  that 
he  should  wage  war  against  worldly 
pomp  and  vanity.  Then  if  $7,500  a  year 
were  sliced  off  his  salary  he  would  still 
be  better  off  than  before,  though  nobody 
who  knows  Dr.  Sheepshanks  would  ven- 
ture to  suggest  tha.t  his  object  in  ati- 
vocatlng  the  reform  Is  to  put  money  In 
his    own    pocket. 

It  is  signiflcaiu  that  the  English  news- 
papers gave  much  more  prominence  to 
the  Bi.shop  of  London's  game  of  tennis 
with  the  president  of  the  United  States 
than  to  the  bishop  of  Norwich's  pro- 
posal that  the  pielates  of  the  Establish- 
ed church  should  be  deprived  of  their 
bumptuous  dwellings  and  housed  like 
ordinary  folk.  Because  Dr.  Ingram's 
tennis  match  represents  "something  at- 
tempted, something  done"  and  there  is 
no  likelihood  that  Dr.  Sheepshanks'  re- 
form will  even  be  attempted  for  years 
to  come  and  then  it  is  sure  to  be  op- 
posed by  a  majority  of  the  lords  spirit- 
ual. 

None  of  the  other  thirty-two  palace- 
housed  bishops  has  arisen  to  second 
Dr.  Sheepshanks's  motion.  The  arch- 
bishop of  Canterbury,  who  gets  $75,000 
a  year  and  lives  in  the  stately  old  pal- 
ace at  Lambeth,  preserves  silence  on 
the  subject.  If  Dr.  Ingram  were  here, 
he  might  champion  Dr.  Sheepshanks's 
proposition,  for  Dr.  Ingram  has  said 
th.at  he  would  rather  live  in  an  un- 
pretentious flat  than  in  his  own  lordly 
episcopal  residence.  Fulham  palace.  But 
he  has  never  gone  so  far  as  to  suggest 
that  all  the  bishops  should  be  turned 
out  of  their  palaces  and  have  their  sal- 
aries reduced.  The  Ecclesiastical  com- 
mission, which  applied  the  pruning- 
knlfe  to  the  revenues  of  many  of  the 
overpaid  church  prelates,  left  their  pal- 
aces alone.  These  remain  the  only 
monuments  of  the  old  splendor  of  the 
episcopate— of  those  days  when  as  G. 
W.  E.  Russell  has  written,  "the  most 
Impecunious  successor  of  the  apostles 
could  manage  to  have  four  horses  to 
his  carriage  and  his  dally  bottle  of  Ma- 
diera." 

The  bishops  complain  grievously  at 
times  that  it  costs  them  so  much  to 
maintain  their  palaces.  They  hint 
plainly  that  In  their  opinion  their  sal- 
aries ought  to  be  increased.  But  they 
continue  to  cling  to  tlieir  palaces  as 
something  es.sentlal  to  the  maintenance 
of  their  dignity,  which  apparently  is 
not  efficiently  emphasized  by  their 
gaiters  and  their  queer-shaped  hats  and 
their  distinctively  cut  coats. 

One  of  the  most  pressing  problems 
of  the  Established  Church  is  precisely 
the  same  as  that  which  puzzles  the 
world  of  sinners— how  to  secure  the 
more  equitable  distribution  of  wealth. 
The  Incomes  of  the  two  archbishops  and 
the  thirty-three  bishops  aggregate  $881,- 
600— an  average  of  over  $25,000  a  year  for 
each  of  them.  And  there  are  7,000 
clergymen  In  the  church  whose  so- 
called  livings  bring  them  in  less  than 
$750  a  year  each.  It  Is  a  condition  of 
affairs  which  inevitably  makes  for  dis- 
establishment. But  the  bishops  cant 
see  it.  Just  as  the  lords  temporal  hang 
on  to  their  broad  acres  and  resist  every 
attempt  to  restore  the  land  to  the 
people,  so  do  the  lords  spiritual  stick 
to  their  palaces  and  big  salaries  and 
resent  every  suggestion  that  they 
should  be  content  with  less  that  their 
poorer  brethren  might  get  more.  They 
utter  piteous  public  appeals  for  these 
underpaid  ones  and  pass  around  the 
hat  for  them  and  then  express  grief 
and  amazement  because  the  contribu- 
tions are  so  small.  But  It  doesn't  sur- 
prise  Dr.   Sheepshanks.

MONEY  AWAITS 
WOMAN'S  HEIRS 

Recluse  Died  in  Apparent 

Poverty  With  Banknotes 

in  House. 

London.  Nov.  1.— Tliirty  thousand  dol- 
lars' worth  of  per*>nal  property  await 
the  heirs  of  a  renxarkable  old  woinan 
reoliise  who  ha.s  just  ditxl  in  Chiswick, 
a  London  suburb.  Her  next-of-kin  ar.;; 
belieN-ed  by  the  police  to  be  liviiigr  in 
different  parts  of  the  United  States- 
one  of  them,  a  nieee.  having:  been  last 
heoj-d  of  in  Calif<irnia — and  aAlvertise- 
menta  addressed  to  them  by  name  will 
shortly   be  published   in   America. 

Whon  they  come  here  they  will  find 
&u  odd  assortment  of  treasures,  for 
Airs.  Jane  Chutton.  the  dead  womeji, 
ai>p»ars  to  have  had  peculiar  tastes.  Al- 
though suc'j.ssfully  posing  as  the  poor- 
est of  thv  p.Mir.  living  in  a  dilapidated 
old  house,  with  a  dug  for  her  sole  com- 
panion, her  death  revealed  the  fact 
that  »hf  \iou.\.  stowed  away  in  a  back 
rix>ni.  $S,iJ()0  In  banknotes.  $4,500  in  gov- 
ernmeuit  b^jnds,  diamond  rings,  br<>iah- 
esk,  bracelets  and  other  jeweJry  worth 
cs.bout  $15,000  and  a  grt«a»t  store  of  val- 
uable silks,  rare  Indian  and  Paisley 
&ha  wl.«. 

Thf  hovel  in  whioh  she  was  found 
dead  had  be^'n  her  home  for  many 
yoars.  A  neighbor  lirought  her  food, 
and  old  friend.s  visited  her  now  and 
then.  A  love  ronxance  In  the  back- 
ground may  have  had  something  to  do 
■with  hf  r  s<jlitary  life.  In  1S51  she  mar- 
ried John  Chutton,  a  butler  who  had 
passed  hlmst>lf  off  a.>^  a  man  of  means 
and  whom  she  found  "too  inquisitive 
about  her  affairs."  This  was  the  only 
reo-son  she  ever  gave  for  leaving  him 
at    the    church    door    the    day    of    their 


marriage,  and  for  never  seeing  him 
e^ain. 

For  several  days  her  neighl»r,  one 
Elij^beth  Camp,  had  knocked  on  her 
door  and  was  unable  to  get  any  reply. 
So  she  suimmoned  the  police,  who 
forced  an  entnanoe.  They  found  Mrs. 
Chutiton  lying  dead  on  the  bed.  She 
was  almost  entirely  nude  and  evidently 
had  be^n  dead  four  days.  The  house 
was  In  a  tUthy  condition,  the  dust  lying 
a  quarter  of  an  Inch  deep  on  the  floors 
and  furniture.  The  body  was  leiTibly 
emaciated,  and  the  oa.se  looked  a  g.XKl 
deal  like  starvation.  The  coroner  re- 
ported acute  double  pneumonia  aa  the 
cause  of  death. 

A  search  of  the  house  was  made.  In 

one  room  were  hundreds  of  yards  of 
silk  worth  $2.50  a  yard,  rare  shawls  and 
wraps.  There  were  boxes  full  of  beau- 
tiful old-fashioned  clothing,  and  many 
costly  ornaments  lay  scatttired  In  the 
dirt.  Packed  away  In  an  old  trunk  was 
a  stocking  containing  the  $8,000  in  bank- 
notes, and  $4,500  in  govcirnmont  bonds. 
A  tin  box  revealed  a  heap  of  diamond 
rings,  brooches,  bracelets,  goJd  watches 
and  prt^dous  stones. 

The  only  food  in  the  house  was  a 
small  piece  of  broad  and  a  sugar  bowl. 
The  oon>ner  said  that  he  had  once  at- 
tended her,  but  had  not  charged  any- 
thing because  he  thought  she  was  a 
p<»r  woman.  The  p>lloe  h.ave  taken 
IH>ssesslon  of  the  dilapidated  house  and 
all  Its  precious  contents,  and  they  are 
waiting  for  the  American  relatives  to 
re\'eal  their  w'hereabouts. 


THE  FRENCH  ARTILLERY. 

War  Correspondent  Makes  Comparison 
With  Antiquated  Italian  Methods. 

Paris,  Nov.  1,— M.  Belcredl,  the  well 
known  war  correspondent  of  the  Rome 
Tribuna,  writing  from  Casabalajioa  on 
the  efficiency  of  the  French  artllleor 
says:  "It  must  be  recognized  that  the 
French  guns  are  In  every  way  admir- 
able. While  we  In  Italy  are  still  dis- 
cussing and  Investigating  the  subject, 
France  is  fully  equipped  with  modem 
steel    guns    and    movable   carriages.      I 


followed  the  action  of  the  artillery  for 
more  tha.n  two  hours,  and,  having  .some 
experience  In  the  matter,  I  can  assert 
that  one  could  neither  wish  for,  nor 
Imagine,  a  more  perfect  war  n^achine,  a 
more  competent  and  well  trained  per- 
*<nnel,  a  more  perfect  material.  The 
rapidity  with  which  the  guns  aiv  han- 
dled Is  equaled  only  by  the  rapidity  and 
accuracy  of  the  firing.  The  battery 
which  I  followed  sent  shrapnel  with 
surprising  precision,  changing  the  range 
from  100  to  500  meters  and  a' ways 
lodging  the  projectile  on  the  spot  aimed 
at. 

"When  the  Moroccans  attempted  to 
pa.ss  they  received  a  fearful  and  ir- 
reislatlble  hall  of  iron.  All  this  was 
done  In  the  most  perfect  order,  the 
only  audible  sound  boing  the  qolet 
voice  of  the  lieutenant  who  ordered  the 
raising  or  the  lowering  of  the  sights. 
One  soldier  loaded  and  another  pointed, 
a  third  pulled  the  string.  The  other 
three.  like  automatons,  replenLsh- 
ed  the  magazine  with  projectiles  in 
such  a  manner  that  It  was  always  full. 
All  this  with  absolute  calm  and  with- 
out Interruption,  even  when  the  bullets 
whizzed  around  their  heads.  The  range 
of  the  guns  was  Impressive.  The  gun- 
carriage  hardly  sank  in  the  soft  earth, 
and  the  gun,  sliding  to  and  fro  on  the 
carriage,  resumed  Its  former  position 
so  that  In  an  instant  It  ftred  another 
projectile  In  the  same  place  as  the 
first.  The  sight  could  not  but  remind 
one  of  our  brave  artillerjimen  and  our 
bad  guns,  which  when  fired  recoil  from 
five  to  ten  yaixls  and  have  to  be  re- 
placed  In    position  and   pointed  anew." 


October  has  b€ien  a  banner  momth  at 
the  Duluth  State  Free  Employment 
bureau,  and  more  men  have  been  sent 
out  than  during  a.DY  other  mpjith  since 
tile  agency  \^'as  established  last  June.

According  to  the  flgureo  in  Manager 
James  Walsh's  monthly  report,  a  toital 
of  1,100  men  were  furnished  with  work 
of  one  kind  or  another  during  the 
month,  and  positions  were  supplied  for 
a  total  of  117  wonMn.  This  record  Is 
better  than  any  other  month  by  sev- 
eral hundred,  and  will  probably  stand 
for  some  time. 

Moat  of  the  men  sent  out  wwre  en- 
gaged by  the  railroad  contractors,  who 
are  working  In  dlltprent  parts  of 
Northern  Mlninttsota  ,and  Wisconsin. 
Very  few  men  were  «imt  out  of  Minne- 
sota, aJthough  there  'w>ere  some  who 
were  sent  Into  Wisconsin.  City  con- 
tract work  took  a  large  supply  of  men, 
and  several  hundred'  Mvere  sent  Into  the 
woods   In   Nortliern  Minnesota. 

The  demand  for  domestic  servants 
and  female  workers :  In  the  hotels  and 
boarding  houses  hai^'  never  sJackened 
up,  and  for  every  ont  of  the  positions 
filled  by  the  free  si^enszy  during  Oc- 
tober, there  wire  sev.eral  more  re>ady. 
Ilou.sevvork  and  work  iix  the  hotels  took 
about  an  e^'en  number  of  women,  ac- 
cording to  the  book?  of  the  women's 
department  of  the  agency.  The  restau- 
rants and  boarding  houses  also  callt>d 
for  numerous  waiters^  dishwashers  and 
helpers. 

Tht're  Yias  been  conslderabily  less  de- 
mand for  laborers  during  the  last  two 
or  three  days.  Several  big  crews  In  the 
vicinity  of  Duluth  have  been  laid  off, 
and  the  men  have  drifted  Inito  the  city 
looking  for  wpok.  At  the  employment 
agencies  th<i>e  have  been  few  appllca- 
cations  for  laborers  from  the  railroad 
contractors,  and  there  will  probably  be 
a  l<^t  uj)  In  this  work  from  tUis  time  on. 

Men.  for  the  woods  will  aoon  be  in  de- 
mand. howeN-er,  and  with  the  city 
work  there  wiU  probably  be  plenty  of 
Jobs   for  the   working  men.

Berlin.  Nov.  1. — ^As  the  Prussian 
sonyetivnes  boasts,  aometlmes  complains 
the  conduct  of  his  life  Is  cared  for  by 
the  police  frosn  ttie  cradle  to  the  grave. 

From  tile  traffic  point  of  view  Pots- 
damer  Plata  is  the  most  oongrested  cor- 
ner of  Berlin,  and  the  eonstables'  sta- 
tioned theff>e  are  presumabdy  jwt  the 
ffreenborns  of  the  force. 

Some  weeks  since  Afte  of  their  num- 
ber was  suddenly  acco>si€>d  by  a  weil 
dressed  youth,  whof,  speaking  a  lan- 
guage which  was  ^^taktn  for  broken 
German,  but  was  probably  mutilated 
English,  and  simultaneously  betraying 
all  the  symptoms  ot«9eute  mental  dis- 
tre'?s,  made  the  startlitig  announcement 
thait  he  had  Just  iost.  a  ix)cketl>»k, 
wntalning  $10,000.  lOittaitlre  available 
pecuniary*  po8se«slon.  He  added«  as  an 
Incidental  detail,  that  he  was  Lord 
Clifton.  The  constaWe's  heart  was 
touched,  and  aa  hia  turn  of  duty  had 
just  come  to  an  end,  he  aocompanle>d 
the  unfortunate  yow^  English  noble- 
man to  an  adjacenjt  postoffice.  and  de- 
frayed the  cost  of  a  telegram  to  "Lord 
Henry  Clifton,"  in  Loindon.  asking  him 
to  send  hLs  son  S25d  In  the  most  ex- 
peditiouLS  manner  possible.  More  than 
that,  he  voluntarily  proposed  to  ad- 
vance from  his  own  pocket  such  mon- 
eyvs  as  his  distinguished  protege  should 
need  for  hia  amusement  till  his  re- 
mittance arrived  from  England. 

Charmed  by  the  trust  displayed  In 
this  offer,  and  with  an  ab»encMj  of  class 
prejudice  for  wihloh  the  English  aris- 
tocracy are  renowned,  the  young  peer 
Invited  his  humble  benefactor  to  be 
the  partoer  of  his  pleasures,  which  In- 
cluded front  seats  at  theaters  and  the 
claus.-n  of  refreshment  rightly  pertaining 
thereto.  The  constable,  glowing  with 
pride  in  his  distinguished  acquaintance, 
gladly  footed  bills  from  his  hardly 
earned  savings.  But  one  evening,  when 
he  went  to  the  first-class  hotel  where 
I»rd  Clifton  had  taken  up  his  quarters, 
he  found  that  his  friend  had  myste- 
riously dlsappeaLred,  l«aviiig  behind  him 
an  unpaid  account.  Whatever  reflec- 
tions may  have  oocurred  to  the  oon- 
stablei.  ho  was  sufficiently  shrewd  to 
confine  to  his  own  bosom. 

A  few  days  ago  an  abject  looking' 
youith  was  taicen  into  custody  for  beg- 
ging. He  proved  to  he  Paul  Leuschner, 
a  clerk  apprentice,  15  years  of  age.  In 
the  course  of  his  examination,  he  con- 
fessed how  he  had  Impersonated  Lord 
Clifton,  and  seen  the  sights  of  Berlin  at 
the  expense  of  a  confiding  constatrfe. 
This  was  the  first  the  authorities  had 
heard  of  the  incident,  and  on  his  own 
oonf«5«slon  Leuschner  was  charged  with 
obtaining  money  under  false  pretenses.

Philadelphia.  Nov.  1.— One  of  the  In- 
teresting questions  which  will  be  dis- 
cussed by  the  American  Civic  associa- 
tion In  Itg  yearly  meeting,  to  be  held 
in  connection  with  the  convention  of 
the  National  Municipal  league  in 
Providence,  Nov.  19-22,  will  be  the  elimi- 
nation   of   the    billboard   as   a   nuisance. 

As  a  result  of  the  association's  cru- 
sade against  the  objectionable  bill- 
boards In  the  various  cities  of  the 
country  a  strong  sentiment  has  been 
developed,  and  merchants  and  adver- 
tisers are  numbered  among  those  who 
are  opposed  to  this  means  of  advertis- 
ing. 

One  of  the  efforts  of  the  association 
is  to  have  removed  the  billboards 
which  now  interrupt  the  beauties  of 
Niagara  Falls. 

Another  subject  which  will  be  dis- 
cussed by  the  yearly  meeting  will  ba 
the  proposed  International  agreement 
with  Qreat  Britain  for  the  permanent 
preservation  of  Niagara  Falls  In  its 
rare  natural  beauty.  It  will  be  recalled 
that  the  American  Civic  association 
was  the  leader  in  the  movement  which 
resulted  in  congressional  action  to  pro- 
tect the  Falls  from  the  greed  of  the 
power    corporations. 

President  Roosevelt,  who  Is  a  member 
of  the  association.  Is  much  interested  in 
Its  work,  and  has  favored  many  of  the 
suggestion  made  by  the  organization 
in  its  move  for  "a  more  beautiful 
America." 

Of  the  2,325  members  of  the  Amer- 
ican Civic  -association  throughout  the 
country,  many  are  active  in  local 
movements  for  the  beautlflcation  of 
municipalities  as  well  as  in  the  na- 
tional   efforts    for    civic    Improvement. 

In  addition  to  the  Niagara  Falls  and 
billboard  campaigns,  the  association  is 
devoting  much  energy  to  working  for 
Increased  forest  reservations,  for  school 
gardens  In  connection  with  educational 
work  In  the  large  cities,  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  systems  of  public  parks  and 
children's  playgrounds,  and  for  rural 
Improvements.

Never  Better. 

Neil  Mooney.  general  Western  pas- 
senger agent  of  the  West  Shore  rail- 
road, who  was  in  Duluth  today,  says 
that  railroad  business  in  both  passeng- 
er and  freight  departments  was  never 
so   good    in   the   history   of    railroading. 

Mr.  Mooney  has  control  of  passenger 
business  for  his  line  from  Toledo  to 
the  Pacific  coast.  He  has  recently 
been  over  all  the  territory  from  Ohio  to 
the  coast,  and  states  that  railroads  are 
carrying  more  freight  and  pasengers 
than  ever  before.  Out  West  they  are 
traveling  for  pleasure,  not  business, 
says  Mr.  Mooney;  and  he  regards  tnii 
phase  of  the  railroad  situation  as  an 
indication  of  the  general  prosperity  of 
the  Western  people. 

The  financial  situation  in  New  York 
is  not  affecting  the  business  of  tlie 
railroads,  says  Mr.  Money.  They  are 
receiving  more  business  than  they  can 
handle.  The  shippers  in  the  West  have 
product  to  ship  and  they  also  have  the 
money  to  pay  for  the  shipping  of  their 
mineral    and    agricultural    products. 

The  action  of  state  legislatures  in 
r<»duclng  passenger  fares  to  2  cents  in 
the  Western  territory  has  had  the  ef- 
fect of  reducing  the  earnings  of  the 
lines.  The  stations  are  so  scattered, 
and  the  travel  so  much  less  than  in 
the  thickly  settled  East,  that  the  rail- 
roads are  finding  it  hard  to  meet  tho 
new    conditions    and    make    any    profit. 

Asides  from  the  decrease  of  passenger 
earnings,  as  a  result  of  the  2-cent  fare, 
the  railroads  are  enjoying  great  busi- 
ness and  prosperity  throughout  tho 
breadth  of  the  country.  Mr.  Mooney 
claims.

The  death  of  Dr.  Weigel.  a  surgeon  of 
Rochester  from  a  disease  due  to  the  con- 
stant use  of  the  X-rays  makes  the  fourth 
who  has  lost  his  life  from  this  cause^ 

The  others  were  an  assistant  of  Thom- 
as Edison,  a  Boston  physician  and  a  wo- 
man of  San  Francisco  natned  Fleisch- 
man.  In  the  ca.se  of  Dr  Weigel  since 
1904,  when  his  right  hand  and  all  but 
the  thumb  and  a  finger  of  the  left  hand 
were  removed,  there  had  been  four  oper- 
ations in  trying  to  save  his  Uff-  .  The 
first  removed  a  part  of  the  right  shoul- 
der; then  a  part  of  the  muscles  cover- 
ing  the   right    br»ast. 

Mystery  completely  envelops  the  cause 
of  death,  the  disease  being  unknown  to 
medical  .science,  though  it  Is  believed  to 
Involve  some  great  principle  of  life.  Dr.

Of   Water   and    Light 

in  tlie  City  of 

Hibbing. 

Hlbblng.  Minn.,  Nov.  2.-(Speclal  to 
The  Horald.-The  city  council  at  Us 
meeting  this  week  decided  to  get  after 
those  who  are  delinquent  In  paying  their 
w.iter  and  light  taxes  with  a  sharp 
stick. 

Tlie  council  has  found  it  necessary  to 
Issue  notices  that  if  such  taxes  are  not 
paid  by  a  certitln  date,  service  will  be 
cllstontinued  and  In  a  few  Instances  this 
has  already  been  done.  While  this  meth- 
od may  appear  rather  harsh  to  some 
of  the  delinquents,  It  is  an  effective  re- 
mlndt-r  and  will  have  a  strong  tendency 
to  bring  In  the  water  and  light  tax»;3 
when  they  arc  due  and  eliminate  many 
misunderstandings. 

Among  the  more  Important  matters 
considered  by  the  council  was  the  fixing 
of  rates  for  water  used  by  patrons  who 
have  water  meter.s.  The  rate  establish- 
ed was  fifteen  cents  per  1,000  gallons  or 
any  fraction  thereof,  with  a  minimum 
charge  of  fifty  cents  per  month,  when 
60.000  gallons  or  less  per  month  was 
used.  Whore  the  consumption  of  water 
exceeds  50,000  gallons  per  month  the  rate 
will  be  twelve  cents  per  1.000  gallons, 
and  where  100,000  gallons  or  more  Is  U3ei 
the  rate  will  be  ten  cents  per  1,000  gal- 
lons.

LAKETROUT 

Being  Gathered  by  the 

Duluth  Fish  Hatchery 

Agents. 

Mllllnns  of  tho  spawn  of  lake  trout 
are  being  gathered  by  representatives 
of  the  Duluth  United  States  fish  hatch- 
•ry,  who  are  engaged  in  tiio  work  at 
Marquette,  Mich.,  and  tho  hatchery  here 
is    being    rapidly    ropleni.slied. 

Supl.  a.  P.  Wlrc-.s  of  the  Duluth 
hatchery  returnt^d  from  Maraiiette  to- 
day and  brought  back  over  2,im,*»)0  of 
the  spawn.  Thure  are  over  1,500,000  more 
on  hand  at  Marquette  and  they  will  be 
shipped  In  th'?  near  future.  Besides 
Supt.  Wires  there  are  In  the  party 
■working  at  Mar.iuotte.  J.  A.  Pinkerton, 
H.  Dickey,  M.  Nicholson.  Capt.  McLean 
and  Alec  Loe. 

The  men  from  the  hatchery  are  col- 
lecting the  spawn  from  fisii  taken  in 
the  nets  of  the  three  tish  firms  at  Mar- 
quette. .\s  the  fi^'h  are  tak»!n  from  the 
water,  each  is  seized  and  by  pa.sslng 
the  hand  along  the  body  the  eggs  are 
BQueozi'd  out.  These  are  gathered  In 
cloth  bottomed  crates  and  are  stored 
until  they  are  ready  to  be  shipped.  The 
eggs  are  amber  colored,  perfectly  round 
and  about  an  tlghth  of  an  inch  in 
diameter. 

When  they  are  brought  to  Duluth 
thev  are  placed  In  trays  In  troughs 
elgiit  Inches  wide  by  fourteen  In  length. 
Water  is  forced  from  beneath  through 
the  trays  at  tl\e  rate  of  about  live 
gallons  a  minute.  The  fry  hatch  out 
In  about  six  months.  F^rom  the  eggs 
sent  from  Marquette  about  75  to  95  per 
cent  are  hatched.  Next  spring  the 
young  fry  are  placed  In  the  lake.  It 
Is  estimated  that  the  little  rtsh  attain 
a  weight  of  three  pounds  in  as  many 
years. 

As  the  fishery  commission  men  are 
now  at  Marquette  the  fishermen  work- 
ing with  them  .ire  not  affected  by  the 
close  season  which  begln.s  Nov.  1.  The 
men  from  the  hati^hory  will  remain 
until  Nov.  10  next.  After  that  time  fish- 
ing fi>r  herring  will  begin.  This  Is  the 
only  fi.sh  that  may  bo  caught  with 
anything  lesa  than  .a  four  and  a  quar- 
ter Inch  net.  The  herring  not  Is  a  two 
and  tliree  eighths  inch  mesh  net. 

It  is  only  lately  that  the  law  for- 
bidding tho  use  of  anything  less  than 
a,  four  and  a  qu.arter  Inch  mesh  net 
has  bi?en  enforced  .and  the  conditions 
are  regarded  with  favor  by  many  of 
the  flsliermen.  In  the  past  during  the 
summer  m<inth8  fishermen  i<ener.illy 
nave  been  using  a  three  and  a  half  Inch 
meah  taking  tfie  smaller  fish.  In  the 
fall  the  larger  ones  were  caught  and 
the  result  was  that  the  lake  was  rap- 
Idly  being  fished  out.  Now  the  Imma- 
ture fish  are   being  protected.

Exports  From  Duluth  Were 

Unusually  High  in 

October. 


Receipts  of  coal  at  the  port  of  Du- 
luth for  the  month  of  October  show  a 
slight  Increase  over  the  total  of  Sep- 
tember, according  to  the  figures  in  the 
customs  house  books,  which  are  the  esti- 
mates turned  in  by  the  captains  as  they 
report. 

The  total  coal  receipts  during  October 
were  216,744  tons,  while  those  for  Supe- 
rior were  210,658  tons.  This  is  an  increase 
of  only  about  one  cargo.  It  had  been 
expected  the  receipts  of  coal  would  show 
a  falling  off  during  October,  but  coal 
cargoes  have  been  coming  forward  very 
rapidly  all   the  month. 

According  to  the  customs  house  books 
the  total  shipments  In  tons  out  of  the 
port  of  Duluth  for  October  amounted  to 
2,544,138  tons  There  were  about  2,881,696 
bushels  of  wheat  40,000  bushels  of  oats. 
S«7,6S6  bushels  of  flax,  30.09»),000  feet  of 
lumber,  besides  the  record-breaking  ship- 
ments of  ore. 

There  was  a  total  of  $1,091,489  worth  of 
exports  from  the  port  of  Duluth,  which 
Is  an  unusually  large  figure.  The  prin- 
cipal Item  In  the  exports  is  Krain,  and  as 
this  is  the  busy  season  in  tnia  trade  the 
fitfures   are    unusually    high.

eral  federation  of  trade  union,  and  of 
the  labor  party,  had  been  arranged  for 
next  Tuesday,  but  Mr.  Bell  has  written 
to  the  secretary  of  the  flrst-nanif^- or- 
ganization suggesting  that  the  .meet- 
ings   be   postponed,    adding: 

"Owing  to  a  change  of  circumstances, 
I  do  not  think  it  will  be  necessary  (o 
call   the  meeting  at  this  staige." 

This  is  regarded  as  a  significant  step, 
because  the  two  meetings  were  to  have 
con-sidered  what  action  to  take  in  or- 
der to  support  the  railway  men  if  they 
went  out  on  strike. 

The  circumstances  to  which  Mr.  Bell 
referred  are,  of  course,  Mr.  Lloyd- 
George's  Invitation  to  the  conference, 
which  Is  to  lake  place  Nov.  6.  The 
plan  of  the  president  of  the  board  oC 
trade  Is  to  form  a  permanent  board  of 
conciliation,  with  an  equal  number  of 
representatives  of  the  companies  tnd 
of  the  men  and  having  an  Independent 
chairman.  The  railroad  directors,  ap- 
parently, are  willing  to  adopt  tho  plan, 
but  the  question  arises  whether  tha 
men,  having  demanded  complete  recog- 
nition of  their  unions  and  direct  deal- 
ings between  the  managers  of  the 
roads  and  the  unions,  will  accept  sucn 
a  substitute. 

The  partisans  of  the  railways  refer 
to  yesterday's  resolution  as  being  a 
bluff  intended  to  frighten  the  railroad 
magnates  and  the  supporters  of  the 
unions  say  the  Amalgamated  Society  of 
Railway  Servants  has  cleared  for  action 
and  that  while  It  has  not  actually  de- 
clared war.  it  has  given  Its  executive 
a  mandate  for  war. 

Public  feeling  against  the  strike  is 
so  strong  that  the  men  are  bound  to 
go  slow  as  long  the  companies  show 
any  disposition  to  arrive  at  a  compro- 
mise arrangement. 

Rallrtjad  shares  fell  slightly  at  the 
opening  of  the  stock  exchange  today, 
but  rose  later  to  their  normal  quota- 
tions, thus  reflecting  the  belief  in  a 
peaceful   outcome  of  the   situation. 

The  railroad  men  have  decided  to 
hold  a  mass  meeting  at  Albert  hall 
here  on  Sunday  night,  at  which  depu- 
tations from  all  parts  of  the  United 
Kingdom  will  be  present.

Superintendent    Recom- 
mends Employment  of 
Truant  Officer. 


The  board  of  education  Is  not  exactly 
pleased  with  the  attitude  the  high 
school  fraternities  have  taken  toward 
the  board's  decision  that  "frats"  must 
cease  to  exist  in  the  public  schools  of 
Duluth. 

In  fact,  the  displeasure  of  the  board 
found  expression  last  evening  In  a 
poignant  paragraph  In  the  report  of  the 
committee  on  schools  and  teachers, 
which  was  adopted.  Just  how  the  board 
stands  may  perhap.<5  be  better  Juaged 
by  a  perusal  of  that  part  of  the  com- 
mittee's report  which  refers  to  the 
•frats:" 

"Your  committee  furtner  reports  that 
It  is  advised  that  •  ome  action  has  been 
taken  by  the  high  school  fraternities 
to  discontinue  activities  until  the  con- 
stitutionality ot  the  anti-fraternity  law 
shall  be  determined  In  the  litigation 
now    pending   In    Minneapolis. 

"Such  action  doe?  not  defer  to  the 
wishes  of  thla  board  nor  of  the  school 
management,  but  rests  upon  the  deter- 
mination of  a  suit  at  law  in  which  this 
board  cannot  participate  and  which  It 
cannot  control  and  your  committee 
feels  that  this  is  not  the  spirit  in  which 
the  action   of  the  board  should  be  met. 

"We  think  It  Is  time  that  any  society, 
containing  a  small  minority  of  the  high 
school  students,  shbuld  cease  to  exist 
and  have  a  foothold  in  the  school  or 
be  a  factor  in  controlling  the  course  of 
affairs  therein,  and  we  recommend  that 
th*»  principal  of  thft  high  school  be  re- 
quired to  furnish 'this  board  at  once 
with  a  list  of  all  members  of  the  high 
school  who  hoM  rhombership  in  either 
of  the  fraternal  societies  and  those  who 
have   Joined    siich  isocletles     and     con- 


tinued active  membership  therein  since 
the  adoption  of  Chapter  143  of  the  Gen- 
eral Lawy  of  1907."

The  American  Heating  company  and 
the  L,.  R.  Helblng  company,  which  were 
doing  work  under  contracts  at  the 
Franklin  school  at  the  time  that  build- 
ing was  visited  by  fire,  have  put  In 
claims  to  the  board  for  the  losses  in- 
curred by  them  in  the  blaze.

His  first 
charge  was  at  Norway,  Mich.,  where 
he  remained  but  a  year.  His  subse- 
quent removal  to  Wyenett,  Isanti 
county,  Minn.,  was  prompted  by  poor 
health,  the  climate  of  the  Michigan 
town  not  agreeing  with  him. 

In  1905  Rev.  Mr.  Kling  came  to  Du- 
luth from  Wyenett,  to  become  pastor 
of  the  First  Swedish  Mission  church  In 
the  West  end.  Since  he  took  hold  of 
the  work,  a  debt  of  $4,000  on  the

Yet,  in  view  of  the  differences  which 
have  developed  over  Oriental  Immigra- 
tion to  this  continent,  it  is  conceivable 
that  such  further  developments  might 
follow  that  American  interest  in  the 
situation  would  suddenly  become  ex- 
tremely vital.

of  Tibet  and  Afghanistan  was  perman- 
ently fixed  was  hailed  with  relief. 
Naturally  every  Englishman  feels  that 
a  tremendous  responsibility  rests  upon 
Earl  Minto.  who  succeeded  Curzon  in 
India  and  Liord  Eldon  Gorst,  who  now 
has   Cromer's  place  in   Egypt. 

Gorst  Is  a  man  of  ability,  of  courso, 
or  he  never  would  have  been  chosen 
for  the  post,  but  he  Is  still  untried,  in 
a  measure,  and  there  are  many  In  Eng-  | 
i  land  who  have  feared  that  he  might  not 
be  equal  to  its  requirements,  esi>e- 
cially  as  he  is  the  appointee  of  a  { 
Liberal  government.  It  was  und<3r 
Gladstone,  at  the  head  of  a  Liberal 
government,  that  the  campaign  for  iha 
rescuf  of  Gordon  in  the  Soudan  wa-T 
carried  on  for  a  time,  but  finally 
abandoned.  This  resulted  in  Gordon's 
death  and  an  Immense  loss  of  prestige 
for  the  Bl-itish  in  Africa.

I'nrest  Cau!*ecl  by  Education. 

There    are    plenty    of      well-informed  1 
students  of  the  situation  who  hold  that  I 
that    one   of    the    real,    basic    causes    of! 
the  present  dtsaffectlon  among  the  col- j 
ored  peoples  is  over-education.       If  the 
Japanese    had    not    been    forced    to   ac- 
cept Western  civilization  by  the  United 
States.    Japan       could       never       hava 
thrashed   Russia.       If  the   English   had 
not  educated  thousands  of  Hindus  and 
so    instilled   into   their    minds   a   desire 
i  for    "liberty,"    they    would        not        be 
I  clamoring    now    for    that    elusive       and 
sometimes  disappointing  boon. 

Bad  as  conditions  are  in  India  In 
some  respects  under  the  British,  they 
are  better  than  they  were  under  the 
native  princes.  It  is  not  the  descend- 
ants of  the  old-time  rulers— they  are 
satisfied  with  conditions  as  they  arc, 
for  they  have  all  the  fun  and  all  tho 
wealth  of  the  princely  estates  without 
the  responsibility  of  ruling  the  people- 
it  is  the  educated  or  half  educated 
middle  class  Hindus,  who  have  read  of 
constitutional  lii>erty  and  Its  Inestim- 
able blessings  that  are  stirring  up 
the   mischief. 

Whether  the  masses  of  the  people  In 
India  would  stand  by   the  agitators   In 
case   the   latter  should  call   for  an  ac- 
tual   insurrection    no    one    knows;        If 
I  they  and  the   native  troops  were  to  do 
j  so.  tlie  situation   would  be  rather  difltl- 
Icult,    since    there   are   less   than   200,000 
1  British  in  all  India,  including  both  the 
military  and   the  civil   servants. 
Should    there   be   such   an   inconceiv-

able  thing  as  revolution  and  the  Bri- 
tish driven  out,  the  situation  in  India 
would  l>e  uninmaginably  horrible,  for 
the  people  are  not  yet  capable  of  self- 
government.  The  different  races  and 
sects  would  be  a  long  time  crystalliz- 
ing into  anything  like  organization  and 
there  would  be  no  end  of  bloodshed 
before  this  could  be  brought  about. 
Possibly  l!i  the  end  the  Mahometans, 
despite  their  greater  intellectual  stolid- 
ity, and  because  of  their  greater  ca- 
pacity as  lighters,  would  come  to  the 
front    as    the    rulers    of    India. 

It  is  not  over-education  that  has 
caused  the  Mahometan  dissatisfaction 
In  Egypt  and  elsewhere  In  Africa. 
There  has  been  practically  no  intel- 
lectual advance  among  the  mass  of  the 
Prophet's  followers;  In  fact,  the  pro- 
portion of  intellectual  Mahometans  is 
smaller  than  it  was  200  years  ago.  and 
vei-y  much  less  than  in  the  days  when 
the  Moors  ruled  Spain. 

Only  among  a  few  pogresslve  "young 
Turks."  and  perhaps  in  Persia,  where 
the  late  shah  was  obliged  to  grant  a 
constitution  and  where  the  present 
Shah's  government  is,  apparently.  In 
serious  difficulties,  haa  there  been  a 
real  forward  movement.  The  pro- 
gre.sslve  Turks  and  Persians  are  thor- 
oughly dissaUsfied  with  Mahometan- 
ism  and  lis  effects,  since  the  Koran, 
its  holy  book.  Is  not  only  the 
religious  guide,  but  aJ®.j  \-lrtually  the 
common  law  of  the  land,  and  under  its 
sway  progress  to  the  general  European 
level  Is  hnpoaslble. 

Their  actlvltle«  town  a  factor  of  the 
situation  that  may  »«>  turned  to  good 
account  by  the  dominant  nations  if 
they  are  sklUfui  enough  to  do  It.

.\frlca.  where  Christtatnlty  w<as  once 
practically  supreme,  the  faith  of  Istam 
ha.s  swept  e>'wything  before  It.  It  has 
ma»de  great  strkl-ea  in  Eastern  Asia 
also  having  got  a  big  ftoothold  In 
China  evpn,  and  every  year  it  »preads 
still  further  anumg  tlie  Islands  of  the

!  "Sonnusal"  is  the  title  alike  of  the 
society  and  whoever  Is  Its  head  for  the 
time  being.  It  was  formed  eighty-two 
years  ago  for  the  purp>se  of  reforming 
the  whole  body  of  Mahometans,  who. 
Its  founider  declared,  were  straying  for 
from  tiie  original  teaohingis  of  the 
ohroiphet.  Th©  name  of  the  .society's 
foundejT  was  Sid-Mohammedben-Ali-el- 
Sennussi,  an  Algerian  lawyer  in  hxun- 
ble  clrcamstanoes.  He  was  Ikmti  in  the 
last  yeans  of  the  Turkish  occupation  of 
Algeria,  and,  influenced  by  the  teaxsh- 
iiiaps  of  certain  Moslem  philosophers 
who  taught  Malioonetanism  Q.LXX)rding 
to  whoit  they  termed  "Matoomet's  Own 
Way,"   he  gave   up   his  profession   and 

j  went  about  addressing  the  people. 

Little  by  little,  as  he  developed  his 
ideas,  he  gathered  a  personal  follow- 
ing. Evolving  a  cult  of  his  own  he 
termed  his  creed  "Sennussi's  Own : 
Way."  and  with  his  following  estab- 
lished himself  at  La  Mecque  in  1835.1 
Ben  Ghazi  was  his  next  location,  then  ] 
the  oasis  of  DjaghbauD,  between  Trip- 
oil  and  Egypt.  He  died  in  1859,  but 
not  until  after  he  had  promulgated 
the  belief  that  in  time  a  Mahdi  or 
master  was  to  arise  who  should  de- 
liver the  world  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Christians  and  Into  the  hands  of  the 
Moslems. 

He  designated  his  son  and  successor 
as  the  one  and  true  Mahdi,  and  he  be- 
gan the  collection  of  arms,  money  and 
provisions  for  the  prosecution  of  the 
Jehad  or  holy  war,  which  he  was 
bound  to  inaugurate.  He  also  adjured 
i  his  followers  to  kill  all  unbelievers 
found  near  the  society's  headquarters, 
and  the  French  tell  of  many  who  have 
perished  at  the  hands  of  the  Sennus- 
guards. 

From  Djaghbaub  the  son  removed 
to  the  big  and  fertile  oasis  of  Kauffra, 
where  he  established  the  "hidden  holy 
city  of  Joffo,"  the  route  to  which  is 
known  only  to  faithful  guides,  and 
runs  through  a  part  of  the  desert 
where  the  wells  are  sixty  to  seventy 
miles  apart.  Even  the  best  informed 
Frenchmen  declare  that  they  know 
only  of  its  location  that  it  is  about  600 
miles  from  the  Mediterranean  and  500 
from  the  Nile.

The  Setmusai  and  the  Mahabees. 
Wero  It  not  thajt  the  Mahometans  are 
divided  among  themselves  —  there 
are  as  many  sects  in  Islam  as  in  Chris- 
tianity—^ey  would  be  a  far  greater 
menace  to  the  power  of  the  whites  In 
Asia  and  Africa  than  they  are. 

Some  of  the  Moslem  sects  are  based . 
etntirely  upon  doctrlnail  points,  and 
esteem  it  of  almost  as  great  merit  to 
kill  the  exeonated  Christians.

It  Is  the  Mahabees  whom  the  British 
nrusFt  guard  most  against  in  Asia,  for 
th^^y  aire  striving  hard  to  foment  dis- 
affection among  the  Mahonriietans  of 
India,  The  English,  the  French,  the 
Congo  State  authoritlea,  the  Portu- 
guese and  th©  Germans — all  the  powers 
with  Interests  In  the  Dark  Continent, 
Indeed — must  wal<A  the  Sennussl,  for 
they  are  working  constantly  in  Elgypt 
and  Alg<erla  and  Morocco;  among  the 
savages  of  the  Soudan;  in  East  Africa 
and  on  the  West  coast;  In  Rhodesia, 
and  away  south  to  the  boundaries  of 
Cape  Colony. 

Wherever  there  arenatlve  Africans  of 
any  race.  In  fact,  except,  perhaps  Ln 
Abyssinia.  where,  under  Menellk's 
away,  Christianity  etWl  Ivolds  Its  own, 
the  Sennussl  are  pushing  Mahometan- 
ism  as  they  understand  It- and  making 
converts  every  day.  l^e  French  have 
been  watclitei  this  mUltant  body  of

the  whites,  save  in  1901-02,  when  it 
went  to  the  assistance  of  the  Kane- 
mites  in  their  uprising  against  the 
French,  and  which  was  put  down  bj 
Capt.  Joalland  of  the  French  army. 
The  Sennussi  leader  died  while  this 
trouble  was  on,  appointing  his  nephew 
as  the  new  Mahdl. 

Like  his  uncle  and  his  grandfather 
before  him,  the  present  Sennussl 
Mahdi  is  said  to  maintain  a  regular 
organization,  much  like  a  temporal 
government  of  the  Oriental  type,  with 
a  grand  vizier,  many  ministers  of  state 
and  a  court  conducted  according  to 
the  most  elaborate  ceremonials. 

His  policy,  I  was  told  by  French 
officials  in  Paris  last  summ«-,  appears 
to  be  not  to  naaig>urate  the  proposed 
Jehad  unitl  his  followers  are  numerous 
enough  and  there  is  money  enough  in 
his  treasury  to  insure  Success.  I  was 
also  told  that  the  members  proper  of 
the  society  and  their  followers  already 
number  10.000.000,  scattered  all  over  Af- 
rica, and  that  Sennussl  spies  and  pro- 
pagandksts  are  to  be  found  noit  oniy  In 
every  African  city  from  Cape  Town  to 
Cairo  and  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  In- 
dian ocean,  but  alao  In  Turkey,  Af- 
ghanistan, India.  China,  and  even  ttoe 
great  Islands  southeast  of  Asia. 

There  is  a  rumor  that  one  French- 
man succeeded  after  many  attempts  In 
reaching  Joffo  and  returning  with  his 
life,  but  it  is  a  rumor  that  cannot  t-e 
verified  in  Paris,  olthougli  probably 
true.  Whether  true  or  not,  the  French 
officials  will  not  aay,  and  they  discour- 
age any  detailed  Inquiries  Into  the  his- 
tory of  the  Sennussl  or  Its  plans. 

They  say  that  It  did  not  mix  up  In 
the  Morocoo  imbroglio  solely  because 
the  head  of  the  order  Is  not  ready  for 
the  Jehad  as  yet.  Besides,  it  Is  under- 
stood, he  thinks  the  provocation  In 
Morocco — the  building  of  a  short  rail- 
road line — was  not  sufficiently  import- 
ant to  merit  Sennussian  attention.

TRAFFICKED 
IN  TAX  TITLES 

And  Made  $250,000,  But 

Lives  on  15  Cents 

Daily. 

Omaha,  Neb.,  Nov.  L— Wth  a  fortune 
of  upwards  of  J250.000.  "Tax  Title"  Sea- 
man of  Omaha  lives  upon  15  cents  a 
day  and  declares  that  the  expenditure 
of  this  modest  sum  gives  him  every- 
thing needful  to  his  comfort,  and  that 
he,  having  no  family,  is  not  Justified 
In  expending  more.  Seaman  recently 
gave  the  Young  Men'^  ■Christian  asso- 
ciation $100  to  help  it  to  pay  off  an  in- 
debtedness on  its  new  building.  This 
Is  the  first  gift  of  the  sort  he  has  been 
known  to  make. 

Seaman  is  60-odd  years  old  and  a 
bachelor.  The  story  of  how  he  amass- 
ed his  fortune  is  very  unique.  He  has 
got  together  his  $250,000  trafficlng  In 
tax  titles.  His  Christian  name  is  An- 
drew but  he  is  known  to  everybody 
in  Omaha  as  "Tax  Title"  Seaman  on  ac- 
count  of    his   peculiar    business. 

This  peculiar  man  lives  alone  in  a 
little,  old  weather-beaten,  dilapidated 
house  near  the  village  of  Benson,  a 
few  miles  west  of  Omaha,  and  he  does 
his  own  mending,  washing,  Ironing, 
sweeping  and  cobbling.  It  is  five 
or  six  miles  from  his  home  to  the 
business  district  of  Omaha,  where  he 
transacts  his  unique  business.  Yet  he 
does  not  make  a  practice  of  riding  on 
the  street  cars.  He  commonly  walks 
from  his  home  to  the  city  in  the  morn- 
ing and  from  the  city  back  to  his  home 
in  the  evening,  and  not  infrequently 
he  takes  much  longer  walks.  Every 
once  In  awhile  he  goes  to  Kansas  City 
and  Denver  to  buy  tax  titles,  and  It 
is  rare  that  he  does  not  make  these 
journeys  on  foot.  When  he  does  so  ho 
puts  up  at  night  at  farm  houses  along 
the  way,  generally  contriving  to  get 
food  and"  lodging   without  pay. 

He  maintains  stoutly  that  one  can 
live  comfortably  and  decently  on  15 
rents  a  day.  "I.  myself,  have  demon- 
strated clearly  and  conclusively  that 
this  can  be  done,"  he  said.  "No  man 
has  any  business  to  spend  more  than 
$5  a  year  on  dress.  I  myself,  do  not 
spend  that  much,  but  perhaps  I  have 
a  better  faculty  for  practicing  little 
economies  than*  most  men  have." 

"It  costs  ver>'  little  indeed  for  a  man 
to  dress  well,  and  It  costs  very  little 
for  a  man  to  live  well.  If  he  knows 
how   and   what    to   eat. 

"I  do  a  great  deal  of  my  own  cook- 
ing But  occasionally  I  get  tired  of 
home  cooking,  as  they  call  It,  and  go 
to  the  restaurants.  I  do  not  always 
eat  the  same  thing  or  pay  the  same 
amount  for  my  meals.  But  I  manage  to 
keep  my  living  expenses  down  to  15 
cents  a  day  on  an  average.  I  paid 
only  5  cents  for  my  brtakfast  this 
morning.  I  know  a  little  place  here  in 
town  where  you  can  get  a  good  break- 
fast for  5  cents.  One  morning  I  was 
hungrier  than  usual  and  ordered 
cakes,  and  they  cost  me  3  cents  extra. 

When  I  get  my  meals  at  home  it  costa 
me  considerably  less  than  16  cents  a 
day  to  live. 

"I  don't  eat  much  meat.  I  find  that 
nuts  are  a  good  substitute  for  meat, 
and  I  eat  them  a  good  deal.  Bread  la 
my  chief  article  of  diet.  Give  me  plenty 
of  bread  and  I  can  get  on  without 
much  else.  I  never  drink  tea  or  cof- 
fee. Not  a  drop  of  liquor  has  passed 
my  lips  in  many  years.  I  never  eat 
soup  except  when  I  go  to  Denver.  There 
I  know  a  place  where  you  can  get  a 
whole  dinner  for  10  cents  with  soup 
thrown  in.  I  eat  the  soup  because  it  Is 
brought  on,  and  if  I  did  not  eat  It  I 
should  beat  myself  out  of  something  I 
am  entitled  to  and  thus  be  praotlcallr

gedy. As  it  stands,  it  has  all  the  sensu- 
Ou.<»  delicacy  of  a  romantic  drama  whoso 
event.«  are  bathed  in  a  suffoslon  of  poetic 
•legance  and  in  which  the  tragic  rings 
with  mournful  fidelity  to  inspire  sym- 
pathy. 

Tlie  play  is  in  three  acts,  con-etnn  ted 
with  strict  regard  for  the  unities,  ih-^  ac- 
tion covering  a  period  of  twelv  hours, 
from  afternoon  to  dawn  of  the  following 
day,  while  the  sceno  undergoes  no  change 
from  the  alluring  view  of  the  Aegean  s-eu 
beyond  the  projecting  shoulder  of  the 
Bleep  rock  on  which  stands  at  one  side 
the  colonnade  in  fnut  of  u  temple  .and 
the  altars  to  Aphrodite  and  Poseidon.

WlUie  minor  leagues  are  howling 
over  the  promiscuous  drafting  of  men 
by  the  major  league  clubs,  it  must  be 
remembered  that  the  drafting  process 
entails  a  lot  of  expense  to  the  big 
leaguers  and  is  the  life  of  many  a 
minor  league  club,  which  makes  up 
season's  deficits  with  the  money  re- 
ceived  from  drafted  players. 

A  quarter  of  a  million  dollars  -in  one 
month  for  new  baseball  players  will 
give  you  an  ideaa  of  the  Immense 
amount  of  money  involved  in  the  na- 
tional game,  as  well  as  Its  Importance 
as  a  factor  In  amusing  America.  The 
two  major  leagues  within  six  weeks 
paid  out  for  new  matrial  something 
like   $250,000  in   actual    cash. 

The    sixteen    clubs    of    the    America  • 


the  major  league  teams  are  required  to 
pay  them  $1,500  for  every  player  draft- 
ed. Half  of  this  Is  to  be  paid  to  the 
national  commission  the  moment  the 
draft  is  made.  The  other  half  is  to  be 
paid  In  the  spring.  If  the  deal  is  satis- 
factory. If  the  player  falls  to  make 
good,  then  the  first  $750  belongs  to  the 
minor  league  club,  anyway,  and  the 
player  comes  back.

During  the  season,  they're  subject 
to  all  kinds  of  rules.  Their  contracts 
are  unbreakable,  even  after  the  period 
for  which  they  are  signed,  for  they  are 
subject  to  reserve.  Players  cannot 
break  their  contracts  at  all,  but  they 
may  be  unceremoniously  fired  by  the 
club  owners.  They  are  subject  to 
fines  and  suspension  without  pay.  They 
can  be  drafted,  if  they  are  in  a  minor 
league,  or  sent  back  if  they're  in  a 
major  league.  The  manager  has  full 
control  of  their  habits  and  actions  dur- 
ing the  playing  season.  They  must  work 
in  warm  or  cold  weather,  Sunday  and 
every  other  day  and  they  cannot  mur- 
mur. They  know  If  they  do.  they  can 
not  play  professional  baseball,  and  they 
usually  can  make  more  in  the  pursuit

BASEBALL  IS  A  WONDER 

The  Game  is  Peculiarly  American  and  Every   City 

Has  Its  Team  Or  is  Not  Regarded  as 

Quite  Civilized. 
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Quite  a  number  of  persons,  were  they 
asked  what  is  the  eighth  wonder  of  the 
world,  would  aiiswer— baseball,  says  the 
Houston   Post. 

And  the  vogue  of  the  great  American 
game  Is  truly  wonderful.  The  national 
sport  of  England  is  cricket;  of  Germany, 
target  shooting;  of  Spain,  bull  fighting, 
but  compared  with  the  universality  with 
which  baseball  is  played,  discussed,  un- 
derstood, witnessed,  raved  over  and 
fought  over  by  the  80,000,000  that  form 
the  great  commonwealth  of  the  Ameri- 
can people,  these  other  national  games 
sink    into   insignificance. 

At  the  local  ball  yard  one  day  last 
season  a  man  remarked  that  he  knew 
comparatively  nothing  about  the  game 
nor  cared  very  little  about  witnessing 
an  exhibition  of  the  sport.  The  state- 
ment seemed  almost  preposterous  and 
impos.'-ible.  The  auditor  seemed  inclined 
to  doubt  the  fellow's  word. 

But.  upon  inquiry,  the  mystery  was 
solved;  the  man  was  not  an  American, 
he  had  not  been  raised  and  nurtured  on 
this  peer  of  al  sports,'  he  hailed  from 
poor,  benighted  England,  where  only  In 
the  past  few  years  have  the  inhabitants 
been  able  to  taste  the  joys  of  baseball, 
root  till  the  blood  is  curdled,  feel  the 
.«T3iine  creep  when  a  particular  hair-rais- 
ing play  Is  pulled  off  and  adore  the  .star 
fielder  or  champion  slugger  to  a  small 
degree,  as  learned  from  their  children  of 
the  United  States. 

There  Is  scarcely  a  person— man.  wom- 
an or  child— in  the  United  States  under 
40  years  and  over  10  years  of  age  that 
does  not  know  the  general  rules  of  the 
game.    They  know  the  stars  of  the  game. 


STEAL  UND  FROM  CIH. 

Chicago  Corporations  Occupy  Property 
Contrary  to  the  City's  Law. 

Chicago,  No.  1.— Proof  of  additional 
encroachments  on  city  property  by 
corporations  and  a  statement  by  Super- 
intendent of  Streets  Doherty  that 
$1,000,000  worth  of  city  land  on  Kinzie 
street  alone  had  been  stolen  from  the 
municipality  marked  the  second  session 
of  the  public  lands  committee  today. 

Mr.  Doherty  supplements  his  state- 
ment by  saying  that  Inactive  city  offl- 
clafs  in  the  past  had  refused  to  act 
upon  complaints  made  to  them,  and 
that  easily  obtained  injunctions  had 
served  to  tie  the  hands  of  officials, 
who  endeavored  to  cast  corporations 
and  persons  from  city  land. 

A  special  sub-committee,  headed  by 
Chairman  McCold,  will  Investigate  con- 
ditions on  Kinzie  street  this  week, 
and  it  is  expected  that  as  many  viola- 
tions will  be  found  there  as  were  found 
on  West  Water  street. 

The  city  should  be  receiving  large 
sums  as  compensation  for  the  encroach- 
ments discovered,  was  the  declaration 
of  Alderman  McCold.  Commission-iT 
Hanberg  and  Corporation  Counsel 
Brundage  were  authorized  by  the  com- 
mission to  take  immediate  steps  to  re- 
claim the  land  or  to  get  a  compensa- 
tion.

It  is  a  game  for  everybody— the  rich, 
the  poor,  the  well-to-do;  for  the  smart, 
the  dull,  the  indifferent;  for  the  good, 
the  bad,  the  ordinary.  And  it  is  often  a 
clean,  healthy  sport.  It  requires  the 
maximum  coolness,  nerve,  .skill  and  re- 
sourcefulness. It  takes  quick  thinking 
and  quick  acting.  These  are  some  of 
the  reasons  that  baseball  Is  far  the 
greatest  national  game,  for  Its  universal- 
ity In  America  and  for  Its  invasion  of 
some  of  the  other  countries  of  the 
globe.

LAKE  SUPERIOR  IRON  MINES 

Ore  Shipments  for  Present  Season  Will  Exceed  kO,000,000  Tons 

—Hull-Rust  Mine  Making  Great  Record— Best  Year  in 

History  of  Swanzey  Group  of  Marquette  Mines. 


There  Is  no  di>ubt  the  Lake  Superior 
ore  shipments  for  the  season  will 
exceed  40.000,000  tons.  The  only  ques- 
tion concerns  the  proportions  of  the 
tonnage  over  and  above  that  mark.  Al- 
ready there  have  been  forwarded  In 
excess  of  !W,700,000  gross  tons,  of  which 
some  S.aW.OOO  tona  were  sent  to  the 
lower  lakes  during  the  month  just 
closed,  and  there  remain  six  weeks  or 
more  during  which  Interlake  naviga- 
tion will  be  possible.  A  slackening 
tendency  will  be  noticeable  from  this 
time  forward,  as  is  customary  toward 
the  fag  end  of  the  sea.son.  when  ves. 
sels  are  withdrawn  from  the  trade  as 
winter  approaches,  and  when  cold 
weather  materially  hampers  opera- 
tions on  the  ranges,  but  there  are  some 
shippers  with  considerable  portions  of 
their  contracts  to  fill  and  for  this  rea- 
son ore  will  be  kept  moving  almost 
until   Ice   forms   In    the   rivers. 

As  Indicated  now  the  aggregate  fig- 
ures for  the  vear  will  show  between 
42.(JO0.00O  and  43.')iiO,O00  gross  tons  of 
ore  sent  forward  via  the  lakes.  A 
ni'ivenient  of  43.Ooe.000  tons  would  he  a 
g.iln  of  some  3  &t0,0<»  tons  over  the  rec- 
ord-breaking outgo  last  season,  and 
7'a')0,000  tons  In  excess  of  the  34,350,(X)0 
tons  shipped  In  1>J6,  prior  to  which  year 
there  never  was  a  time  when,  with  toe 
exception  of  ISW,  tho  Lake  Superior 
region  sent  out  as  much  as  25,000,000 
tons  of  ore.  Of  the  86,700.000  tons 
moved  to  date  this  season,  soniething 
like  24  400.000  tons  have  come  from  the 
Mesaba  range  alone,  or  double  the 
.amount  of  ore  shipped  from  the  four 
other  ranges  combined.  The  Mesaba 
has  produced  more  ore  so  far  this  year 
than   did   all    five   ranges   In    the   entlr* 


season  of  1904,  when  21,SOO.O0O  tons  meas- 
ured  the   total   movement. 

It  Is  still  too  early  to  discuss  the  pros- 
pects for  next  season,  but  in  view  of 
Indications  of  ft  business  reaction  of 
varied  degree  In  varied  lines  of  In- 
dustrial enterprise  It  would  occ^isioo 
no  particular  surprise  were  the  de- 
mand for  ore  to  show  materially  less 
vigor.  As  far  as  the  mines  are  con- 
cerned, they  win  be  prepared  to  pro- 
duce much  more  heavily— this  Is  as- 
sured from  the  great  volume  of  devel- 
opment work  now  In  progress  or  con- 
templated—but as  It  Is  the  understand- 
ing that  no  ore  will  be  forwarded  un- 
less contracted  for  In  advance,  a  fall- 
ing off  in  shipments  to  the  extent  of 
several  million  tons  Is  not  Improbable. 
Stripping  operations  are  In  progress  on 
a  truly  mammoth  scale  on  the  Mesaba 
range,  have  been  all  season.  In  fact,  ind 
unless  present  plans  are  countermanded 
the  work  will  be  continued  with  un- 
precedented vigor  throughout  the  win- 
ter. On  tho  old  ranges  the  stockpiles 
have  been  well  cleaned  up.  and  this 
means  that  operations  will  be  actively 
prosecutM  v.lth  no  cessation  after  the 
season    of   navigation    closes. 

It  is  roughlv  estimated  that  between 
SaOOft.cWO  and  40.000,080  tons  of  ore  will  be 
needed  n^jxt  year.  Whatever  the 
amount,  the  Lake  Superior  region  Is 
practically  certain  of  another  twelve- 
month of  great  prosperity.  Explora- 
tory, development  and  mining  work 
was  never  more  vigorous;  wages  were 
never  so  high,  or  labor  In  such  de- 
mand, and  It  Is  fully  expected  these 
conditions  will  continue  for  a  long 
while  yet.  The  mines  must  be  kept  In 
a  state  of  preparedness  to  meet  all  de- 
mands upon  them;  the  ore  must  be  well 
opened  ahead  In  order  that  It  may  b* 
the   more   economically   won,   and   thufl 
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little  llkell'nood  Is  seen  of  any  particu- 
lar curtailment.  Many  of  the  producing 
properties  have  been  taxed  to  the  ut- 
most to  meet  the  demands  upon  them 
the  past  two  seasons,  and  the  strain  Is 
telling.  "This  Is  why,  almost  Irrespec- 
tive of  the  state  of  the  Iron  market, 
the  coming  year  promises  well  for  the 
mining  region. 

The  Hull-Rust  mine,  one  of  the  Steel 
corporation's  big  properities  In  the  Rib- 
bing district.  Is  making  a  great  record 
this  year  and  will  close  the  sea.son  with 
something  like  2.000,000  tons  to  Its  credit. 
It  has  been  working  four  steam  shovels 
In  one.  Next  year  the  Hull-Rust  will  be 
prepared  for  still  bigger  things,  and  in 
case  the  product  is  needed  no  particlar 
difficulty  will  be -experienced  in  excelling 
the  remarkable  achievement  scored  by 
the  Mountain  Iron  mine  last  season.  This 
was  the  shipment  of  2,5.'W,000  tons— the 
world's  record  for  a  single  producer — on 
top  of  a  movement  of  2.495,000  tons  the 
prec<"dlng  year.  Three  shovels  have  been 
engaged  In  stripping  at  the  Hull-Rust 
all  year,  and  this  work  will  continue 
throughout  the  winter.  It  will  be  pos- 
sible to  keep  from  six  to  eight  shovels  In 
ore  next  season.  The  same  wMl  be  true 
of  the  Steel  corporation's  big  Morris 
mine.  Four  or  five  shovels  have  been 
active  In  the  removal  of  surface  material 
here  all  year,  and  there  will  be  little  re- 
laxation in  the  stripping  operations  after 
cold  weather  sets  In.  Similar  work  will 
continue  at  the  Burt  pit  all  winter,  and 
next  spring  will  find  a  huge  excavation 
more  than  double  the  size  of  the  area 
stripped  a  year  ago  at  that  time. 

The  Hartley,  also  a  Steel  corporation 
property,  and  which  sent  out  its  first 
ore  two  months  ago,  will  be  one  of  the 
heaviest    shippers    on    the     range     next

Salt  Lake,  Utah,  Nov.  2.— Lessened  , 
metal  production  from  the  mines  of  Utah 
l3  a  certainty  for  at  least  a  month  or 
two  As  to  the  duration  of  the  letup 
there  Is  much  doubt.  The  Newhouse 
Mines  &  Smelter  company  has  decided  to 
curtail  production  from  Its  Cactus  mine 
in  Beaver  county  one-half,  and  300  of  the 
430  men  employed  in  mine  and  mill  will 
be  discharged.  This  means  that  the 
Cactus  will  send  to  market  or  store  | 
500  000  pounds  of  copper  monthly  Ip.  the 
Dlace  of  1,000,0«0..  Development  will  be 
continued  on  the  700  and  800  levels,  and 
virtually  ah  of  the  ore  produced  will  be 
taken  out  In  development  work. 

No  Park  City  mine  has  been  affected, 
though  the  Daly-West  Is  closed  owing  to 
a  strike  of  miners  for  the  recognition  of 
their  union.  The  Daly  and  the  Ontario 
mines,  controlled  by  the  Bambergers,  are 
idle  but  they  were  closed  except  for 
work  on  the  caved  drain  tunnel  of  the 
Ontario  before  the  Daly-West  strike.  A 
report  that  the  Daly  Judge  was  to  close 
Is  vigorously  denied  by  the  management, 
who  say  that  the  report  grew  out  of  tl.e 
smelting  company's  request  to  ease  up 
for  a  few  days  until  the  latter'a  yards 
could  be  cleared.  The  Dalton  and  Lark 
mine  has  been  closed  down  for  the  pres- 
ent   as  far  as  production  is  concerned. 

John  Dern.  president  of  the  May  Day. 
Lower  Mammoth  and  Uncle  Sam  com- 
panies and  an  officer  of  the  Tlntic  MIno 
Owners'  association,  does  not  believe  that 
any  lead  producer  wlU  be  required  to 
curtail  his  product.

One  of  the  bigrgest  pieces  of  contract 
work  that  has  been  undertaken  In  Du- 
luth  for  a  long  time  is  that  now  In 
progress  for  the  Wisconsin  Central 
Railway  company  in  the  vicinity  of 
Twelfth  and  Thirteenth  avenue  west, 
below  Michigan  street. 

In  the  locality  mentioned  the  con- 
tractors have  for  several  weeks  had  a 
large  gang  of  men  at  work  excavating 
the    earth    and    blasting    out    the    rock 

on  the  right-of-way  by  which  the  rail- 
road conip'-iny  will  come  into  the  cen- 
tral part  of  the  city.  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Thirteenth  avenue  west  an  al- 
jnost  solid  rock  wall  has  been  en- 
countered, and  where  there  are  gaps 
In  this  wall  considerable  looao  rock  ma. 
terlal  nnd  rubbish  has  been  dumped  in 
years   past. 

To  the  contractors  falls  the  Job  of 
cutting  out  the  hill  and  leveling  tho

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One  of  the  pictures  is  a  general  sur- 
vey of  the  excavating  work  already  ac- 
coniplislied  alOng  the  edge  of  the  hill. 
Another  picture,  taken  at  close  range 
at  the  end  of  the  dinky  line,  grlves  a 
better  idea  of  the  class  of  work  en- 
counttred,  and  what  is  ahead  of  the 
contractors.  A  third  picture  shows  a 
gang  of  men  at  work  on  iha  excavation 
at  Twelftii  avenue  we«t,  with  their  tools 
and  rock   car.

complete  laboratory  is  kept  busy.  The 
most  troublesome  ores,  however,  are 
found  In  some  of  the  smaller  side  pock- 
ets, the  main  bodies  running  very 
regularly.  The  ores  are  such  as  are  in 
demand,  working  well  in  furnace  and 
wanted  as  admixtures  with  the  dry  and 
line-grained  ones  of  other  districts. 

One  peeullarlty  of  the  formation 
which  causes  some  anxiety  Is  the  exist- 
ence of  about  200  feet  of  sand  on  t.ie 
footwall  side  of  the  ore  measure.  To 
penetrate  this  material  would  be  al- 
most Impossible,  or  at  least,  imprac- 
tical. On  the  hanging  side  there  is 
from  sixty  to  eighty  feet  of  quick- 
sand, and  it  is  from  this  side  that 
where  unavoidable  the  ore  is  being  at- 
tacked. One  shaft  of  elghty-ttve  feet 
was  successfully  sunk  on  the  drop- 
shaft  plan,  and  now  another  shaft  has 
been  started  which  Is  to  bo  of  concrete, 
rectangular  In  shape,  wiih  footings 
three  leet  thick  and  gradually  draw- 
ing to  a  foot  less  than  that.  This  shaft 
is  going  down  under  contract  at  the 
new  Smith  mine  close  to  the  Escanaba 
river.  An  Eastern  foundation  concern 
Is  doing  the  work.  There  is  a  circular 
hollow  steel  tube  four  feet  in  diame- 
ter, containing  two  ladder  ways  for  the 
men  ana  in  which  they  can  work,  air 
being  supplied  after  tho  manner  of  its 
provision  in  submarine  work  at  the 
seaboard. 

It  wa.s  originally  intended  ti  drop  the 
.shaft,  the  concrete  going  down  of  its 
own  weight,  and  to  uso  a  clam  shell 
bucket  to  lift  the  sand,  but  the  clam 
shell  Is  not  to  be  employed,  the  con- 
tractor-<  having  decided  against  it.  Air 
will  be  employed  In  blowing  out  the 
water  wh<^n  the  latter  Is  met,  and  in 
clearing  the  way  of  boulders  are  en- 
countered. The  sheil  will  permit  the 
men  to  go  down  to  clear  away  obstruc- 
tions. It  Is  thought  the  plan  will  work 
nicely  to  the  depth  of  which  the  shaft 
will  reach  the  ledge,  this  about  sixty- 
flve  feet.  The  device  would  not  put  a 
shaft  through  the  heavy  foot  sands,  and 
It  Is  thought  that  a  depth  of  ninety 
feet  is  about  all  it  would  pierce.  Tho 
work  will  bo  interesting  and  will  oe 
watchdd  by  many  mining  men  who  have 
ground  of  similar  kind.  The  water  lev- 
el at  the  shaft  in  only  a  few  feet  under 
surface  so  that  tho  sand  will  be  "quick" 
from  the  very  start.

WINNING  PROMOTION. 

A  correspondent  asserts  that  Ve  has  discovered 
from  his  experience  that  there  is  nothing  in  the 
conventional  advice  to  the  ambitious  that  the  way 
to  get  ahead  is  to  work  hard  and  to  deserve  suc- 
cess. 

Says  he:  "When  I  was  a  boy  in  school  I  was 
taught  that  the  road  to  sucess  lay  in  honest  striv- 
ing and  close  attcnTion  to  business.  I  have  found 
that  it  is  not  so.  My  observation  in  nearly  twenty 
years  has  been  that  the  fellow  that  works  overtime 
and  waits  for  somebody  else  to  recognize  his  abil- 
ity gets  left  at  the  post.  The  chap  who  can  tell  a 
good  story,  and  who  quits  work  long  enough  to 
unload  it  on  the  boss,  attracts  attention.  The 
lazy  one  who  never  does  work  well,  but  is  always 
at  attention  when  the  boss  is  in  sight,  and  who 
cultivates  the  acquaintance  of  the  'old  man,'  gets 
the  promotions.  If  you  want  to  get  on,  devote 
your  serious  effort  td  getting  the  car  of  the  man 
'higher  up"  and  make  him  believe  you  are  a  won- 
der. Never  mind  the  work;  he  isn't  watching  for 
modest  worth  and  wouldn't  know  it  if  he  saw  it." 

If  this  is  true,  all  the  inoral  proverbs  of  the 
copybooks  arc  hypocritical  frauds,  and  the  maxims 
that  have  been  drilled  into  us  from  the  days  of  our 
youth  are  wrong.  According  to  this  man's  view 
of  things,  hard  work,  honest  ambition  to  succeed, 
patient  attention  to  details,  studious  endeavor  to 
keep  ahead  of  one's  position  and  to  improve  the 
methods  of  doing  the  work  at  hand,  are  wasted. 
The  proper  thing  to  do  is  to  toady  to  the  boss,  tell 
him  funny  stories,  make  him  think  he  is  a  great 
man  and  you  are  only  a  little  less  great;  do  these 
things,  and  you  win  promotion.  Do  what  the 
proverbs  say,  and  you  stick  at  your  old  job  while 
others  pass  by  you. 

But  you  don't  believe  it,  do  you?  It  can't  be 
true.  If  impudence  and  complacent  self-assertion, 
unbacked  by  real  merit,  will  win  success  in  life, 
and  honest  energy  and  ambition  achieve  only  fail- 
ure, the  employing  classes  arc  composed  of  a  lot 
of  cheap  and  egotistic  chumps  whose  favors  may 
be  purchased  by  a  little  cheap  flattery. 

The  way  to  test  it  is  to  consider  how  you  would 
feel  about  it  if  you  were  an  employer.  Would  you 
value  your  employes  by  the  way  they  toadied  to 
you  and  told  you  funny  stories,  or  by  the  way 
they  did  their  work? 

If  you  were  a  successful  business  man.  you 
would  be  studying  all  branches  and  all  details  of 
your  business.  You  would  know  what  each  depart- 
ment ought  to  do,  and  whether  it  was  doing  its 
■hare  or  not.  If  it  wasn't,  you  would  look  for  lag- 
gards and  loafers,  and  when  you  found  them  you 
would  cull  them  out,  even  if  they  told  you  funny 
•tories  or  heaped  cheap  and  impudent  flattery 
upon  you. 

The  employer  that  can't  tell  an  incompetent 
toady  from  a  real  worker  will  never  succeed,  and 
he  does  not  deserve  to  succeed.  Flattery  does  not 
fool  men  of  judgment;  they  know  that  the  flatterer 
smiles  in  his  sleeves  at  those  who  take  his  exagger- 
ated praise  at  its  face  value.  Funny  stories  arc  all 
right,  but  the  busy  business  man  has  little  time  to 
stop  and  exchange  them  with  his  employes  during 
business  hours. 

If  this  correspondent's  experience  is  truly  re- 
lated, the  only  inference  to  be  drawn  from  it  is 
that  he  has  been  unfortunate  in  choosing  his 
employers. 


READJUSTMENT. 

In  order  to  get  the  full  benefit  of  the  industrial 
readjustment  that  is  now  in  progress,  beginning 
several  months  ago,  a  certain  amount  of  curtail- 
ment in  activity  is  necessary.  Some  curtailments 
have  already  been  announcod.  Railroads,  fniding 
it  difficult  to  borrow  money  needed  for  extensions, 
have  subtuitted  to  the  inevitable  and  hav<;  post- 
poned their  extra  work  until  a  more  favorable 
time.  Building  operations  are  being  held  up  to 
•wait  for  lower  prices,  and  will  be  more  or  less  re- 
stricted until  those  lower  prices  come.  The  same 
thing  will  be  true  in  many  other  lines. 

This  is  a  pause  for  breath.  Business  could  not 
keep  up  its  pace.  There  was  not  money  enough 
or  men  enough  or  materials  enough.  Naturally, 
in  response  to  an  extraordinary  demand  for  every- 
thing, assisted  in  some  measure  by  imi)roper  con- 
trol, prices  grew  extravagantly  high.  There  had 
to  be  a  pause  to  adjust  the  balance  between  activ- 
ity and  capacity,  and  incidentally  to  put  prices 
back  where  thcy  will  stimulate  further  demand  and 
therefore   renewed   activity. 

These  curtailments  are  to  be  expected  for  some 
little  time  to  come,  and  thcy  need  alarm  nobody. 
The  process  of  readjustment  would  not  be  complete 
without  them.  In  most  cases  they  will  be  only 
partial,  to  such  degree  as  sound  business  judgment 
dictates. 

Shortly  matters  will  readjust  themselves;  lower 
prices  will  stimulate  a  new  demand,  the  lessened 
demand  for  money  for  luxuries  and  expansions  will 
permit  actual  needs  to  be  supplied,  and  then  activ- 
ity will  be  resumed  all  along  the  line. 

In  the  meantime,  the  average  individual  will 
do  well  to  heed  the  example  that  business  men  of 
keen  vision  and  experience  are  setting.  This  is  no 
time  for  luxuries  and  extravagances.  The  individ- 
ual should  trim  His  sails  to  suit  the  changed  wind, 
and  without  depriving  himself  of  necessaries, 
should  cut  out  his  extravagances,  at  least  until 
matters  are  readjusted  for  another  start.  This  will 
aot  only  make  the  individual's  position  safer  and 


\ 


stronger,  but  it  will  help  to  bring  about  a  needed 
and  wholesome  reduction  in  the  speed  at  which 
the  nation  was  traveling. 

Indeed,  if  the  country  could  cut  its  luxuries  and 
extravagances  out  altogether,  even  in  the  most 
prosperous  times,  reactions  would  be  slower  and 
fewer  and  shorter. 


BACK  TO  THE  SOIL. 

Is  the  movement  of  the  people  from  the  country 
to  the  cities,  which  has  been  such  a  persistent  and 
noticeable  feature  of  life  in  this  country  in  recent 
years,  about  to  cease?  Is  the  tide  already  turn- 
ing the  other  way? 

Secretary  of  Agriculture  Wilson  says  it  is,  and 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  he  is  right.  He  said  recently 
that  he  detected  a  decrease  in  the  tide  toward  the 
city,  and  that  if  it  continued  for  several  consecu- 
tive years  he  would  consider  that  the  turning 
point  had  been  reached  and  that,  with  the  coming 
of  that  day,  the  nation  would  find  itself  confronted 
with  fewer  of  the  problems  growing  out  of  hud- 
dled population  and  abandoned  farms. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  tend- 
ency to  desert  the  farms  and  congest  the  cities  is 
bad.  It  is  bad  for  the  city,  bad  for  the  coimtry, 
and  bad  for  the  nation.  It  harms  the  city  because 
it  produces  a  surplus  of  labor  there,  because  it  con- 
gests the  poorer  districts  and  because  it  inevitably 
increases  poverty  since  there  is  a  limit  to  the 
number  of  people  which  a  city  can  support.  It 
injures  the  country  because  it  leaves  too  few  people 
to  properly  till  the  fields  and  garner  the  crops.  It 
hurts  the  nation  because  it  reduces  the  nuiubcr  of 
actual  producers  of  wealth  and  increases  the  num- 
ber whom  the  producers  must  support. 

The  recent  fmancial  crisis  in  this  country 
showed  what  the  farms  mean  to  the  nation.  When 
matters  in  the  cities  were  at  their  worst,  it  was 
to  the  farms  that  the  finger  of  hope  pointed.  It 
was  the  wheat  fields,  the  corn  fields  and  the  cot- 
ton fields  whose  vast  production,  for  which  there 
was  a  market  at  high  prices,  gave  promise  of  bet- 
ter things.  There  is  a  surplus  to  be  sold  abroad, 
and  that  will  bring  money  that  is  needed  in  the 
channels  of  trade.  Without  that  surplus  the  situa- 
tion might  have  been  dark  indeed. 

The  surest  way  to  lay  the  foundations  of  pros- 
perity deep  and  firm  is  to  put  producers  on  every 
available  acre  of  land  in  the  country,  and  then  to 
teach  them  how  to  get  the  most  out  of  their  land. 
There  are  millions  of  unoccupied  acres,  and  there 
are  millions  of  dollars  of  profit  in  the  soil  that 
present  methods  do  not  extract.  There  is  work  to 
do  not  only  in  filling  the  idle  acres,  but  in  teach- 
ing those  who  till  them  how  to  make  them  yield 
to  their  utmost  capacity.  In  this  way  real  wealth 
will  be  produced,  and  the  foundation  for  industrial 
and  manufacturing  enterprises  will  be  made  so 
broad  and  deep  that  the  winds  of  panic  and  fear 
cannot  disturb  them. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  Secretary  Wilson  is 
right.  There  are  thousands  in  the  congested  cities 
who  look  away  from  their  misery  and  poverty  and 
long  for  the  free,  open  fields.  They  would  gladly 
change  places  with  the  poorest  farmers.  There  is 
room  for  a  great  and  useful  philanthropy  which 
will  assist  such  people  to  locate  themselves  upon 
the  land  where  thcy  can  produce  and  be  well-fed, 
comfortable  and  happy. 


THE  SURPLUS  AND  THE  "PANIC." 

A  little  while  ago  those  who  believe  that  the 
tariff  tax  is  too  high,  and  that  it  not  only  piles  up 
unnecessary  millions  in  the  treasury  but  keeps 
out  a  foreign  competition  that  would  make  prices 
right  in  this  country,  were  complaining  about  the 
surplus  which  the  tariff  has  produced  in  the 
treasury. 

Then  when  the  perfidy  of  a  few  bankers  in 
New  York  who  had  used  the  public's  money  for 
precarious  speculations  precipitated  a  brief  but 
alarming  panic,  and  these  millions  were  trotted 
out  to  be  used  in  aiding  the  New  York  banks  to 
meet  the  situation,  and  it  appeared  that  they  had 
been  a  large  factor  in  saving  the  day,  some  people 
said  that  after  all  a  surplus  is  not  such  a  bad  thing. 

They  forget,  however,  that  if  these  millions  had 
not  been  in  the  treasury,  they  would  have  been 
in  circulation  in  the  country.  The  supply  of  money 
for  business  would  have  been  that  much  larger, 
and  the  financial  situation  would  have  been  that 
much  less  acute.  Indeed,  had  the  money  been  in 
circulation  instead  of  being  piled  up  in  the  treas- 
ury, there  might  not  have  been  any  panic  at  all. 

So  the  use  of  the  surplus  for  the  relief  of  a 
fit'.ancial  stringency  does  not  justify  its  existence. 
The  government  has  no  right  to  withdraw  from 
circulation,  in  a  busy  country  where  money  is 
needed  so  much,  a  vast  store  of  wealth.  It  is 
wrong  because  every  dollar  of  it  is  wrung  from 
the  people,  because  the  excessive  tariff  protects 
the  trusts  and  enables  them  to  charge  what  they 
please  unmolested  by  foreign  competition,  and 
because  the  existence  of  a  surplus  promotes  con- 
gressional extravagance. 

So  long  as  the  money  was  in  the  treasury  when 
it  should  have  been  in  circulation,  it  was  proper 
for  the  government  to  bring  it  out  for  the  relief 
of  the  tlnancial  situation.  But  the  financial  situa- 
tion would  have  been  stronger  if  the  money  hdtl 
been  in  the  banks  of  the  country,  deposited  there 
by  the  people  to  whom  it  rightfully  belongs.  Then 
it  would  have  been  available  for  free  use  in  busi- 
ness. As  it  was,  in  order  to  get  it  the  banks  had 
to  borrow  it  and  to  deposit  securities  which  could 
have  been  used  for  the  further  expansion  of  credit 
had  the  money  been  already  in  the  banks  instead 
of  being  in  the  treasury. 

All  of  which  leads  to  the  conclusion  that  tariff 
revision  is  necessary,  and  this  is  true  of  pretty 
nearly  every  economic  road  of  thought  that  is 
available.  We  complain  of  the  exactions  of  the 
trusts,  and  we  discover  that  if  we  could  have  the 
tariff  reduced  enough  to  admit  foreign  competition 
the  trusts  would  not  be  able  to  charge  us  so  much 
for  their  services.  We  complain  of  the  unfair 
distribution  of  prosperity  when  we  find  so  much 
of  it  going  to  a  few  and  so  little  of  it  going  to  the 
many,  and  we  discover  that  if  the  trusts  could  be 
brought  to  time  by  a  reduction  of  the  tariff  wealth 
would  be  more  equitably  distributed. 


WHAT  CHILDREN  READ. 

"What  do  your  children  read?"  asked  an  inquisi- 
tive friend  of  the  mother  of  two  boys  and  a  girl 
the  other  day. 

"I  don't  know,"  said  the  mother,  "but  we  have 
all  the  latest  novels  in  the  house,  and  they  seem  to 
read  most  of  them.     I  don't  have  much  time  for 


reading  myself,  and  my  husband  says  that  if  he 
reads  the  papers  and  a  few  nJigakines  that  is  about 
all  he  can  handle."  1     I 

A  mother  ought  to  know  jiftt  as  much  about 
the  kind  of  books  her  children  reads  as  she  insists 
upon  knowing  about  the  kiiad  ^f  associates  they 
choose.  * 

Both  are  highly  important,  since  both  have  their 
influences  upon  the  characters  that  are  being 
formed.  Yet  there  are  parents  who  are  rigid  in 
their  requirements  as  to  the  friends  their  children 
associate  with,  yet  who  do  not  pay  the  slightest  at- 
tention to  what  their  children  read. 

A  bad  book  can  do  just  as  much  harm  to  a 
child  as  an  evil  associate.  Its  possibilities  for 
harm  are  greater,  indeed,  because  in  such  house- 
holds as  those  described  the  influence  of  the  book 
goes  unchallenged  and  unnoticed,  while  the  influ- 
ence of  the  bad  companion  is  so  obvious  that  it 
commands  attention. 

A  household  in  which  "all  the  latest  novels"  are 
introduced  and  the  children  are  allowed  to  read 
such  of  them  as  they  choose  without  a  sensible 
censoring  by  thoughtful  parents  is  a  household  in 
which  much  mischief  is  being  done,  and  in  which 
the  children  are  not  having  the  chance  they  ought 
to  have  to  develop  their  character  and  usefulness^ 
under  the  proper  protection  of  parental  safeguards. 

That  does  not  mean  that  they  should  not  read 
fiction,  or  even  that  they  should  be  denied  all  the 
latest  novels,  but  they  certainly  should  be  denied 
some  .fiction  and  a  great  many  of  the  latest  novels. 
It  will  do  no  harm  if  they  do  not  read  any  of  the 
popular  books  of  the  day.  If  they  are  really  good 
books,  and  worth  living,  they  will  not  disappear, 
but  will  live  to  be  read  when  the  children  arc  old 
enough  to  form  their  own  judgments  of  such 
matters. 

But  parents  should  not  take  chances.  They 
should  not  allow  young  children  to  read  books 
which  the  parents  are  not  quite  sure  are  fit  to  be 
read  by  children.  A  great  many  of  the  current 
novels  are  not  fit  to  be  read  by  children,  if  they 
are  fit  to  be  read  by  anybody.  Many  that  deal 
with  delicate  subjects  arc  proper  reading  for  grown 
people,  but  they  arc  not  fit  food  for  babes.  A 
person  of  matured  intellect  may  understand  them 
and  profit  by  them  where  a  child  would  get  un- 
wholesome and  poisonous  ideas  out  of  them  that 
it  would  be  pretty  hard  to  eradicate. 

A  parent  who  has  charge  of  a  growing  child 
has  a  responsibility  not  alone  to  herself  and  to 
the  child  but  to  society.  That  responsibility  is 
shifted  upon  the  too  slender  shoulders  of  the  young 
when  parents  let  their  children  pick  out  their 
own  reading  matter. 


MEMORY. 

"Oh,  dear,  I  wish  1  had  a  good  memory,"  sighed 
a  young  man  the  other  day.  "I  simply  can't  re- 
member anything.  I  read,  and  what  I  read  goes 
away  from  me  without  leaving  a  trace.  I  hear 
things  that  I  want  to  remember,  and  they  go  in 
one  car  and  out  of  the  other.  I  would  give  any- 
thing if  I  could  have  a  good  memory." 

Then  why  don't  you  get  one?  You  don't  need 
to  give  anything  but  a  little  systematic  work  that 
will  soon  become  a  pleasure.. 

Memory  is  just  as  much  a  matter  of  cultivation 
as  muscle.  You  can  let  your  muscles  grow  flabby 
and  weak  from  disuse,  and  you  can  spoil  your 
memory  in  the  same  way.  You  can  bring  up  your 
muscular  power  by  systematic,  sensible  exercise, 
and  in  the  same  way  you  can  cultivate  a  memory 
that  will  hold  what  you  want  it  to  hold  with  a 
lasting  grip. 

A  Duluth  divine,  who  is  one  of  the  ripest  schol- 
ars in  the  state,  with  a  broad  and  comprehensive 
knowledge  of  several  difficult  sciences  and  a  mind 
stored  with  the  riches  of  a  long  life  of  study  and 
reading,  is  remarkable  for  his  memory.  This  is 
natural,  because  he  wouldn't  be  a  scholar  if  he  did 
not   remember  what   he  had  learned. 

Somebody  asked  him,  the  other  day,  how  he 
happened  to  have  such  a  memory. 

"Bless  you,"  he  said,  "it  didn't  'happen.'  I  cul- 
tivated it.  How?  By  using  it.  The  best  way  in 
the  world  to  cultivate  your  memory  is  to  exercise 
it.  Commit  to  memory  every  day  a  fragment  of 
poetry  from  the  masters.  You  will  forget  a  lot 
of  it  for  a  time,  but  after  awhile  you  will  notice 
your  gain,  and  you  will  be  able  to  read  a  page  and 
have  it  pictured  firmly  and  clearly  upon  your  mind. 
The  practice  gives  you  concentration,  and  by  de- 
veloping your  memory  enables  you  to  grasp  and 
hold  the  things  that  you  want  to  remember." 

Concentration;  that's  the  word.  You  with  your 
feeble  and  slovenly  memory,  you  got  it  from  slov- 
enly habits  of  mind.  You  have  read  bushels  of 
things  and  have  let  them  slip  because  you  did  not 
care  to  remember  them,  and  you  have  never  made 
a  systematic  effort  to  cultivate  a  memory.  A  good 
memory  will  add  graces  to  your  conversation  and 
make  it  worth  listening  to.  Even  if  you  have  no 
ideas  of  your  own,  it  will  enable  you  to  recall  the 
ideas  of  the  great  minds,  and  to  discuss  them. 
But  when  you  arc  able  to  concentrate  your  mind 
upon  something  worth  while,  and  in  your  reading 
you  can  respond  to  the  suggestive  thoughts  o£ 
the  author  by  the  operation  of  j'our  own  mind, 
you  will  find  that  you  have  ideas,  and  that  you 
can  talk  about  them.  In  cultivating  your  mem- 
ory by  the  plan  suggested  by  the  scholar  who  has 
been  quoted  you  will  broaden  and  develop  your 
mind. 

You  read  a  book,  lay  it  down,  and  promptly 
forget  it.  If  you  would  close  your  eyes  and  go 
over  in  your  mind  the  thread  of  that  book,  and 
outline  it  from  beginning  to  end,  you  would  get 
some  good  out  of  it,  and  you  would  fix  it  on  your 
memory.  If  you  don't,  you  forget  it,  lose  it,  and 
debilitate  your  memory  at  the  same  time.

HOTEL  GOSSIP. 

Clyde  Maddox  of  Quthrie,  Oklahonna, 
Is  p.t  the  St.  Louis  hotel.  Oklahoma  Is 
about  to  be  admitted  into  the  sisterhood 
of  states  and  the  admission  means  much 
to  its  inhabitants.  The  first  legislature 
will  have  many  questions  of  importance 
before  It  for  considfratlon.  One  of  the 
projects,  which  will  be  considered,  says 
Mr.  Maddox,  is  the  purchase  by  the  state 
of  the  many  acres  of  lands  lield  by  the 
Indians.  These  lands  possess  vast  re- 
sources In  the  way  of  mineral  wealth. 
No  effort  has  been  made  in  the  past  to 
either  cultivate  the  more  arable  portion 
of  the  lands  held  by  the  Indians,  nor  has 
any  great  effort  been  made  toward  min- 
ing. It  is  proposed  to  purchase  these 
lands  for  the  sum  of  117,000,000.  and  this 
will  be  one  of  the  most  Important  things 
for  the  new  legislature  to  consider. 

Mr.  Maddox  says  the  citizens  of  Okla- 
homa is  to  add  another  star  to  the  clus- 
ter that  represents  the  states.  Oklahoma 
has  bec-n  knocKing  at  the  statehood  door 
for  some  time.  Political  motives  have 
acted  as  the  bar  that  blocked  the  opening 
of  this  door.  Finally,  however,  the  per- 
sistency of  the  citizens  has  been  reward- 
ed. The  convenlne  of  the  first  legislature 
will  mark  the  new  order  of  government, 
and  linked  with  the  project  of  purchasing 
tlio  lands  held  by  the  Indians  will  come 
tlio  consideration  of  queelions  that  have 
been  withheld  until  Okialioma  assumed 
the  state  form  of  government  throughout 
the  West,  will  receive  consideration  from 
the  new  legislature,  says  Mr.  Maddox.  A 
new  spirit  seems  to  liave  been  aroused 
in  the  citizens  of  the  former  territory  and 
they  are  approaching  the  duties  incident 
to  becoming  a  member  of  the  augu.st 
statehood  family,  with  an  energy  and 
business  like  method  tliat  augurs  well  for 
the   future  government  of  the  state.

The  latest  idea  in  the  automobiling  line, 
according  to  T.  A.  Morrison  of  New  York, 
is  to  provide  attached  cages  for  the  trans- 
portation of  dogs.  The  cages  are  attached 
to  the  rear  of  the  machine,  and  the 
canine  pet  is  thus  afforded  an  opportuni- 
ty to  enjoy  the  pleasures,  and  incidentally 
the  risks,  of  motoring.  Some  of  the  poor, 
unoffending  animals  are  whisked  along 
at  a  pace  that  makes  the  canine  hair 
stand  on  end  with  direful  fear  of  the 
consequences  that  would  attend  a  col- 
lision  or  the   breaking    of  the   machine. 

Mr.  Morrison  says  that,  acting  in  con- 
formance with  suggestions  made  by  emin- 
ent and  practical  architects,  considera- 
tion is  being  given  by  prospectl^^'e  build- 
ers to  the  pyramid  style  of  structure.  It 
Is  pointed  out  fliat  not  only  is  this  ad-.o- 
cated  style  of  arcliitecture  practical,  but 
in  case  of  fire  It  would  afford  tho  fire- 
men a  more  ready  access  in  fighting  the 
flames.  It  has  realized  for  some  time, 
says  Mr.  Morrison,  tliat  sliould  a  fire 
occur  in  one  of  tl^.e  immense  sky  scrap- 
ers, it  would  be  impossible  to  get  water 
to  the  upper  stories  of  the  building.  The 
pyramid  style  c*  construction  would  af- 
ford a  means  of  mounting  the  building, 
because  of  its  step-like  stature,  and  be- 
sides this  Btrone;  argument,  the  style  ad- 
vocatcd  for  the  future  tall  buildings  holds 
the  promise  of  boautifying  tlie  style  of 
office  structures. 

The  craze  for  beautifying  the  city  has 
struck  the  citizens  of  Gotham,  says  Mr. 
Morrison,  and  this  style  of  changing  the 
form  of  office  building  is  one  of  its  out- 
growths. The  new  style  of  building  will 
give  more  light  to  the  streets,  will  afford 
a  relief  from  the  ragged  and  monoton- 
ous fiat  fronts  of  structures,  and  will  add 
character  and  beauty  to  tho  modern 
building.

I  Is  not  to  fancy  what  were  fair  in  life, 
I  But    finding    first    what    may    be. 
Strive   to  make  it  fair. 

'  So  under  this  neoessiaty  of  beansr 
i  yoked  with  others,  what  can  be  done  to 
I  make  the  relationship  not  only  endur- 
able but  enjoyable?  First  one  can 
'  always  frankly  and  fearlessly,  at  th« 
right  time,  and  in  the  right  way,  avow 
his  own  convictions  of  what  is  exped- 
ient and  right.  Nothing  is  gained- 
much  is  sacr'flcod,  when  men  engajpcd 
in  a  common  undertaking  fail  to  let 
one  another  know  what  they  actually 
think.  Many  misunderstandings  would 
l>e  avoided,  many  unfortunate  ooMlsiona 
obviajted  if  the  persons  involved  would 
keep  one  another  posted  as  to  their 
method  of  procedure.

common  platform.  And  this  effort  to 
placate,  to  conciliate,  to  keep  together 
may  bring  but  what  is  best  and  sweet- 
est in  your  character  and  his. 

But  such  a  happy  result  Is  seldom 
possible  unless  there  be  a  eomimon  de- 
votion to  some  large  and  worthy  end. 
That  more  than  anything  else  enablea 
people  to  rise  above  the  plane  of  dis- 
pute about  methods  and  to  join  hands 
in  the  determination  to  achieve  som« 
noble  purpose.  Remember  when  th« 
wheels  drive  hard  and  the  friction  Is 
apparent  what  you  are  trying  to  do 
and  if  the  other  follow  is  after  th« 
same  result  you  can  afford  to  be  pa- 
tient and  calm  for  you  will  probably 
some  day  see  eye  to  eye.

It  was  not  urwtil 
he  w^nt  afteir  the  timber  thieves  of 
tha  Northwest,  in  the  latter  capacity 
that  he  attracted  attention  here  In 
Wasihlngton.  But  whoa  he  got  to  forc- 
ing t;he  great  tlm'ber  and  land  com- 
pan.l'es  to  repaying  to  the  government 
thouMaj-.ds  and  thouj*an-is  of  dollars  for 
the  value  of  dead  and  down  timfber, 
which  they  had  removed  Illegally  from 
public  reservations  Mr.  Ethen  Allen 
Httoh<x:k.  secrotary  of  th.^  interior, 
picked  him  out  as  a  bright  young 
iinan  and  be^gan  co-operation  with  hhn, 
which  9i>on  brought  him  down  tn  Wash- 
ington to  cionault  with  Mr.  Philander

th->  g'ov'.'irnment  re«sftrv*>s.  That  case 
W'.Mit  up  to  the  oourt  of  appeals  throe 
times,  and  while  he  inherited  the  case 
It  was  I:e  who  foug-ht  It  to  a  successful 
Issue. 

During  the  handling  of  th>.se  cases  he 
came  ono.^  or  twice  to  W;whington.  Thils 
was  bart^k  in  the  McKinley  alminlstra- 
ti  >n  and  Mr.  Knt)x  wa-s  s-»eklng  to  dem- 
onstraU^  to  the  people  of  the  United 
States  that  the  anti-trust  law  was  not 
a  dead  letter.  It  hail  at  that  tiine 
been  efftx  Lfve  in  bringing  a  big  sewer 
pipe  jonc^rn  to  the  k^^en  realization  of 
its  3flrecUvene.<»s.  but  throughout  two 
L>eimi>cra/t  Ic  admin  is  t  rat  lon.s  it  had  not 
been  invoked. 

The  Northern  Securities  case  was  the 
one  In  whlcli  Mr.  Knox  si>ught  to  ap- 
ply it.  He  had  several  .^ound  reasons 
for  tiling  the  case  In  the  district  where 
Mr.  Purdy  was  assistant  district  at- 
torney.

ing  out,  expired,  he  ln.'»l8ted  upon  Mr. 
Purdy  being  re-appointed.  Neither  of 
tlje  Minnesota  senators  were  for  him 
and  neuther  would  assent  to  his  ap- 
pointmer*t.  But  an  agreement  was  en- 
tered into  that  he  might  serve  for  a 
ttw  mouths  until  the  Northern  Securi- 
ties case  could  be  shaped  up.  Then  he 
retired. 

.Mr.  Knox  was  not  satisfied  with  this. 
He  wanted  Mr.  Purdy  and  was  deter- 
mined to  havo  him,  whether  politicians 
and  job  disposers  and  job  seekers,  were 
for  him  or  not.  He  seizcMl  the  first  op- 
portunity to  bring  Mr.  Purdy  to  Wash- 
ington and  install  him  In  the  depart- 
ment of  justice  as  his  assistant.  He 
has  been  there  ever  since.  His  com- 
ing to  Washington  was  the  beginning 
of  his  definite  and  now  woll-e«tablisihed 
career  as  the  "administration's  trust 
buster."  Everything  is  necesejarily 
done  in  the  name  of  the  attorney  gen- 
eral of  the  United  States.  Mr.  Bona- 
parte Is  really  an  effective  attorney 
treneral,  and  has  done  nvore  good  work, 
at  the  head  of  his  department,  than 
has  be  -n  gctneraJly  realize.  His  own 
ironical  and,  at  times,  supercilious 
manner  in  meeting  ajid  liandling  peo- 
ple, has  had  as  mucli  to  do  with  the 
failure  of  the  country  to  appraLse  him 
at  a  worth  equal  t-j  the  service  he  per- 
forms,  as   anything  else. 

But  even  Mr.  Bonaparte  will  admit 
that  the  research  of  Mr.  Purdy  and 
his  originality  of  suggestion  have  been 
responsible  for  recent  trust-busting 
success,  and  radical  departure  from 
any  course  of  law  enforcement'  fol- 
lowed by  the  government  in  the  past. 
It  was  Mr.  Purdy  who  devLsed  the 
plan  of  a.sking  for  receiverships  for 
the  trusts  found  to  be  operating  un- 
lawfully. It  was  more  Mr.  Purdy  who, 
within  a  week,  embarked  the  govern- 
ment on  tliat  most  novel  of  all  pro- 
posals— the  confiscation  of  the  good* 
a.id  manufactures  of  those  trusts  who 
oftended   against   the  anti-trust   law. 

In  It  all,  Mr.  Purdy  has  shown  him- 
self not  only  a  good  lawyer,  but  a 
good  politician.  The  law  has  been  the 
same  ever  since.  Mr.  Purdy  began  to 
make  it  his  specialty.  He  has  simply 
found  new  means  of  applying  it.  and 
discovered  the  new  possibilities  it  pos- 
se.ssed.  To  begin  with,  when  the  gov- 
ernment began  to  charge  conspiracy 
against  the  trusts,  and  sought  their 
dissolution  In  the  courts  because  they 
were  operating  without  warrant  or 
law,  the  trust  magnates  and  their  legal 
representatives  howled  that  the  pro- 
posal was  destructive  of  great  con- 
cerns and  meant  practical  confisca- 
tion of  great  property  in  which  many 
interested  persons  had  investments.  It 
seemed  like  a  strong  plea. 

But  Mr.  Purdy  came  out  with  his 
proposal  that,  where  the  tru.sts  were 
found  to  be  operating  in  defiance  of 
the  law  and  there  were  thousands  and 
millions  of  investment  and  dissolution 
was  decreed  by  the  courts,  then  a  re- 
ceiver should  be  appointed,  who 
should  remain  in  charge  of  the  enter- 
prises until  they  were  resolved  into 
their  constituent  parts,  or  else  placeu 
on  a  law-observing  basts. 

The  former  howl  gave  place  to  a 
now  one.  to  the  effect  that  the  pro- 
posal for  receiverships  meant  practical 
government  ownership  or  at  lea.st  gov- 
ernment operation  of  the  big  business 
enterprises  of  the  country.  The  trusts 
have  at  their  command  the  greatest 
lawyers  m  the  country.  They  are 
masters  at  evasion  and  delay,  and 
ktiow  the  possibilities  of  law  techni- 
calities and  the  opportunities  they 
offer  for  keeping  cases  dragging  their 
weary  lengths  through  the  courts 
through  months.  If  not  years.  The  aa 
ministration  is  impatient  of  the.se  de- 
lays. It  seeks  decisions  by  the  Cnited 
States  supreme  court,  thai  court  of 
last  resort,  where  eva.'lons  and  tech- 
nicalities no  longer  avail. 

Then  Mr.  Purdy  came  to  the  front 
again.  It  was  within  the  last  week, 
through  his  suggestion,  a  seizure  was 
made  by  the  government  of  the  prod- 
ucts of  a  great  trust  which  the  gov- 
ernment has  been  after.  The  impor- 
tance of  the  move,  and  the  po.ssibill- 
ties  It  offers,  could  hardly  be  overesti- 
mated. Now  the  burden  of  proof  isj 
placed  upon  the  tru.st  to  .show  it  is  notl 
operating  in  violation  of  law,  or  Its! 
go.tds  will  be  confiscated.  Now  It  can 
only  regain  po-s-^ession  of  its  physical 
property  by  demonstration,  even  In  the 
court  of  last  resort,  that  it  has  not 
been  operating  In  violation  of  iaw. 

Mr.  Purdy  evolved  the  plan  for  this 
latest  action  by  reading  and  studying 
the  same  law  which  has  been  on  the 
statute  books  for  so  long,  not  by  ask- 
ing new  and  further  legislation.  Ii 
was  what  is  designated  as  "section  6" 
of  the  law.  Lawyers  had  read  it  every 
time  they  looked  tlje  law  over,  bui 
concluded  that  it  was  Intended  to  be 
Invoked  only  after  It  was  found  that  a 
trust  had  been  convicted  of  law  viola- 
tion and  as  a  means  of  enforcing  courx 
decrees  against  it.  Mr.  Purdy  knew 
of  the  popular  Interpretation,  but  saw 
nothing  to  prevent  applying  it  in  an 
affirmative  way  in  the  prosecution  of 
the  big  combinations.  He  may  be 
wrong,  btit  there  will  be  a  .sleepless 
night  or  two  for  the  attorneys  of  the 
♦  rusts  before  It  has  been  judicially  de- 
termined that  he  is.

At   Lebanon  resides   in  serene  retire- 
ment, in    the  enjoyment   of  all   the   fe- 
licity that  comes  to  the  man  of  splen- 
did intellect  and   brilliant   imagination, 
J. Proctor  Knott,  the  scholar,  the  orator, 
the  poet,   the  jurist,  the  statesman.       I 
am  induced  to  write  something  of  this 
man,   became  of  some  slovenly  stuff  a 
William  E.  Curtis  has  given  the  public 
concerning    him    in    recent       syndicate 
I  writings.       A    Dexter      Marshall       also 
{dropped    into    more    or    less    fiction    on 
I  the  same  subject  some  weeks  ago,  dig- 
I  nlfylng  the  Pat  Donan  claim  to  Knott'& 
humor,   and  declaring   that   the  Duluth 
I  speech    finished    Knott's    hopes    as       a 
lawyer.      Here  Is  what  Curtis  says: 

"A  bill  granting  a  tract  of  land  to 
the  Bayfield  and  St.  Croix  railroad 
being  under  consideration.  Mr.  Knott, 
Inspired  by  its  opponents,  made  a  witty 
and  satirical  speech,  which  Is  unsur- 
passed in  congressional  literature.  It  is 
a  singular  fact  that  the  Kentucky  rep- 
resentative's reputation  for  wit  and 
satire  rests  upon  no  other  foundation. 
He  never  made  a  funny  speech  before 
or  since,  although  he  was  known  for 
his  good  stories  and  his  ability  as  a 
mimic.  An  eccentric  and  brilliant  Irish 
adventurer  named  Pat  Donan,  who  was 
connected  with  newspapers  In  the 
Northwest  at  different  times,  always 
claimed  to  be  the  author  of  the  speech, 
and  Mr.  Knott  never  took  the  trouble 
to  make  a  formal  denial.  It  is  en- 
tirely probable  that  Donan.  who  was 
employed  In  Washington  at  that  time 
in  the  interests  of  a  rival  project,  gave 
Mr.  Knott  the  suggestion  and  the  in- 
formation upon  whicli  his  speech  was 
based,  but  Donan  claims  that  he  wrote 
it  and  that  Proctor  Knott  committed 
It  to  memory  from  his  manuscript. 

"However  that  may  be.  the  speech 
stands  as  a  model  of  wit  and  satire, 
and  what  was  intended  to  be  ridicule 
ham  since  become  prophecy.  Mr.  Knott 
christened  Duluth  as  The  Zenith  City 
of  the  Unsalled  Seas;'  he  de3cribed  Its 
unlimited  resources  in  Ironical  terms, 
but,  strange  to  say.  the  development  of 
•what  was  then  imaginary  wealth  has 
become  an  actual,  tangible  fact.  Mr. 
Knott's  speech  reads  very  strangely  In 
the  light  of  the  present  prosperity  and 
commercial  activity  of  the  city."

J.  Proc*or  Knott  was  born  in  Marion 
county.  Kentucky.  In  1830.  He  is  a  self- 
-educated   man.    and    the    scope    of    his 
learning   embraces    most   of    the   litcra- 
Iture  that  has  value  in  the  marts  of  In- 
tellectual   exchanges.       At    the   age    of 
j  20  he  became  a  citizen  of  Missouri,  and 
j  the  following  year  he  was  admitted  to 
the  bar  of  that  state.       In  later  years 
his  powerful  arguments      In      congress 
I  against    the    fourteenth    amendment    to 
jthe  Federal   Constitution  extorted  from 
Jeremiah    S.    Black    the       extravagant 
1  compliment    that    a   profounder   exposl- 
I  tion  of  the  American   polity   of  govem- 
I  ment    had   never   been    made    in    either 
branch  of  the  American  congress. 

At  the  Age  of  27  Knott  was  returned 
to   the  house  of  representatives  o<  the 
Ml."*sourt       leg-lalature.         Impeachment 
I'prooeodlng    was    Instituted    against    an 
!  official    of    the    state    government    and 
j  Knott     was     appointed     leader  of   the 
!  board     of    managers     selected     by     the 
house    to    conduct      the    trial.      In    the 
!  Forty-fourth  congress  he  was  leader  of 
the   "board   of    managvrs,    who    occised 
.Secretary  of  War  Belknap  at   th     bar 
I  of    the  senate.     So   greatly    did    Knott, 
I  then   27   years  oad,   distinguish   himself 
i  In    the    Missouri  ♦mpeachment   case. he 
was  appolntwi  to  supply  the  vacancy  In 
the  oftioe  of  attorney   general   of   Mls- 
.sourl,  a  position  to  which  he  was  chos- 
en by  the  people  at  the  succeeding  elec- 
tion.

The    war    overturned    the    i>eal    state 

government  of  Ml«wouri.  and  Knott  re- 
turned to  his  old  Kentucky  liome  In 
TJ63  and  opened  a  law  office  at  I^ba- 
non.  In  18G7— until  1870  Iventucky  cshose 
congressmen  In  the  month  of  August 
after  the  term  began  on  the  preceding 
Maix?h  4— Knott  was  elected  a  member 
of  the  Fi5rtielh  oongross.  All  of  the 
Kentucky  delegation  were  Democrats, 
and  all  but  Matt  Adams,  who  had  been 
a  major  in  the  Union  army,  were  de- 
nied their  seats.  It  was  in  times  when 
thrift  and  loyalty  were  twin— when 
nothing  was  odious  but  treaaoin.  Pin- 
ally,  in  sheer  shame,  all  the  Kentucky 
delegation,  but  John  Young  Brown, 
wore  seated,  though  they  .«»tole  John  D. 
Young-'s  seat  and  gave  it  to  Sam  Mc- 
Kee.  Brown  was  not  allowed  to  take 
the  oath,  for  a  speech  he  had  maxie 
in  1861  against  96oe.s.slon.  Pact.  Among 
the  Kentucky  members  were  James  B. 
]j«<:k,  who  subsequently  became  so 
di.'^liiiguished  In  both  ho<uaes  and  Eli- 
jah Hise,  next  to  Humphrey  Marshall. 
the  most  powerful  intellect  the  Missis- 
sippi vaJley  ever  produced,  if  I  may 
%-eniure  a  dogmatism  that  is  a  fixed  be- 
lief m  my  mind.

Mr.  Curtis  says  that  Knott's  reputa- 
tion for  wit  and  satire  rests  on  IW  olhr 
er  foundation  than  the  Duluth  speech, 
that  'he  never  made  a  funny  speech 
before  or  since."  Before  the  Duluth 
speech,  the  session  before.  Knott  made 
the  speech  against  the  appropriation 
for  paving  Pennsylvania  avenue  that 
surpasses  In  humor  and  fancy  the  Du- 
luth speech  as  far  as  the  Duluth  speech 
surpasses  S.  S.  Coxs  reply  to  Gurley. 
Here  are  passages.  Aftwr  citing  what 
the  goverranent  had  done  to  beautify 
the   national  capital.   Knott  continued : 

"If  ^Jiy  gentleman  entertains  a  doubt 
on  this  point  let  him  walk  through  La- 
fayette Square.  Let  him  swing  around 
the  clrcde  south  of  the  prefiidentlal  pal- 
ace, or  stand  on  the  splendid  esplanade 
In  front  of  the  ag^rlcultural  department. 
Let  him  sniff  the  fragrant  air  that 
hangs  over  Uie  pu'bllc  gardens.  I.i€t  him 
look  at  the  broad  promenades  paved 
with  immense  flags  of  polished  sand- , 
stone,  the  wide  and  commotlious  drives 
sweeping  round  up  an  easy  and  grace- 
ful radius  with  the  true  line  of  beauty. 
Let  him  tread  the  sinuous  footpaths 
laid  with  an  elastic  concrete  of  white 
sea  sajid,  bordered  with  shrubbery  that 
wx>uld  have  lent  new  charms  to  calyp- 
so's favorite  tHJ^-er.  M^-fiiAing  away  In 
the  Cretan  labyrinth. 

"Let  him  do  this,  ahd  he  will  find 
that  the  go'%'ernment  has  taken  care,  so 
far  as  it  is  concerned,  that  no  stain 
shall  pollute  the  satin  .slipper  of  the 
favored  t>ea.uty  as  she  glides  along:  In 
sylph-like  loveliness;  that  iio  speck  of 
dust  shall  settle  on  the  costly  laoes  of 
her  gorgeous  robes  as  she  reclines  in 
ecstatic  ilanguor  upon  the  downy  cuah- 
•lons  of  her  splendid  carriage.;  that  even 
the  perfumed  zephyr,  as  he  steals  from 
beds  of  rare  exotics,  shall  not  kiss  her 
velvet  cheek  too  rudely,  nor  the  danc- 
ing sunbeam  taste  the  dolldoiM  frag- 
rance  that  exhales   from   her  honeyed 


llpa,  while  the  toU-browned  daughter  of 
the    hone.st,     hardworking,      taxpaying 
farmer,    or    mechanic,    of    Indiana    or 
Kentucky,  in  her  homespun  gown,   in- 
nocent of  crinoline  or  train,  must 
"Skelpit  on  through  dub  and  mire. 
Despising  wind,  and  rain,  and  fire." 
Whether  that  fancy  surpasses  the  in- 
dlgrvant    pathos    of    the    apostrophe    to 
FnaTJce  in  the  Duluth  speech  is  matter 
of  opinion  alwaj's.  but  there  can  scarce 
be  two  impressions  that,  for  rollicking 
himior,    the    following    passage    In    the 
Pennsylvania   avenue    speech    finds    no 
I>a.na41el  in   the  Duluth  speech: 

"Sir,  the  great  conflict  now  rsuging  In 
the  Qld  World  has  presented  a  phe- 
nomenon in  military  science  unprece- 
dented In  the  annals  of  mankind,  a 
phenomenon  that  has  re\'ersed  all  the 
traditions  of  the  past,  as  It  has  disap- 
pointed all  the  expectations  of  th<i 
present.  A  g'reat  and  warlike  people, 
renowned  alike  for  tlieir  skill  and  ^-aJ- 
or,  hftve  been  swept  away  before  the 
triumphant  advance  of  an  Inferior  foe 
like  autunm  stubble  before  a  hurri- 
cane of  fire.  For  aught  I  know,  the 
next  flash  of  electric  fire  that  shlmm/ers 
along  the  ocean  caJjJe  may  tell  us  that 
Paris,  with  every  fiber  quivering  with 
the  agony  of  impotegit  despair,  writlies 
beneath  the  conquering  heel  of  her 
loathed  invader.  EEre  another  moon 
shall  wax  and  wane,  the  brightest  star 
in  the  galaxy  of  nations  may  fall  from 
the  zenith  of  her  glory  never  to  rise 
again.  Ere  the  modest  violets  of  early 
spring  shall  open  their  beauteous  eyas, 
the  genius  of  ci\i.lization  may  chant  the 
walling  requiem  of  the  proudest  na- 
tionality the  world  has  ever  seen,  as 
she  scatters  her  withered  and  tear- 
nioistened  leaves  o'er  the  bloody  tomb 
of  butchered  Prance." 
«     •     * 

And  to  my  mind,  the  most  exqudsilte 
humor  of  the  Duluth  speech  is  the  clos- 
ing paragraph.  He  had  given  some 
reasons  for  voting^  against  the  bill  and 
then  exclaimed: 

"Ah!  sir,  you  can  have  no  conception 
of  the  poignancy  of  my  angxiish  that  I 
am  deprived  of  that  privilege.  There 
are  two  Inseparable  obstacles  in  the 
way.  In  the  first  place,  my  constitu- 
ents, for  whom  1  am  acting  here,  ivave 
no  more  interest  In  this  road  than  they 
have  In  the  great  question  of  culinary 
taste  now  perhai>s  agitating^  the  public 
mind  of  Santo  Domlng-o  as  to  whether 
the  illustrious  commissioners  Who  re- 
cently left  this  capital  for  that  free 
and  enlightened  republic  would  be  bet- 
ter frica."4seed,  boiled,  or  roasted,  and  in 
the  second  place,  these  lands,  which  I 
am  asked  to  give  away,  alas,  are  not 
mine  to  bestow!  My  relation  to  them 
is  simi>ly  that  of  the  trustee  of  an  ex- 
press trust.  And  shall  I  ever  betray 
that  trust?  Never,  sir.  Rather  perish 
Duluth!  Perish  the  paragon  of  cities! 
Rather  let  the  freezing  cyclones  of  the 
bleak  Northwest  bur>'  it  forever  be- 
neath the  eddying  sands  of  the  raging 
St.  Croix!" 

The  exquisite  humor  ot  that  passage 
Is  in  the  reference  to  our  commission- 
ers to  Santo  Domingo,  sent  by  Presi- 
dent Grrant  to  provide  a  way  for  an- 
nexing that  republic.  The  commission 
consisted  of  old  Ben  Wade,  Morrison 
R.  Walte,  afterward  Chief  Justice,  and 
President  White  of  Cornell.  The  en- 
tourage embraced  Fi^ed  Douglas  and 
Boss  Shepherd's  brotlier  Arthur.  A. 
convocation  of  cannibals  would  debate 
a   long   time  as   to   the    best  stew    that 

oould  be  made  of  such  a  layout. 

•  •      • 

One  of  the  greatest  legal  arguments 
Knott  ever  delivered  was  hla  speech  on 
the  bill  to  restrict  the  removal  of  cau- 
ses from  state  courts  to  federal  courts. 
In  the  middle  of  it  he  resorted  to  hu- 
mor. It  was  at  the  period  when  Bob 
Ingersoll  was  delivering  his  lecture  on 
The  "Mistakes  of  Moses."  Knott  un- 
dertook to  imag-ine  what  a  foreign  cor- 
poration knew  about  those  "mistakes." 
He  convulsed  the  house,  but  he  never 
put  the  apt^ech  in  the  Record. 

one  of  the  ayoiat  alde-splkting  speech- 
es he  ever  delivered  was  at  a  Demo- 
cratic barbecue  at  Pembroke,  Chris- 
tian county,  Ky.,  in  1871  or  1875,  when 
Mr.  Justice  John  M.  Harlan  was  the 
Republican  candidate  for  gfjvemor.  It 
was  by  the  autlior  of  the  avenue 
speech  and  the  Duluth  speech.  Judge 
Harlen  was  a  candidate  both  years, 
and  I  am  sure  he  enjoyed  the  humor 
of  Knott  as  well  as  any  one  else.  Knott 
is  not  a  wit  after  the  order  of  Tom 
Reed.     There  is  no  sting  to  his  humor. 

It  is  aJl  genial  and  never  malioious. 

*  •      • 

Knott    voluntarily   retired    from   con- 
gress In  1883.  and  was  that  year  elected 
go\'«moT  of  Kentucky.     "Qxiinine  Jim" 
McKenzie   was  secretary  of  state  and 
H.    M.    MoCarty    was   assistatit    secre-  i 
tary.      Alec    Grant    had    a    position    of  j 
some  sort,  and   Robert   Bums   Wilson,  I 
the  poet,    was  a  daily  visitor.     During  j 
these    four    years   the   executive    office  i 
building   at    Frankfort    was    the    most  i 
pleasant    plaoe    to    visit      in    all    this 
Union. 

"But,  Mr.  Chairman,  I  have  one  rea- 
son very  frequently  urged  for  the  pass- 
age of  this  bill,  which  candor  compels 
me  to  admit,  almost  convinces  me,  that 
we  ought  not  only  to  appropriate  this 
sum  of  SIOO.OOO.  but  any  other  amount 
that  might  be  necessary  to  repave 
Pennsylvania  avenue  at  the  very  ear- 
liest possible  period  of  time,  and  that 
Is  that  It  is  much  used  by  the  horde 
of  officeholders  that  throng  the  thor- 
oughfares of  this  city  in  numbers  al- 
most equal  to  the  hosts  which  were 
hurled  with  Lucifer  from  the  battle- 
ments of  heaven.  For,  sir,  if  there 
Is  a  being  on  this  earth  for  whose 
comfort  and  convenience  I  entertain 
the  profoundest  solicitude;  if  there  is 
one  whose  smallest  want  stirs  my 
sympathetic  soul  in  Its  serenest  depths. 
It  is  your  officeholder,  your  public  func-

tionary.  When  I  see  one  of  that  noble 
army  of  martyrs  bid  adieu  to  home 
and  all  the  sweets  of  private  life,  for 
which  he  is  so  eminently  fitted  by 
nature,  to  immolate  himself  on  the 
altars  of  his  country's  service  for  four 
long  years.  Homer's  touching  picture 
of  the  last  sad  scene  between  the 
noble  Hector  and  his  weeping  family 
rises  before  my  compassionate  imag- 
ination. A\'hen  I  see  him  plunge 
recklessly  into  an  office  of  the  duties 
of  which  he  is  profoundly  and  defiantly 
Ignorant,  I  am  reminded  of  the  self- 
sacrificing  heroism  of  Curtius,  when  he 
leaped  into  the  yawning  gulf  that  open- 
ed in  the  Roman  forum.  When  I 
behold  him  sadly  contemplating,  his 
majestic  features  In  one  of  those  gor- 
geous and  costly  mirrors,  which  are 
furnished  him  at  public  expense,  my 
heart  goes  out  to  him  in  sympathy. 
When  I  see  him  seated,  sorrowfully,  at 
a  miserable  repast  of  sea  turtle  an<l 
champagne,  my  very  bowels  yearn  for 
him.  And  when  I  see  him  perform, 
perhaps,  the  only  duty  for  which  he  is 
fully  competent— signing  the  receipt  for 
his  monthly  pay — I  am  so  overwhelm- 
ed with  pity  for  his  miserable  condition 
that  I  wish  I  were  in  his  place." 

Pat  Donan  was  a  brilliant  man,  who 
had  served  gallantly  In  the  Confederate 
army.  After  the  war  there  was  a 
publication  in  New  York  called  the 
Metropolitan  Record.  It  would  ha/e 
been  suppressed  any  time  between  1861 
and  1865  for  treason.  Pat  Donan  was  its 
favorite  contributor  over  the  name  "R. 
E.  Bell" — for  rebel — and  he  counseled 
trying  It  over  again;  but  no  one  of  his 
writing's  in  that  publication  was  of  the 
slightest  akin  to  the  Duluth  speech, 
and  if  Pat  Donan  wrote  the  Dulucli 
speech  he  also  wrote  the  Pennsylvania 
avenue  speech.  Mr.  Curtis  is  wrong 
in  saying  that  Knott  never  made  a  de- 
nial of  Dentin's  claim  to  the  author- 
ship of  the  Duluth  speech.  Not  a 
great  w-hile  before  he  died  Donan  was 
In  Kentucky,  and  the  question  of  the 
authorship  arose,  and  Knott  delivered 
himself  of  some  language  for  publica- 
tion that  showed  that  he  could  be  us 
emphatic  as  he  ever  was  humorous. 
After  that  nobody  ever  pretended  lo 
put  in  any  claim  for  Donan,  so  far  as 
I  know,  until  Dexter  ilarshall  and  W. 
E.  Curtis  dug  It  up. 

The  Duluth  speech  was  the  child  of 
accident.  One  morning,  the  winter  :>t 
1871,  Knott  was  sitting  alone  and  not 
very  cheerful  In  a  committee  room  of. 
the  house  of  representatives.  He  had 
been  beaten  for  the  nomination  for 
congress  the  summer  before,  becaurio 
he  had  not  mastered  the  provident  and 
thrifty  art  of  handshaking,  and  be- 
cause his  successful  competitor  was  as 
tall  as  Gen.  Scott  and  had  a  voice  like 
Stenton — beaten  by  a  diminutive  frac- 
tion of  a  vote.  He  wa  sout  of  oon- 
erress  two  terms — Forty-second  and 
Forty-third.  Sitting  in  his  room  chew- 
ing the  cud  of  fancy,  ho  was  &p- 
proaclied  by  a  Mulberr>-  Sellers  with  a 
map  of  the  Bayfield  and  St.  Croix 
railroad.  The  fellow  opened  en  Knott 
with  an  exuberance  of  talk  and  predic- 
tion of  the  future  opulence  of  Duluth 
that  the  KentuckLan  soon  got  linter- 
ested  and  saw  the  opportunity  for  an 
ocean  of  harmless  satire.  He  kept  the 
map.  and  it  played  a  big  part  in  mak- 
ing the  speech  a  success.  When  Knott 
Is  most  humorous  he  Is  most  s«)temn, 
and  as  he  held  the  map  up  and  ixAnt- 
ed  out  places  of  Industrial,  financial 
and  commercial  strategy  on  It,  his 
very  demeanor  was  provocative  of 
laughter.  No  wonder  when  the 
'•hammer  fell"  one  enthusiastic  mem- 
ber exclaimed:    "Oh,   d— n  It,   stop  the 

clock!"

I  have  always  regarded  the  following 
as  the  finest  thing  in  the  Duluth 
speech: 

I  think  Knott  expected  to  reach  the 
senate  by  the  grovernor's  route.  Th© 
senate  was  his  place — lawyer,  scholar. 


thinker,  statesman,  sage,  that  he  is.  If 
one  would  know  what  a  giant  grip  he 
has  on  political  history  and  on  politi- 
cal principle  let  4iim  read  Knott's  lao- 
ture  on  Andrew  Jackson— a  wonderful 
production.  He  was  a  candidate  to 
succeed  Beck  in  the  senate,  and  wa» 
defeated  by  John  G.  Carlisle.  I  wish 
I  had  space  to  try  to  draw  a  parallel 
between  the  public  utterances  of  these 
two  men — one  as  severe  as  the  G<)thl(\ 
the  other  as  brilliant  as  the  Renais- 
sance. For  some  years  Knott  had  the 
chair  of  civics  at  Center  college,  but 
he  retired  to  his  old  home  at  Lebanon, 
and  there  lives  wl»h  his  books  a:id  hie 
friends.  What  that  ever  heard  Proo-

It 
is,  therefore,  ordained  that  arbitrjUT 
power  over  none  shall  be  exercised  In 
this  commonwealth;  that  no  privilege^ 
immunity,  exoneration  or  exemptioa 
shall  be  granted  to  any  man,  or  set 
of  men,  that  all  others,  under  like 
circumstances,  may  not  fully  exer^ 
else  and  enjoy,  and  that  no  publia 
emolument  shall  be  allowed  to  any  one^ 
except  In  consideration  of  public  ser- 
vice, the  performance  of  which  shall 
be  required   by   law." 

That  ought  to  go  with  Lrincoln'a 
Gettysburg  oration,  one  for  the  cloeet* 
the  other  for  the  forum.

Juvenile  Court  Begins  In- 
vestigation of  Killing 
of  Jovo  Mehic. 

Mrs.  La  Tarte  Becomes 

Hysterical  and  Faints 

in  Courtyard. 


'      Nine  West  Duluth  boys  of  ages  rang- 
;  ing   from   11    t<j   16  year^    were   given  a 
'  hearing  in  the  juvonile  court  this  morn- 
I  ing,   as  a  result  of  the  killing  of  Jovo 
'  Mehic,   an   Austrian,    in    the   rear  of   a 
boarding  house  at  5602   Raleigh  street. 
I  Mehic   was   killed   as  a   result   of  com- 
ing   in   contact    with    a    live    wire,    laid 
,  by    Cicorge    LaTarte,   aged   11,    and   sev- 
eral   young    companions,    as    a    prank, 
their  intention  being  to  '"make  the  Aus- 
trians  dance," 
The    juvenile    courtroom    was    pretty 
'  well     filled     with     the     b<jys    and     their 
':  relativess,    all    others,    except    the    court 
ottkers  being  excluded,  tme  of  the  dis- 
trict court  stenograpliers  took  the  tes- 
timony at   the  heai-ing,  the  pr<x;eedings 
of   which   will   not   be  made   public  un- 
der  provision    made   for  juvenile   court 
casts  bj'  the  state  law. 

The  hearing  was  not  completed  when 
the  noon  adjournment  of  the  court  was 
taken.  It  was  continued  until  next 
Saturday. 

FolioAing  the  adjournment  of  the 
hearing  Mrs.  LaTarte  cau.«»ed  some 
commotion  In  the  courthouse  by  be- 
coming hysterical,  her  condition  caus- 
ing some  of  the  other  women  and  sev- 
eial  of  the  children  to  begin  their 
lamentations.  Mrs.  LaTarte,  aa  soon 
as  she  had  l>een  heli>ed  outside  the 
tuilding,  fainted,  but  was  soon  re- 
stored and  taken  home  on  a  street  car. 
It  is  undirslood  that  at  the  inquest 
some  testimony  was  given  tending  to 
show  that  the  lx>ys  implicated  in  the 
Mehic  case  had  been  in  the  habit  of 
expeiimenting  with  the  live  wire  at  the 
rear  of  the  boarding  house.  It  Is  said 
that  last  summer  they  used  to  form  a 
ring,  gra.<»ping  a  piece  of  hay  wire 
while  the  boy  at  one  end  made  the 
C'mnectlons  with  the  live  wire  and 
cause  the  members  of  the  circle  to  go 
through  a  lively  dancing  i)erformruice. 
The  supposition  is  that  the  ground 
was  dry  when  the  boys  fooled  with  the 
electric  current,  but  that  it  was  wet 
when  Mehic  came  in  contact  with  the 
\\  ire  and  he  received  a  heavy  shock.

About  NmaL 

October  has  been  one  <>f  the  pleasantest 
months  of  the  year  In  Duluth.  according 
to  the  monthly  meteorological  summary 
furnished  by  the  local  v.eather  bureau. 
The  mean  temperature  for  the  month 
was  43  degs.,  which  Is  a  couple  of  de- 
grees lower  than  the  averuKe  for  October, 
liui    the   month   has   been   unusually   clear. 

The  highest  temperature  for  the  month 
was  70  degs.  on  Oct.  10,  and  tlie  lowest 
was  .li  degs.  oji  Oct,  IS.  The  mean  for 
October  during  the  last  thirty-seven  years 
has  been  Vt.'M  degs.  The  absolute  maxi- 
mum temperature  wag  80  degs.,  and  the 
absolute    niininnnn    was    8    degs.    above. 

During  October  there  ha.s  lieen  .95  inches 
of  precipitation  and  a  trace  of  snowfall. 
TIm-  average  total  precipitation  for  Oc- 
tober In  thirty-seven  years  has  been  -.6ij 
Inches,  and  this  year's  deficiency  from 
the  average  is  1.7  Inches.  There  Is  still 
a  deficiency  of  5.04  inches  since  Jan.  1. 

The  prevailing  direction  of  the  wind 
has  been  northwest,  and  tlie  total  move- 
ment has  been  10,s49  miles  with  an  ave- 
rage hourly  velocity  of  14.6  milee.  The 
m.-iximum  velocity  for  five  minutes  was 
46  miles  an  hour  from  the  northwest  on 
Oct.    10. 

Octoljer  had  twelve  clear  days,  ten  part- 
ly cloudy  and   nine  cloudy.

"1  was  born  and  brought  up  la  Maine. 
I  lived  In  Auburn  and  Lewlston.  What 
I  saw  in  Maine  prompts  me  to  my  ac- 
tion now.  and  that  is  the  reason  1  have 
tiiken  this  stand. 

"From  what  I  observed  in  Maine  I 
hellevo  that  no  licen.se  Ul  PIttsfield  would 
mean  the  establishment  of  Innumerable 
kitchen  dives  tAut  would  be  followed  or 
run  In  connection  with  houses  of  lU- 
repute,  and  morally  the  ^ffect  would  l*e 
infinitely  wor.se  than  with  the  open  sa- 
loon  under   supervision    of   authorities. 

"Auburn  and  Lowiston  In  Maine  are 
about  the  size  of  PIttsfield.  In  Auburn 
alone  there  are  150  kitchen  barioonis  and 
as  many  more  In  Lewlston  under  a  ao- 
called   prohibition   regime. 

"Some  of  the  PIttsfield  ministers  asked 
nie  to  join  the  Anti-Saloon  league,  but 
Its  views  and  mine  do  not  coincide,  and 
I  refused  to  become  a  member.  I  may 
liave  something  further  to  say  aljout  thlfc 
later." 

As  I^ittsfteld  went  licen.se  by  only  49 
votes  last  year,  an  aggressive  campaign 
hiis  already  been  started  by  the  no-license 
league  under  the  supervision  of  the  other 
PIttsfield    ministers. 

Of  all  ministers  In  Berkshire  county,  the 
Rev.  Earl  C.  Davis  Is  the  most  plctur- 
esnue.  Last  January  he  ereated  a  stir 
In  his  church  by  setting  frirth  this  opinion 
in   regard   to  church  suppers: 

"Church  suppers  for  re^nue  as  they 
have  been  conducted  at  some  churches 
are  a  light  form  of  graft.

Mr.  Davis  arrang<d  with  the  Stanley 
company  that  he  should  hu^'«'  time  off  for 
weddings  and  funerals.  He  has  taken  one

Will  Investigate  Irregular- 
ities in  Applications 
for  Citizenship. 


Aliens  who  may  hereafter  become  citi- 
zens of  the  United  States  will  not  re- 
gard their  naturalization  papers  lightly, 
in  fact  naturalization  papers  are  being 
looked  on  with  an  Increasing  respect  as 
to  their  value  by  reason  of  the  restric- 
tions which  the  new  naturalization  law 
has    thrown    about    their    acquisition. 

A.ssistant  United  Slates  Attorney  John 
C.  Sweet  of  St.  Paul,  who  has  been  ap- 
pointed by  the  United  States  attorney 
general  to  represent  the  government's  in- 
terests  in  naturalization  hearings  for  the 
district  comprising  Western  Wisconsin, 
Minnesota,  North  Dakota  and  South  Da- 
kota, was  in  Uuluth,  today  on  liis  tii^t 
official  visit,  lo  attend  the  naturaliza- 
tion hearing  held  in  the  district  court 
of    this    county. 

Owing  to  the  limited  time  of  the  court 
only  five  applicants  were  examined  tor 
second  papers  this  morning,  and  Mr. 
Sweet  participated  with  the  court  in  tlie 
examination. 

Kepresenting  the  government,  which 
has  at  least  sixty  days  notice  of  all  the 
htarings  on  applications  for  naturali- 
y.atlon  papers,  it  is  the  duty  ot  Mi.* 
Sweet  to  interrogate  applicants  or  wii- 
i>esses,  if  he  desires.  Investigate  indi- 
calions  of  fraud  or  attempted  fraud,  or 
other  Irregularities  and  prosecute  the 
same  either  by  civil  or  criminal  action. 

Under  the  law,  if  fraud  is  proved  th-* 
government  has  the  right  to  cancel  any 
certilicate  of  citizenship,  no  matter  when 
it  has  been  Issued.  The  government  maj 
also,  through  its  special  agents  make  an 
investigation  outside  the  hearing  with  a 
view  of  procuring  evidence  on  which  to 
base  a   civil  or  criminal   action. 

The    government    does    not    intend    that 
any     per.son     of     anarchistic       tendencies 
shall     become     a     citizen     of     the     United 
States  and  particular  care  Is  to  be  exer- 
cised by   its  agents   in   this   respect,   here- 
after.    To  ac<(uire  citizen  papers  an   aUen 
nu'st   swear  that   he   is   not  a   believer  in 
I  anarchistic     doctrines.       If     per.sons      ac- 
I  quire  citizen   papers   by  fraudulent   repre- 
sentations   the    government      means      noi 
onlv    to    cancel    the    certificates,    but    to 
I  punish  the  offenders  to  the  fullest  extent 
of   the   law.

Hell-Uird. 

Two  eiirloiisly-reniarkable  birds  are  the 
Pnibrella  bird  and  the  Bell  bird.  The 
former  is  found  along  the  upper  AniHKon 
Blver  and  has  Its  home  in  the  highest 
tr«'e  lops.  Its  food  consists  of  wild  fruits 
and  berries.  It  derives  Its  name  from  a 
p«-euliar  head-dress  In  the  shape  of  a 
large,  flat  topped,  slightly  drociplng  crest 
of  soft  feathers  that  completely  shade  Its 
face.  From  its  throat  a  long  lappet  of 
feathers  drops  nearly  to  Its  feet. 

Tlie  Hell  Idid.  whose  name  doubtless 
nrlseti  from  Its  bell  like  note,  (thonch  some 
say  ii's  note  sounds  strangely  like  the 
sound  of  a  binc-ksmlths  linininer  on  the 
anvil,  sharp  .nnd  ringing  clean  Is  a  most 
Interesting  bird  to  study,  'i'here  are  four 
species  of  the  Bell  bird,  three  of  which 
have  snow  white  feathered  mules  with 
naked  faces  of  a  vivid  <-oliir.  A  curlou». 
gristle-growth,  or  format i<>ii,  thinly  cov- 
ered with  feathers  hangs  from  the  bird's 
forehead,  and  during  times  of  excitement 
this  petiduUms  growth  rises  stiffly  erect 
as  is  shown  In  the  accompanying  pic- 
ture.

TO  RECLAIM 
MANYACRES 

Extensive  Draining  Pro- 
jects Being  Carried  On 
in  This  State. 

St.  Louis,  Itasca,  Koo- 

cliicliing   and  Other 

Counties  to  Benefit 


St.  Paul,  Minn..  Nov.  2. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Before  next  year 
closes  the  state  of  Minnesota  will 
have  expended  $3,000,000  in  Irriga- 
tion or  ditching  projects,  according 
to  State  Engineer  Ralph, 

"Next  year  will  be  the  banner 
year  for  the  digging  of  Irrigation 
ditches  in  this  state,"  said  Mr.  Ralph. 
"There  have  been  a  large  number  of 
contracts  let  this  season  for  ditches 
which  will  be  completed  iiex.t  year. 
When  a  big  ditch  Is  planned  it  takes 
some  time  to  go  through  the  pre- 
liminary proceedings,  such  as  making 
the  surveys,  holding  the  hearings 
and  apportioning  the  cosrts  on  the 
land,  so  that  the  work  of  digging 
It  usually  extends  over  Into  the  fol- 
lowing year- 

"The  counties  are  now  planning 
a  large  number  of  ditcheu.  We  hear 
a  new  ditch  talked  of  nearly  every 
day." 

Within  the  next  two  months  con- 
tracts will  be  let  for  two  large  stato 
ditches  having  an  aggregate  length 
of  about  100  miles.  The.«»e  ditches 
will  be  dug  in  St.  Louis,  Itasca.  Koo- 
chiching and  Beltrami  counties.  When 
completed  they  will  drain  about  200 
miles  of  swampy  land,  transform- 
ing It  into  rich  farm  land.  The 
largest  of  these  ditches  will  be  that 
from    Little    Fork    to    Rainy    river. 

Through  thrf  arrangement  which  Is 
now  In  force,  Jthe  good  roads  move- 
ment is  going  hand-ln-hand  with  the 
drainage  movement  In  Northern  Min- 
nesota. AU  of  the  'State  drainage 
ditches  are  being  dug  with  r<jads 
paralleling  them,  the  dirt  taken  from 
the  ditches  furnishing  material  fur 
the  roads.  This  can  be  done  ^a.sily 
as  the  ditches  in  the  main  follow 
section  lines  and  the  roads  can  be 
built    at    a    very    small    expense.

CYPRUS  VICTIM 
VERY  MUCH  ALIVE 

Mourned  for  Dead,  James 

Hayes  is  Located  in 

Milwaukee.. 

Milwaukee,  Wis.,  Nov.  2. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — After  being  mourned 
as  dead  by  his  mother  and  actually 
escaping  death  on  the  steamer  Cyprus, 
which  was  wrecked  on  Lake  Superior. 
James  Hayes,  17  years  old.  has  writ- 
ten from  his  bed  in  a  Milwaukee  hos- 
pital that  he  will  arrive  at  his  home 
in  Cleveland  in  time  to  eat  Thanksgiv- 
ing dinner. 

Just  before  the  fatal  disaster.  II. 
which  ail  of  the  crew,  with  the  single 
exception  of  the  second  mate,  lost 
their  lives,  Hayes  left  the  Cyprus.  This 
fact  was  not  communicated  to  his 
mother,  who  gave  him  up  for  deau 
since  Aug.  11.  His  picture  was  printea 
In  a  Cleveland  paper,  which  also  told 
of  his  disappearance.  A  sailor  hap- 
pened to  see  the  article,  and,  having 
learned  that  Hayes  was  brought  to 
Milwaukee.  Induced  him  to  write  home 
and  tell  his  mother  of  his  safety. 

"I  am  in  the  hospital  here,  mother, 
but  am  not  ver>'  sick."  he  wrote.  *'i 
left  the  Cyprus  in  the'Soo  Oct.  fO,  an« 
now  I  hear  she  went  down  and  only 
Second  Mate  Charles  Pitz  was  spared- 
I  am  so  sorry  for  thie^  others,  for  they 
were  all  good  fellows.  And  the  Cj'prus 
was  a  fine  boat.  I  left  her  because  I 
got  sick  again."      ,     -. , 

Hayes  was  put  ^iboard  an  F.  &  P.  M. 
boat  at  the  Soo  and  brought  to  the 
Milwaukee  hospital.  He  has  been 
given  a  berth  on  an  F.  &  P.  M.  boat 
running  between  Milwaukee  and  Grand 
Haven,  which  he  will  take  after  re- 
covering from  his  illness.

Has    Placed    Expert 

Wolfers  at  WorK. 

Hancock,  Mich.,  Nov-  2. — (Special 
to  The  Herald.) — Hunters  back  from 
the  Silver  mountain  region  bring  the 
news  that  State  Game  Warden  Pierce 

is  trying  out  some  of  his  wolf-hunting 
theories  In  that  portion  of  the  Lake 
Superior  comitry.  He  has  sent  to  tha» 
district  three  men.  Frank  Smedly  and 
Fred  L.  and  George  T,  Perkins  of 
Lansing,  and  they  are  operating  sys- 
tematically. They  are  equipped  with 
all  nxanner  of  wolf  bait  and  traps.  The 
knowledge  gleaned  will  afterwards  be 
made  public  for  the  benefit  of  the 
public.  It  is  hoped  to  determine  just 
what  is  the  most  effective  manner,  of 
killing  wolves.  The  game  wardeh 
could  not  have  chosen  a  better  locality 
in  which  to  try  his  experiments. 
Wolves  are  more  plentiful  around  Sil- 
ver mountain  than  they  have  been  for 
years,  and  the  region  has  long  been 
noted  as  a  favorite  rendezvous  for  tht 
animals.

Domestic  Science  Will  be 

a  Feature  of  Its 

Work. 


Heroaftpr  It  will  be  the  Duluth  In- 
dustrial high  school,  Instead  of  the 
West  Duluth  high  or  the  Irving 
school. 

This  name  was  selected  last  even- 
ing by  the  board  of  education  for 
the  high  school  In  West  Duluth,  as 
an  appropriate  one  to  express  the 
character    of    the    institution. 

When  the  third  year  was  added  to 
the  course  of  study  at  the  Irving 
school,  the  opening  wedge  was  made 
for  a  mechanics  arts  or  Industrial 
high  school  and  the  chances  are 
-that  it  will  remain  in  West  Duluth. 
At  present  It  Is  housed  at  the  Irving 
tojuilding,  which  in  the  future  will 
be  referred  to  as  the  Duluth  In- 
dustrial   high    school. 

The  new  teacher  of  domestic  sci- 
ence and  sewing  in  the  Industrial 
high  school  begun  her  duties  Oct. 
21,  but  her  regular  work  is  not  yet 
under  way,  because  the  equipment 
has    not    been    ready. 

The  board  last  evening  decided 
to  accept  the  equipment  in  the 
Adams  school,  offered  by  the  ladies 
who  have  been  conducting  classes 
In  domestic  science  for  girls  there, 
and  It  will  be  used  In  the  Indus- 
trial  school. 

Had  this  offer  not  been  accepted, 
It  would  have  bven  necessary  to 
purchase  the  equipment  outright  and 
figures  for  It  had  already  been  se- 
cured. 

The  board  also  decided  to  pur- 
chase at  once  such  supplies  as  are 
needed  for  the  domestic  science 
work. 

The  domestic  .science  classes  will 
meet  In  the  old  manual  training 
room  at  the  Irving  building,  from 
which  the  benches  have  been  re- 
moved to  the  new  manual  training 
room   adjoining.

OBJECT  TO 
STORE  LID 

Commercial  Club  to  Re- 
consider Action  of 
Last  Week. 

The  West  Duluth  Commercial  club 
met  last  night  and  decided  to  reconsider 
the  resolution  pas.sed  at  the  meeting 
last  week,  calling  upon  the  mayor  to 
clamp  the  lid  on  the  clothing  stores 
which  keep  open  on  Sunday.  The  mat- 
ter was  made  a  special  order  of  busi- 
ness for  next  Friday   night. 

When  the  motion  was  first  passed 
last  week,  there  was  considerable  op- 
position to  it  and  the  resolution  car- 
ried by  but  one  vote.  It  is  expected 
a  contest  will  develop  next  Friday  nignt 
when  it  again  comes  up.  The  mem- 
bers opposing  the  action  do  not  do  .so 
because  they  believe  the  stores  should 
not  be  closed  so  much  as  they  believe 
that  In  requesting  the  losing  of  the 
stores,  the  club  would  be  taking  m.- 
tion  outside  of  Its  province  and  medd- 
ling In  private  business.  As  one  mem- 
ber expressed  it  today: 

"There  are  a  'arge  number  of  work- 
ing people  in  West  Duluth,  who  do  not 
get  a  chance  to  visit  the  stores  durinjj 
regular  business  hours,  and  It  Is  to 
accommodate  them  the  merchants  keep 
open  on  Sunday.  Objection  is  made  l.>y 
those  merchants  who  do  close,  and 
they  come  before  the  club  and  want 
that   body   to   take   action. 

"I  will  admit  that  the  opening  of  the 
stores  on  Sunday  Is  a  violation  of  the 
spirit  of  the  Sabbath,  but  it  is  not  for 
the  club  to  say  whether  or  not  they 
shall  close.  If  there  were  no  Sunday 
business,  the  merchants  would  find  :io 
profit  in  keeping  open.  Moreover,  if 
tho.se  merchants,  who  object  to  the 
opening  of  the  stores,  want  thom 
closed,  let  them  take  It  up  with  the 
mayor  direct.  It  Is  not  for  the  club 
to  act,  and  I  think  It  Is  going  beyond 
Its  bounds  in  taking  action  In  a  trivial 
personal  matter  such  as  this  appear* 
to  be." 

Messrs.  Phelps,  Zauft  and  Larson,  the 
committee  appointed  to  look  over  Ih- 
courthouse  plans  and  the  cost  of  tho 
different  schemes,  made  quite  an  ex- 
tensive leport,  covering  all  of  the 
grouping  plans  proposed.  They  asked 
for  a  little  more  time  to  make  further 
investigations  and  the  committee, was 
continued.  It  Is  expected  they  will 
make  a  supplementary  report  next 
Friday  night,  when  the  matter  will 
be  taken  up  for  discussion.

COIN  FOR  FRISCO. 

Sum  of  $10,000,000  to  be  Transferred 
There  for  Use  of  Banks. 

San  Francisco,  Nov.  2. — ^The  United 
States  government  came  to  the  as- 
sistance of  the  San  Francisco  banks 
last  night,  announcing  through  tele- 
grams that  it  had  taken  steps  to 
expedite  the  shipment  of  coin  to  the 
Pacific  coast.  This  action  was  the 
result  of  an  appeal  by  local  financiers 
to  Secretary  Cortelyou  of  the  treas- 
ury department.  A  vast  sum,  said 
to  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  $10,- 
000.000,  Is  to  be  transferred  by  the 
government  for  the  uso  of  the  San 
Francisco    savings    bank.-^. 

The  government  has  coin  in  San 
Francl.«^co  to  the  amount  of  $343,000,- 
000.  Of  this  sum  $303,000,000  Is 
stored  In  the  mint  and  $40,000,000  In 
the  sub-treasury. 

An  effort  was  first  made  to  In- 
duce the  government  to  allow  the 
local  banks  to  deposit  their  financial 
bonds  with  the  sub-treasury  and 
obtain  coin  In  return,  but  the  author- 
ities at  Washington  refused  to  con- 
sent to   this   plan. 

An  arrangement  was  effected  last 
night,  however,  by  which  similar 
results  may  *e  achieved  by  operating 
through    the   New    York   sub-treasury.

BREWERS  HAVE 
SECRET  MEETING 

At  Which   They   Make 

Agreement  Regarding 

Opening  of  Saloons. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Nov.  2.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— It  has  just  come  to  light 
that  there  was  a  secret  meeting  of  the 
memibers  of  the  Minnesota  Brewers  as- 
sociation leld  in  this  city  Thursday  at 

which  time  the  subject  of  a  small 
brewer  being  forced  oift  of  business 
by  the  larger  concerns  received  the  at- 
tention of  the  association,  and  the  re- 
sult was  that  the  brewers  got  togiher 
and  made  an  a^^reement  which  is  to  be 
binding  for  one  year. 

The  agreement  la  in  effect,  that  the 
brewers  of  the  state  are  not  to  acquire 
any  more  property  nor  open  any  more 
saloons,  In  any  of  the  smaller  com- 
munities of  the  state,  and  are  to  employ 
only  men  of  good  character  in  tho 
conduct  of  their  business  at  these 
places. 

The  meeting  was  attended  by  abou^ 
forty  brewers,  who  came  from  Little 
Falls,  Mankato,  Red  Wing,  New  Ulm, 
Alexandria  and  various  small  cities  ia 
different  portions  of  the  state,  as  well 
as  by  most  of  the  larger  brewers  of  chc 
Twin   Cities  and   Duluth. 

It  Is  iilaimed  by  the  local  membeii 
of  the  as.sociation  that  the  meeting  «vas 
not  called  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
making  the  agreement  which  was  ef- 
fected, but  that  this  question  was  only 
incidental  to  a  general  discussion  of 
the     welfare    of  .  the    trade. 

The  country  brewers  took  the  stand 
that  the  invasion  of  the  smaller  cltl3s 
by  the  larger  brewers  in  the  exten- 
sion of  their  territory,  was  the  mean» 
of  creating  opposition  against  the  B.a- 
lo<m8   in   those   communities.

BANK  CHECKS 

Bowery  Merchants  Take 

Paper,  But  Charge 

for  It 

A  profitable  business  in  the  cashing 
of  time  aJid  cashier  checks  Is  being 
done  by  some  of  the  clothing  stores  on 
the  Bowery.  In  some  of  the  stores  no 
charge  is  made  when  a  man  makes  a 
purchase.  Others  are  charging  a  dis- 
count even  when  the  person  tendering 
the  check  has  made  a  purchase. 

In  one  store  the  Inquiry  as  to  what 
would  be  charged  for  the  cashin«r  of  a 
$10  check  brought  the  Information  that 
75  cents  was  being  charged  by  that  par- 
ticular merchant.  Another  small  cloth- 
ing and  Jewelry  merchant  was  more 
reasonable  In  his  charge.  He  agreed 
to    cash   a   $20   cashier's   check    for   M 

cents. 

In  some  ln.<?tftnce8  the  rate  of  In- 
terest charged  for  the  cashing  of  a 
check  win  go.  considerable  higher. 
One  store  has  a'  Hirge  sign  in  the  win- 
dow advertising;  the  fact  that  both 
time  and  ca^hLar  checks  are  cashed 
there.  An  obese  pile  of  five,  ten  and 
twenty  dollar  bills  Is  in  the  same  win- 
dow, with  these  words,  "We  have  lots 
of  this  inside." 

Practically  all  the  stores  on  the 
Bowery  have  signs  announcing  the 
cashing  of  checks.  A  careful  scrutiny 
Is  given  each  check,  but  if  the  propri- 
etor of  the  store  is  satisfied  as  to  Its 
merits  he  is  willing  to  cash  it  for  a 
liberal  discount.

RAILROADS 

Tax  Every  Person 
Entering  New  Station 
at  Washington. 


The   "Cocktail"    Drink 

Was  Invented  by  an 

•b'ish  Woman.

Washington,  Nov.  2.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.j— Will   the   railroads   ever   learn 

sense?  Do  they  still  have  to  be 
"shown,"  in  the  vernacular  of  the  street, 
notwithstanding  federal  and  state  laws 
which  are  curtailing  their  pewers  and 
passed  for  the  purpose  of  making  good 
citizens  of  the  railroads  instead  of 
highwaymen? 

With  a  congress  about  to  convene, 
with  cases  pending  In  state  and  federal 
courts  looking  to  opinions  that  will 
clear  tbe  atmosphere  surrounding  the 
Hepburn-Dolllver  bill,  the  railroads 
through  their  tiafTlc  managers  and  gen- 
eral passenger  agents,  who  were  re- 
cently in  session  in  Washington,  de- 
cided to  tax  every  passenger  entering 
the  union  station  in  this  city  shortly 
to  be  opened  26  cents. 

Between  the  general  government  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  $6,0t>0,000  have 
been  appropriated  for  this  new  union 
station  whlLh  Is  to  house  every  railroad 
entering  tlie  nation's  capital.  In  addi- 
tion to  the  money  appropriated  lands 
were  given,  streets  widened  and  street 
railway  terminals  changed  to  meet  the 
demands  of  the  new  railway  passenger 
station.  It  is  true  that  the  railway 
companies  have  supplemented  the  ap- 
propriations made  by  tlie  federal  gov- 
ernment and  the  District  of  Columbia 
by  some  $13,000,000,  the  station  being 
estimated  to  cost  $20,000,000  when  com- 
pleted. But  the  amount  set  apart  by 
the  railroads  for  their  individual  shares 
in  the  building  of  this  magnificent  sta- 
tion by  no  means  compares  with  that 
donated  by  the  federal  government.  Not 
content  with  taking  the  money  from 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States  and 
the  District  of  Columbia  for  the  pur- 
pose of  erecting  this  building  the 
railroads  have  decided  to  still  further 
tax  the  citizen  by  demanding  a  '26- 
cent  extra  charge  from  all  travelers 
entering    the    district. 

The  policy  laid  down  by  the  associa- 
tion of  general  passenger  and  ticket 
agents  at  their  meeting  in  this  city,  so 
far  as  exacting  an  entrance  charge 
from  passengers  coming  into  Washing- 
ton, cannot  help  but  accentuate  the 
feeling  the  general  public  has  tewards 
common  carriers  and  this  charge  can- 
not help  but  be  the  subject  of  discus- 
sion during  the  next  session  of  con- 
gress. It  would  seem  that  the  rail- 
roads were  flying  in  the  face  of  Provi- 
dence and  that  instead  of  going  with 
the  country  in  their  efforts  to  bring 
about  a  better  understanding  between 
the  railroads,  the  shipper  and  passen- 
ger, that  the  railroad  managements 
were  losing  their  senses  altogether. 

When  the  great  tubes  to  be  used  by 
the  Pennsylvania  company  under  the 
East  and  North  rivers  in  New  York  are 
completed  for  purposes  of  shortening 
distances  and  getting  into  the  city's 
heart  will  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
company  dare  charge  an  extra  25  cents 
upon  each  passenger  for  the  use  of  the 
river  tunnels?  That  is  the  condition 
in  Washington  and  the  citizens  are 
rightfully  indignant  over  the  hoggisn- 
ness  of  the  railroads  who  purpose  to 
make  the  traveling  public  pay  for  the 
beautiful  building  which  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  about  Dec.  1  by  the  rail- 
roads entering  Washington.

It  will  probably  be  news  to  a  majority 
of  people  that  the  "cocktail"  the  great 
American  morning  drink,  was  in  reality 
the  invention  of  a  woman,  and  an  Irish 
lassie  at  that.  The  cocktail,  which  has 
created  euch  a  commotion  In  political 
and  W.  C.  T.  U.  circles  of  late,  chiefly 
because  the  president  of  the  United 
States  and  his  friends  while  lunching 
with  Vice  President  Fairt)a.nks  expres- 
ed  a  preference  for  the  whisky  cock- 
tail as  against  the  buttermilk  proposi- 
tion upon  which  Fairbanks  and 
his  friends  hustle  up  brainstorms,  is  of 
patriotic  origin,  and  its  inventor.  Betsy 
Flanagan,  ought  to  be  Immortalized  by 
her  statue  being  placed  in  Statuary  hall 
in  the  capUol  alongside  Miss  Frances  E. 
Willard. 

Betsy  Flanagan  was  an  Irish  lass,  and 
lived  in  Virginia  at  the  time  of  the 
American  tlevolution.  She  was  known 
everywhere  as  a  good  cook  and  a  good, 
whole-souled,  hot-tempered  American^ 
patriot  who  hated  the  British  red-coats 
with  all  the  intensity  of  her  nature. 
She  was  a  good-looking  girl  and  an  of- 
ficer in  the  Continental  army  made  her 
his  wife.  It  was  always  her  Innermost 
wish  to  follow  her  husband  on  his 
marches  and  through  the  battles  of  the 
war,  but  he  would  not  permit  It.  He 
was  wounded  and  died,  after  ^Tiich  his 
wife  went  to  New  York  state,  where  she 
opened  up  an  eating  and  drinking  place, 
locating  between  White  Plains  and 
Tarrytown.  Here  It  happened  she  had 
for  a  neighbor,  a  British  Tory,  who  was 
fond  of  chickens  and  game  cocks.  Betsy 
hated  the  Tory  because  he  was  against 
us,  and  she  considered  him  at  once  her 
personal  enemy  and  decided  to  insti- 
tute warfare  on  his  chicken  coop,  with 
the  result  the  flock  of  game  cocks  dwin- 
dled from  day  to  day,  much  to  the  dls- 
comforture   of   the  loyal   red   coat. 

Be-tsy  was  celebrated  for  a  certain 
brand  of  drink  she  brewed  for  the  Am- 
erican Continentals.  She  caJled  It  "Brac- 
er." On  one  particular  evening  she  in- 
vited the  American  and  French  officers 
to  a  chicken  supper.  After  the  cookery 
of  Betsy  had  been  sampled  and  praised 
by  the  patriots,  she  invited  them  into 
a  back  room,  where  she  had  prepared  a 
surprise  for  them.  On  the  sideboard 
there  were  lined  up  as  many  "Bra/cers" 
as  there  were  officers  in  the  company, 
and  In  each  glass  there  was  placed  a 
bunch  of  feathers  from  the  talis  of  the 
game  cocks,  legitimately  confiscated  by 
patriotic  Betsy  from  the  barnyard  of  the 
Briton.  Toasts  were  drunk  to  Betsy's 
patriotism,  but  it  was  left  to  a  French- 
man to  lift  up  his  "Bracer"  in  one 
hand  and  the  feathers  in  the  other,  and 
with  a  bow  to  Betsy  and  the  officers, 
exclaim,  "Vive  le  cocktail."  The  words 
struck  home  and  have  ever  since  then 
l)ten    with   the  American  people.

Congressman  Henry  8.  Boutelle  of  Il- 
linois, one  of  the  ablest  and  most  pol- 
ished members  of  the  lower  house,  a 
student,  not  only  in  his  own  country's  In- 
stitutions, but  the  Institutions  of  other 
countries  and  a  scholar  In  the  best  ac- 
ceptation of  that  term  believes  that  the 
house  of  representatives  so  far  as  its 
seating  capacity  is  concerned  should  be 
changed.  He  has  had  this  Impression 
for  years,  but  it  has  become  accentuated 
owing  to  the  growing  membership,  Okla- 
homa adding  five  members  to  the  386 
members  now  constituting  the  lower 
branch  of  congress.  It  is  Mr.  Boutelle's 
impression  that  better  results  could  be 
secured  in  the  way  of  legislation  if  the 
members  were  brought  closer  together 
and  that  the  desks  in  the  house  be 
changed    for   benches. 

Speaking  of  his  hobby,  if  such  It  be, 
Mr.  Boutelle  said  when  It  was  sug- 
gested to  him  that  the  benches  in  the 
house  would  look  like  a  copy  of  the  ar- 
rangement In  the  British  house  of  com- 
mons." So  far  as  I  know  we  are  the 
only  great  nation  in  which  the  popular 
deliberative  body  is  so  arranged  as  to 
permit  of  debate  and  the  transaction  of 
ordinary  business  at  the  same  time.  The 
two  do  not  work  well  together  and  now 
that    tbe    new    house    office    building    Is

"My  plan  is  practically  the  .same  as 
that  which  was  recommended  by  Speak- 
er Reed  ten  years  ago  when  the  house 
was  not  so  large  as  now.  I  have-  re- 
vived it  and  from  what  I  hear  from  Mr. 
Watson  of  Indiana,  Mr.  McCall  of 
Massachusetts  and  other  colleagues  I 
have  hope  that  the  changes  suggested 
will  bo  carried  into  realization.  1  have 
ascertained  from  Mr.  Woods,  the  super- 
intendent of  the  capitol,  who  has  had 
charge  of  the  construction  of  the  new 
buildings  for  the  house  and  senate  that 
the  changes  would  cost  atwut  $250,000  and 
which  could  easily  be  accomplished  dur- 
ing the  recess  of  congress.  To  enlarge 
the  present  audience  chamber  which  will 
be  necessary  If  new  states  are  to  be  ad- 
mitted, as  has  been  proposed  by  taking 
out  the  members  lobby  and  placing  th6 
speaker's  desk  against  the  extreme 
south  wall  would,  in  my  opinion,  only  ac- 
centuate the  present  difficulty  of  hear- 
ing and  the  general  unsatisfactory  con- 
dition at  present  existing.

Local  Jobbers  Can  Now 
Compete  With  Winni- 
peg Firms. 


By  the  opening  of  the  Big  Fork  & 
International  Falls  road,  which  runs 
from  Big  Fork  to  International  Falls, 
forming  a  connection  between  the 
terminus  of  the  Minnesota  &  Interna- 
tional railroad  at  Big  Fork  and  Inter- 
national Falls,  Duluth  jobbers  are 
brought  500  miles  nearer  to  the  prac- 
tically undeveloped  territory  that  lies 
tributary   to   the   new   line. 

On  Nov.  11  when  the  Big  Fork  &  In- 
ternational will  be  turned  over  to  the 
Minnesota  &  International,  becoming 
part  of  that  system,  a  new  schedule  of 
freight  rates  will  be  put  Itno  effect  that 
will  be  app'-oxlmately  25  per  cent  lower 
than  the  present  tariff  covering  frelgnt 
from  Duluth  to  International  Falls.  As 
the  rates  In  effect  at  the  present  time 
are  a  reduction  from  the  old  rates  of 
about  25  per  cent,  the  cut  to  be  made 
Nov.  11  will  prove  a  boom  lo  the  Du- 
luth  Jobbing  trade. 

There  are  at  present  time  tonv  routes 
to  Canada  that  can  be  utilized  by  the 
Duluth  Jobber.  There  Is  the  route  via 
Port  Arthur,  the  route  by  Pembina,  an- 
otiier  by  the  way  of  Emerson,  and  the 
new  route  via  International  Fails,  that 
win  open  one  of  the  richest  farming 
countries  In  the  entire  Northwest  to 
the  local  Jobbing  trade. 

Heretofore  the  Duluth  Jobber  that 
sought  the  trade  of  the  district  about 
International  Falls  were  confronted 
with  the  long  freight  haul  via  Win- 
nipeg. This  made  It  practically  im- 
posible  to  compete  for  trade  with  Win- 
nipeg. The  opening  of  the  extension 
from  Big  Fork  to  the  Falls  will  remove 
the  barrier  and  the  Duluth  Jobber  will 
find  that,  comerclally  speaking.  Inter- 
national Falls  has  been  brought  SCO 
miles  near  to  Duluth  and  that  compe- 
tition for  the  trade  of  the  new  towns 
near  the  Falls  and  the  rich  farming 
country  tributary  to  the  new  line,  has 
been  made  pt»ssible. 

It  will  now  be  possible  to  ship  direct, 
while  heretofore  freight  and  passen- 
ger traffic  reached  the  Falls  by  the 
tedious  and  round  about  way  of  Win- 
nipeg. 

The  completion  of  the  Duluth,  Vir- 
ginia &  Rainy  Lake  road  will  further 
open  new  trade  channels  for  the  Du- 
luth Jobbers.  The  country  lying  tribu- 
tary to  both  the  Minnesota  &  Inter- 
national and  the  Duluth,  Virginia  & 
Rainy  Lake  has  not  been  worked  In 
any  systemic  manner  by  Jobbing 
houses  and  a  rich  trade  awaits  the 
invasion  of  the  Duluth  jobbers  in  this 
new  field  of  comercial  activity- 

Hold  Up  Reor^nization. 

New  York.  Nov.  2.— The  entire  Pere 
Marquette  reorganization,  the  Herald 
learns,  has  been  held  up  as  a  result  of  a 
protest  made  by  a  committee  represent- 
ing the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Dayton 
4  per  cent  refunding  bond  hodlers.

MORE  MONEY  IN  LONDON. 

Dividend    Disbarsements   Increase  tlie 
Supply— Discounts  Are  Firmer. 

London,    Nov.   2. — Money   was  In   bet- 
ter supply  In  the  market  today,  owing  j 
to    dividend    dlsbursementa    Discounts 
were    firmer   on    fears   of   farther   gold 

exports   to   New   York. 

Trading  on  the  stock  exchange  re- 
opened dull  after  the  holiday  and 
prices  finished  the  week  with  an  easy 
tendency,  the  renewed  depression  in 
Americans,  the  uncertain  position  of 
New  York,  and  the  fears  of  further  ex- 
portation of  gold  prompting  the  reallz- 
aticns.  under  which  coBsols  and  other 
flrst-class   securities  dropped. 

Americans  opened  steady  and     hard- 


Gabriel  Dangel,  23  years  old,  is  dead, 
and  Andrew  Glovchak  is  lodged  behind 
the  bars  of  a  cell  at  the  central  police 
station  in  Superior  as  the  result  of 
a  dispute  which  followed  a  general 
drinking  bout.  The  tragedy  occurred 
In  front-of  the  Timlin  house  on  Lower 
Lamborn  avenue. 

Glouchak  claims  that  he  killed  Dan- 
gel  In  self-defense  after  he  had  seen 
that  the  latter  and  a  couple  of  com- 
panions were  about  to  overpower  him. 

All  those  who  were  mixed  up  in  the 

affair  are  Slavs,  who  had  been  holding 

a  general  celebration  on  Connor's  Point 

during    the   afternoon.       Several    shots 

had  been  fired  before  in  front  of  the 
Connor's  Point  saloon,  but  it  is  thought 
no  one  was  hurt, 

Dangel  and-  Qlouchak  and  one  or  two 
others  were  on  their  way  up  town  when 
the  former  two  got  into  an  argnimenc 
in  front  of  the  Timlin  house.  Glou- 
chak pulled  his  revolver  and  shot  his 
man,  the  bullet  entering  near  the  left 
shoulder,  lodging  In  the  right  lung. 
Dangel   died  almost  instantly. 

Throwing  his  revolver  down  near  the 
side  of  the  building,  Glonchak  ran 
away.  The  police  had  been  notified, 
however,  and  Detective  Dill  and  Officer 
McGowan  were  detailed  upon  the 
scene,  and  were  questioning  some  ot 
the  people  about  the  murder  when 
Glouchak  appeared  and  gave  himself 
up,  admitting  that  he  had  committed 
the  crime.  Glouchak  is  39  years  old 
and  seemed  to  be  under  the  influence 
of  liquor  when  he  waa  seen  at  the  sta- 
tion. 

In  broken  English  Glouchak  tried  to 
explain  to  the  officers  how  the  tragedy 
had  taken  place,  and  that  he  was  only 
acting  in  self-defense  when  he  shot 
Dangel.  He  claims  the  other  men,  as 
well  as  Dangel.  had  threatened  to 
throw  him  into  a  swamp  nearby.  Dan- 
gel  had  pushed  him  to  one  side  and 


he   had   then   become   crazed  with   fear 
and  pulled  his  revolver  and  shot. 

Both  Glouchak  and  Dangel  boarded 
on  Connor's  Point.  Glouchak  says  he 
has  a  wife  and  two  children  In  the  old 
country. 

Close  at  Midnight 

In  a  letter  to  the  chief  of  police  to- 
day. Mayor  Llnley  directed  that  the 
saloons  of  the  city  be  closed  at  mid- 
night all  during  the  week,  beginning 
with  Nov.  11.  Heretofore  it  has  been 
the  custom  to  allow  the  saloons  tc» 
keep  open  until  any  hour  of  the  night 
or  morning,  except  on  Saturday  night, 
when  they  were  closed  at  midnight,  to 
remain  closed  until   Monday  morning.

F.  A.    Patrick  Returns 

From  Business  Trip 

to  the  East 

Is  Very  Hopeful  Regard- 
ing Outlook  in  Finan- 
cial Circles. 


F.  A.  Patrick,  prearident  of  P.  ▲. 
Patrick  &  Co.,  returned  yesterday 
from  a  business  trip  to  New  York  and 
reports  that  financial  and  business  con- 
ditions are  showing  Improvement  since 
the  first  acute  attack  of  the  stock  panlo 
and    consequent    money    depression. 

Mr.  Patrick  was  In  New  York  a  week. 
He  was  also  ki  Boston  and  Chicago.  In 
each  of  these  cities  he  made  it  a  special 
object  to  investigate  the  business  and 
financial  outlook.  His  opinion,  oomicg 
after  a  thorough  investigation.  Is  that 
business  Is  showing  a  recuperation  after 
the  financial  flurrj-.  Mr.  Patrick  says 
that  the  effects  of  the  flurry  will  not  be 
cleared  away  Immediately,  but  expresses 
the  conviction  that  from  now  on  busi- 
ness wiU  gradually  a^ssume  a  normal 
tone  and  that  trade  and  business  in  gen- 
eral will  adjust  themselves  to  the  c«>n- 
ditlons  imposed  by  the  temporary  money 
stringency. 

"1  believe  the  situation  is  gradually 
clearing  up,"  said  Mr.  Patrick.  "The 
prompt  measures  adopted  by  the  banks 
for  the  protection  of  tneir  depositors,  and 
tho  financial  aid  rendered  by  certain  fi- 
nanciers has  robbed  the  situation  of 
much  of  its  seriou.sness.  They  are  feel- 
ing the  effects  of  tho  money  depression 
in  Eastern  business.  It  is  only  natural 
that  business  should  reflect  in  some  de- 
gree llie  effects  of  tlie  over  speculation. 
I  believe,  however,  that  conditions  are 
showing  a  steady  _and  marked  improve- 
ment over  the  situation  a  week  ago.  1 
left  New  York  last  Tuesday  and  at  that 
time  It  seemed  to  me  that  the  situation 
as  a  whole  was  much  better  than  it  was 
a  week  previous. 

"After  the  first  general  feeling  of  un- 
easiness had  worn  aw^ay,  the  people  be- 
ban  to  look  at  the  situation  in  a  calm 
light.  In  Boston  and  New  York  It  seemed 
to  me  that  but  little  apprehension  was 
entertained  regarding  the  solvency  of  the 
banks.  Tlie  people  are  not  clamoring  to 
draw  their  money  from  the  banks;  they 
feel  assured  of  the  reserves  of  the  bank- 
ing institutions,  and  in  most  cases  ar* 
permitting  their  money  to  remain  in  tl»e 
banks. 

"My  personal  opinion  is  that  we  have 
passed  through  the  worst  stage  of  the  de- 
pression. The  moving  of  the  wheat  crop 
requires  a  lot  of  money.  There  is  money 
in  the  West,  but  it  has  found  legllimato 
employment.  Just  now  the  West  is  feel- 
ing the  depressing  effect  of  the  flurrj', 
which  has  been  traveling  from  the  E^st. 
Yoti  see  some  signs  of  this  near  at  home. 
A  slight  curtailment,  owing  to  the  money 
scarcity.  I  believe  after  investigating 
and  obser\'lng  conditions,  that  we  are 
coming  along  all  right,  and  that  shortly 
business  will  have  recovered  from  the 
shock  and  will  have  adjusted  its  course 
to  a  normal  trend.

CANAL  FEASIBLE 

From    an    Engineering 

Standpoint,  Says  Report 

of  Commission. 

Fort  William,  Ont.,  Nov.  4.— The  Bay 
oanal  commission  has  practically  com- 
jJetcd,  at  a  cost  of  $600,000,  a  thorough 
survey  of  the  proposed  twenty-one-foot 
•waterway  from  Ge<>rglan  bay  to  Mon- 
treal hy  way  of  the  French  river.  Lake 
Nipissing  and    the   Ottawa    river. 

The  engineers  of  the  commission  have 
l^ot  compiled  the  final  estimate  as  to 
the  whole  cost  of  the  canal,  but  from 
the  information  now  available  it  is 
safe  to  iiay  that  the  total  exi>endlture 
recjuired  for  a  continuous  and  fully 
navigable  waterway  with  a  minin^um 
depth  of  twenty-one  feet  fit>m  Georgian 
bay  to  tidewater  will  he  close  to  $100,- 
0(>O.OO0. 

The  report  will  also  show  that  from 
an  engineering  standpoint  the  enter- 
prise IS  feasible  with  no  very  great 
engineering    difficulties    to    surmount. 

Thi'  only  question  for  parliament  to 
oimsjder  will  be  whether  the  benefits 
which  will  accrue  to  the  dominion 
through  the  construction  of  a  waterway 
shortening  the  pre.^ent  distance  by  wa- 
ter from  Fort  William  to  Montreal  by

GOES  DOWN  IN 
BOSTON  HARBOR 

Steamer  City  of  Birming- 
ham Sinks — Crew 
Saved. 

Boston.  Nov.  4.— The  steamer  City  of 
Birmingham  of  the  Ocean  Steams'nip 
company,  struck  a  ledge  in  the  harbor 
early  today  while  bound  out  to  Savan- 
nah, and  .sank  in  ten  fathoms  of 
water  about   two  miles  below  her  dock. 

The  steamer,  having  made  a  special 
trip  north,  with  a  cargo  of  cotton, 
started  about  1:30  a.  m.  for  the  South.

of  Congress. 

Virginia  and  Maryland 
About  the  Only  Ex- 
ceptions. 


Washington,  Nov.  4.— The  fact  that 
tomorrow's  elections  will  have  com- 
paratively little  bearing  upon  the  com- 
plexion of  congress,  has  had  the  effect 
of  reducing  Interest  In  Washington  in 
them  as  a  whole,  to  as  a  minimum. 
There  are  some  exceptions,  due  largely 
to  local  conditions,  and  In  a  second- 
ary degree  to  the  fact  that  any  change 
will  have  a  possible  bearing  upon  fu- 
ture contents.  In  this  class  may  oe 
placed  Maiyland  and  Virginia,  both 
of  which  rtat^s  number  among  their 
voters  many  persons  employed  in 
Washington. 

In  both  these  states  the  contests  as- 
sume a  somewhat  more  general  aspe^'t 
than  in  most  others  because  the  elec- 
tions will  have  a  direct  influence  upon 
the  congress.  The  election  in  Mary- 
land will  cover  not  only  all  the  state 
ofHces,  but  a  legislature  which  will  be 
called  on  to  elect  a  short  term  United 
States  senator  to  All  out  the  unexpired 
term  of  the  late  Senator  Gorman,  and 
a  long  term  senator,  whose  term  will 
begin  In  19oy,  when  the  term  for  which 
Mr.  Gorman  was  elected  will  expire. 

The  Virginia  election  was  desigrned 
originally  to  fill  only  county  offices  an^l 
elect  members  of  the  legislature,  but 
the  death  of  Representatives  Rixey  of 
the  Eighth  district  and  Slemp  of  the 
Ninth  i;ecessitates  choosing  their  su  v 
cessors.

Hundredth  Anniversary  of 
Its  Use  to  be  Cele- 
brated. 

Wllkesbarre,  Pa.,  .Nov.  4.— The  Wyom- 
ing Valley  Historical  and  Geological 
society  has  arranged  for  the  celebration 
en  Feb.  11,  1908  of  the  lOOth  anniversary 
of  the  first  burning  of  anthracite  coal 
in  a  commercial  grate.  "It  has  been 
decided  to  strike  off  a  medal  commemo- 
rating the  event. 

Coal  was  first  successfully  burned  in 
a  grate  by  Judge  Jesse  Fell  in  the 
Fell  Tavern  Ln  this  city,  and  the  room 
where  the  experiment  took  place  Is 
still  preserved.  At  the  time  the  coa^ 
was  knosvn  as  stone  coal.  It  had  been 
burned  in  open  fires,  but  its  value 
was  not  recognized.  The  outcroppings 
of  it  In  this  valley  were  abundant, 
but  no  one  thought  of  turning  the  new 
discovery  to  domestic  use  until  Judge 
Fell  conceived  the  idea  that  it  could 
be  done.  He  constructed  in  the  open 
hearth  of  the  main  room  of  the  Fell 
Tavern  a  grate  of  iron  bars,  imbedded 
in  brick  work,  and  made  the  experi- 
ment. There  was  a  fine  draught  up  the 
big  v.iiimney.  and  soon  the  coal  was 
red  hot.  guve  forth  a  comfortable  heat, 
and  the  experiment  was  a  success.

ADVANCED  TOJ  PER  CENT. 

Bank  of  England  Again  Increases  Its 
Rate  of  Discount 

London,  Nov.  4. — The  persistent  de- 
mands from  America  for  gold  in  spite 
of  the  recently  increased  discount  rate 
of  the  Bajik  of  England  and  in  face 
of  the  continued  rise  in  the  cable  trans- 
fer rat€i,  caused  the  Bank  of  England 
this  morning  to  raise  its  rate  from  5i/i 
to  6  per  cent.  Although  an  increase 
to  this  rate  next  Thursday  would  not 
have  surprised  the  market,  the  an- 
rouncemefit  of  the  rise  today  occasion- 
ed somewhat  of  a  flurry  locally.  It 
is  considered,  however,  in  financial  cir- 
cles to  be  the  natural  outcome  of  the 
unfavorable  New  York  bank  statement. 
When  the  BanJc  of  England's  rate 
was  raised  to  5%  per  cent  Oct.  31,  it 
was  thausht  that  the  position  in  the 
United  States  was  •clearing  satisfac- 
torily, but  the  continued  engagements 
of  gold  at  a  loss  of  2  to  3  per  cent 
on  the  exchange  caused  a  recrudescence 
of  nervousness  in  the  discount  market  \ 
and  rates  were  put  up  from  5%  to  6 
per  cent  in  endeavors  to  assist  the 
bank  to  protect  its  reserve,  but  the

HIGH  PRICE  FOR  RAILS. 

Ail  Records  Broken  in  Sale  Just  Made  to 
Japan. 

New  York,  Nov.  4.— All  records  in  the-

Railroad  Men  Say  Tight 

Money  Will  End  Car 

Shortage. 

Freight  Shipments  Being 

Curtailed  as  Result 

of  Conditions. 


It  Is  the  belief  of  several  local  rail- 
road men  that  the  present  condition  of 
!the  money  market  will  soon  bring  an 
jend  to  the  car  shortage  which  is  now 
felt  throughout  the  West.  The  effect 
iof  the  tight  money  is  already  felt  local- 
;ly  in  freight  shipments,  although  not 
I  yet  to  any  great  extent. 

The  roads  entering  Duluth  still  have 
more  business  than  they  can  handle, 
and  today  could  use  a  great  many  more 
cars  than  are  available  but  at  the 
samt  time  it  is  very  evident  that  this 
condition  will  not  prevail  for  any  great 
length  of  time. 

The  money  conditions  are  having  a 
tendency  to  retard  the  movement  of 
grain.  It  is  said  the  farmer,  proverbial- 
ly cautious,  is  not  at  all  anxious  to 
exchange  his  grain  for  paper,  however 
good  it  may  be.  Of  course,  this  does 
not  hold  true  in  aljl  cases,  but  in  a 
great  many  instances  it  Is  said  the 
farmers  are  storing  their  grain  if  they 
have  storage  facilities  at  hand,  to 
await  developments. 

In  many  other  cases,  although  the 
farmers  may  wish  to  hold  their  grain, 
there  are  not  adequate  storage  facili- 
ties, and  he  has  to  send  tlie  shipments 
forward  whether  he  is  anxious  to  or 
not.  As  explained  above,  conditions 
have  not  yet  worked  out  io  such  an 
extent  that  the  car  shortage  has  been 
brought  to  an  end,  but  local  railroad 
men  firmly  believe  that  this  will  be  the 
result  of  the  present  situation.  One  or 
two  even  go  so  far  as  to  predict  that 
inside  of  a  month,  possibly  even  in  two 
weeks,- there  will  be  a  surplus  of  cars 
on  Northwestern  roads. 

Inquiry  was  also  made  among  local 
passenger  agents  this  morning  to  as- 
certain if  the  money  conditions  had 
had  any  affect  on  the  passenger  travel. 
Some  of  the  agents  said  it  was  a  fact 
that  travel  had  fallen  off  because  of 
the  strained  conditions,  while  others 
maintained  that  they  could  see  no  dif- 
ference.

TWELVE  STATES 

Will  be  Held  on  Tues- 
day for  Various  State 
Officers. 

New  York,  Nov.  4. — Voters  in  twelve 
states  will  cast  their  ballots  on  Tues- 
day in  Mosbachusetts,  Rhode  Island, 
Maryland.  Mi«si9sippi  and  Kentucky 
for  a  governor  and  other  state  offloers; 
in  New  Jersey  for  a  governor  only; 
In  Now  York  for  two  associate  jus- 
tices of  the  court  of  app««Js;  in  Penn- 
sylvania for  a  state  treasurer,  and  in 
Nebraska  tor  a  railroad  commissioner 
and  two  regemts,  of  the  state  univer- 
sity. Municipal  officers  will  be  elected 
In  Ohio,  Utaii  and  California,  while 
In  Now  York  ci>unty,  a  number  of 
Judges  and  a  sJieriflf  will  1>€  elected. 

Boston,  Nov.  4. — While  the  campaign 
In  Massachusetts  for  the  annual  elec- 
tions has  been  carried  on  with  far  less 
s;p4rlt  than  for  many  yeara,  it  has  been 
attended  by  a  number  of  unusual  fea- 
tures. 

There  are  seven  candidates  for  gov- 
ernor running  on  nine  tickets  and  alx>ut 
the  same  number  of  aspirants  for  the 
other  state  offices.  The  candidates  for 
governor  are: 

Curtis  Guild,  Jr.,  (Republican),  who 
is  seeking  re-election;  S.  E.  Whitney. 
(Democratic),  who  is  also  running  on 
Independent  lines  on  Citizen  and  Demo- 
cratic nomination  papers;  Thomas  L. 
Hi.sgen,  Indei)endonce  league;  Charles 
VV.  Bartlett,  (anti-merger  Democratic 
nomination);  Harvey  S.  Crewell,  (Pro- 
hibition); John  A.  Brown.  Socialist, 
and  Thomas  F.  Brennan.  Socialist  La- 
l>or. 

The  Democratic  split  at  Springfield 
and  the  placing  of  two  tickets  In  the 
field,  headed  by  rlv.'tl  candidates,  has

■'My  particular  iravellng  companion," 
said  the  attendant  thts  morning,  "while 
somewhat  disposed  to  be  violent  at 
tinie.s,  fortunately  enough  looked  at  the 
world  through  optimistic  eyes,  and  usual- 
ly was  in  a  good  humor  as  a  result.  His 
conttnement  in  the  local  county  Jail  had 
tamed  him  down  coiuildei ably,  and  when 
we  started  on  the  long  trip  to  Austria  he 
was  in  a  submissive  frame  of  mind,  but 
the  farther  we  got  from  Duluth  the  more 
active  he  became,  and  in  anyone's  pres- 
ence, but  my  own,  he  seemed  to  rule  the 
roost,  and  to  cause  more  or  less  trouble.

J^uka  took  it.  quietly  emptied 
its  contenis  into  his  hand,  stuck  the 
cigarettes  into  his  pocket,  and  handed 
back  the  empty  box.

Unfortunately,  how- 
ever, Luka  roomed  just  across  the  hall 
from  the  captain,  and  this  Impatient 
individual's  sleep  was  disturbed  to  such 
an  extent  to  the  wild  notes  of  pleasure 
floating  forth  on  the  briny  ocean  air, 
that  he  mildly  suggested  that  we  give 
Luka  a  sleeping  potion.

They  were  very  Important 
and  officious  looking  In  their  uniforms, 
and  I  sized  then^  up  for  police  captains, 
at  least.  Afterwards  I  found  out  that 
they  were  bagg.ige  h.andlers  about  the 
depot.  Almost  everybody  wears  a  uni- 
form in  Germany,  and  until  you  learn 
to  distinguish,  it  is  hard  to  tell  the  dif- 
ference between  the  chief  of  police 
and  the  cab  drivers. 

"When  the  train  finally  did  pull  Into  the 
station  I  had  to  walk  the  full  length  of 
the  platform,  Luka  singing  at  every  step, 
and  trotting  along  with  head  thrown 
back  and  knees  curved.  In  imitation  of  a 
trottins  horse.  The  crowd  followed  us, 
and  for  a  time  traffic  was  delayed.  On 
entering  the  ttny  coach,  Luka  paused 
long  enough  to  throw  his  arms  around  the 
neck  of  a  man  already  inside,  and  to  kiss 
him  on  the  cheek  with  a  great  display 
of  affection.  Tlie  passenger  was  not  alto- 
gether pleased  with  the  greeting. 

"Arrived  at  Bremen,  tiiere  was  another 
congestion  of  traffic  on  the  streets  while 
a  steamship  company  official  and  myself 
led  the  singing  Luka  up  the  streets  to 
the  office  of  the  company.  There  I  left 
liim,  and  as  soon  as  I  was  out  of  sight 
they  offered  him  a  cup  of  coflfee.  He 
sjiiUed  the  coffee  on  the  floor  and  threw 
the  cup  through  a  plate-glass  door,  siilash- 
inx  It  to  pieces.  Then  he  started  in  to 
clean  up  the  place,  and  when  I  saw  him 
half  an  hour  later  four  men  were  holding 
him  down,  and  he  was  singing  like  a 
drunken  lumberjack,  only  louder.  I  ex- 
plained to  the  Interpreter  that  they  didn't 
know  how  to  do  it.  Luka  seemed  glad  to 
see  me,  and  in  view  of  this  fact  1  thought 
it  was  a  good  opportunity  to  impress  upon 
the  minds  of  the  Germans  what  a  remark- 
able n\an  I  was. 

"With  some  misgivings,  which  I  must 
confess  were  shared  by  me,  they  let  him 
free.  He  stood  up,  shook  hands,  smiled 
plea.santly  and  continued  to  sing.  He 
had  Kotten  so  used  to  me  that  he  was 
rather  decently  disposed  when  I  was 
around,  but  of  course  the  time  for  the 
sad  parting  came  at  last.  Luka  was 
apparently  as  glad  to  get  rid  of  me  as  I 
was  to  say  good-bye  to  him,  for  freedom 
to  make  use  of  his  muscular  powers 
pleased  hini  mightily.  A  bloody  nose,  a 
few  discoloratlons  of  the  skin  and  two  or 
three  black  ^yes  were  the  net  result  of 
the  scrap  he  had  with  the  Germans  in 
the  steamship  company  office.  The  com- 
pany sent  a  man  to  his  home  town  with 
Luka,  and  I  understand  l)Oth  arrived 
there  safe  and  sound."

was  entered  into  In  relation  to  the  for- 
mation of  the  California  Calaveras 
Mining  company  by  which  it  wa« 
agreed  that  the  first  directors  should 
be  appointed  by  Manson  and  should 
remain  in  office  until  the  pn^perty  had 
been  transferred  to  the  company,  when 
they  should  retire  in  favx)r  of  the  com- 
plainant and  his  friends;  Manson,  how- 
ever,  remaining  president  of  the  com- 

paJiy, 

It  is  claimed  that  from  the  very  first 
Manson  started  to  swindle  the  com- 
pany. He  caused  It  to  issue  three 
notes  for  $100,0<W  eaoh,  two  of  which 
were  afterwards  paid  to  himself,  while 
ho  also  had  large  blocks  of  stock  placed 
in  his  name.  He  later  claimed  that 
the  third  note  for  $100,0)0  had  been 
sold  and  had  the  company  make  a 
trust  deed  in  favor  of  E.  W.  Wilson  of 
San  Francisco.  The  com.plainant  avers 
that  the  company  is  not  In  fact  In- 
debted on  this  note,  while  Manson  has 
disappeared,  leaving,  liowever.  a  major- 
ity of  the  board  of  directors  pledged 
to  his  interests. 

Last  June.  Manson's  directors  order- 
ed the  mine  closed  down,  and  It  is 
thought  that  he  now  intends  to  run  it 
for  his  own  benefit.  A  temporary  in- 
junction has  been  granted  by  Judge 
Van  Fleet  prohibiting  Manson  from 
voting  his  stock  and  enjoining  him  and 
the  other  stockholders  and  directors 
asi*oclated  with  him  from  asi^lgning  or 
attempting  to  collect  the  note,  or  al- 
lowing it  to  pass  out  of  their  posses- 
sion. 

The  complainant  also  asks  that  the 
company  shall  have  judgnvent  against 
the  offending  parties,  that  Manson  be 
ordered  to  return  150.000  shares  of  stock 
now  In  his  possession,  that  the  note  be 
cancelled,  and  that  a  receiver  be  ap- 
pointed to  take  charge  of  the  property 
until  the  rights  of  all  the  parties  are 
finally  settled  and  adjusted.  The  large 
que.stioins  will  be  argued  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  temporary  injunction  al- 
ready granted  which  will  be  early  this 
month.

Herald.)— A.  M.  Ingalls,  chief  clerk  for 
the  Bovey  Hardware  company,  owned  by 
Mayor  Provtn.^ky,  and  a  highly  respected 
young  man,  was  accidentally  shot  and 
almost  Instantly  killed  while  hunting  with 
John  Snecht  and  Peter  Olson  near  Trout 
lake,  about  one  mile  from  town,  Sunday 
morninjr.

Olson  and 
Specht  brought  the  body  to  town,  and 
later  in  the  day  I»eputy  t^oroner  Peterson 
held  an  Inquest,  the  result  of  wlilch  was 
that  the  killing  was  accidental,  and 
exonerated  Specht.

Years. 


Melvin  J.  Forbes  of  530  East  Second 
street,  died  shortly  after  6  o'clock  Sun- 
day morning.  Death  was  due  to  heart 
trouble,  from  which  Mr.  Forbes  had 
been  a  sufferer  for  several  months.

LIQUORQUESTION 

Will  be  tiie  Only  Topic  at  Tuesday's 
Election  in  Delaware. 

Dover,  Del.,  Nov.  4.— Delaware  tomor- 
row will  vote  on  the  liquor  question. 
The  campaign  Just  closed  has  been 
one  of  the  most  interesting  in  the  his- 
tory of  the  state  and  has  been  devoid 
of  party  politics.  The  legislature  of 
last  winter  passed  a  bill  conferring 
upon  the  voters  the  privileg-e  of  deter- 
mining whether  liquor  should  be  sold 
or  manufactured  in  the  districts  of  the 
state.  There  are  fo\ir  districts,  Kent 
county,  Sussex  county,  rural  Newcastle 
county  and  the  city  of  Wilming-ton. 
There  ar©  only  three  counties  In  the 
state  and  Wilmington  is  in  Newcastle 
county.  If  a  majority  of  the  voters 
In  any  one  district  decide  that  there 
shall  be  no  license  then  the  saloons 
in  that  district  must  go  out  of  bus- 
iness. The  state  will  vote  on  the  liquor 
question  only,  there  being  no  muni- 
cipal, county  or  state  tickets  in  the 
way.  In  the  fight  throughout  the  sta-te 
tho  temperance  workers  have  had  the 
advaiitag^e  of  Republican  and  Demo- 
cratic leaders  alike,  party  lines  abso- 
lutely beir^  eliminated. 

Both  sides  olalm  they  will  win.  The 
temperance  advocates  say  they  will 
carry  everything,  except  the  city  of 
Wilming-ton,  which  they  declare  to  be 
in  doubt.  The  opposition  are  claiming 
t;:at  the  vote  will  be  "wet"  with  the 
exception  of  rural  Newcastle  county 
which  they  believe  to  be  doubtful. 

Baltimore,  Nov.  4. — Political  work- 
ers are  today  receiving  their  final  in- 
structions, and  the  concluding  minor 
preparations  are  being  made  In  the 
city  and  state  for  tomorrow's  election. 

Chairman  Standlver  of  the  Demo- 
cratic state  committee  claims  the  elec- 
tion of  Judgre  Crothers  for  governor 
by  at  least  12,000  majority,  and  of  the 
rest  of  the  Democratic  state  ticket  and 
a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  leg- 
iskiture.  Chairman  Parran  of  the  Re- 
publican state  committee  is  equally 
assertive  in  his  claims  that  the  Re- 
publicans will  elect  Galther  for  gover- 
nor by  from  8,000  to  13,000  majority. 

Philadelphia,  Nov.  4. — There  is  little 
Interest  in  the  election  of  a  state 
treasurer,  the  only  state  office  to  be 
filled.  The  Repuhlicans  say  John  O. 
Sheatz  will  win  by  more  than  100, OOt) 
plurality,  while  the  Democratic  man- 
agers say  they  believe  John  G.  Har- 
man.   their  candidate,   will  be  elected- 

The  Independent  Republicans  In 
Philadelphia  are  making  some  show  of 
fight  against  the  $10,000,000  city  loan 
proposition,  but  It  is  practically  cer- 
tain the  vote  of  the  city  will  be  in 
favor  of  the  loan.

New  York,  Nov.  4.— Engagements  of 
foreign  gold  for  the  United  States  al- 
ready have  reached  about  the  $30,000,000 
mark.  The  Seaboard  National  bank 
announced  today  that  it  had  procured 
$350,000  of  the  metal. 

Heldelbach,  Ickelheimer  &  Co.,  %l»o 
announced  today  the  engagement  of 
$1,000,000  in  gold,  and  Lazard  Freres 
engaged  an  additional  $1,250,000  for  Im- 
port. This  makes  the  total  engage- 
ment for  the  movement  $32,250,000.

THE  COUNCIL'S  DUTY. 

The  city  council  will  tonight  take  up  for  decisive 
action  the  petition  for  the  extension  of  Railroad  street 
from  Fifteenth  avenue  west  to  a  junction  with  GartielJ 
avenue. 

Without  this  extension  Railroad  street  ends  "'in  the 
air,"  and  is  of  questionable  value.  With  the  extension. 
Railroad  street  would  be  made  a  practicable  thoroughfare 
giving  a  new  outlet  from  the  wholesale  district  to  Supe- 
rior, the  West  end  and  West  Duluth. 

As  The  Herald  has  stated  before,  it  would  be  hard  to 
find  a  place  in  the  city  where  so  slight  an  effort  can  be 
made  to  produce  such  desirable  results.  It  would  give 
the  wholesale  district  a  more  direct  and  an  easier  road 
westward,  besides  affording  a  new  connection  with  the 
western  part  of  the  city  to  be  used  for  hauling  purposes 
generally  if  anything  should  happen  to  block  the  present 
thoroughfare.  It  would  turn  Railroad  street  from  a  stub 
with  only  one  end  into  a  useful  and  much-needed 
thoroughfare. 

The  cost  will  not  be  great,  and  compared  with  the 
good  that  will  result  it  will  be  very  small  indeed. 

It  appears  to  be  the  duty  of  the  council,  under  all 
the  circumstances,  to  provide  this  improvement  at  as 
early  a  date  as  it  conveniently  can. 


be  an  extension  of  the  service  that  will  be  vastly  appre- 
ciated by   country  merchants   and   their  farmer   patrons. 

The  general  public  gets  something  out  of  it,  in  the 
reduction  of  the  parcels  rate  from  i6  to  I'a  cents,  and 
the  increase  in  the  maximum  weight  of  parcels  from 
four  to  eleven  pounds,  and  these  will  help.  Postmaster 
General  Meyer  is  also  considering  the  recommendation 
of  a  local  parcels  post  delivery  at  city  free  delivery 
oflFices,  but  as  that  involves  the  use  of  wagons  and  auto- 
mobiles for  carrying  the  parcels,  congress  would  have 
to  appropriate  money  for  it.  so  the  prospect  of  this  serv- 
ice is  not  immediately  promising. 

If  the  rural  delivery  parcels  post  goes,  however,  it  is 
but  an  entering  wedge.  The  country  will  not  be  satis- 
fied until  it  has  a  complete  parcels  post  service,  at 
reasonable  rates.  In  order  to  succeed  in  a  country  so 
great  as  this  the  rates  would  have  to  be  based  on  dis- 
tance, of  course,  but  that  can  be  easily  arranged.  Under 
the  proposed  general  reduction,  the  postoflfice  would 
get  the  business  for  long  distances  only,  while  for  short 
di.stances  the  express  companies  :ould  probably  under- 
bid the  postoflfice.  Under  a  distance  parcels  post  rate, 
the  postofTicc  would  come  directly  into  competition  with 
the  express  companies  all  along  the  line,  and  the  people 
would  benefit.

THE  OFF-YEAR  ELECTIONS. 

Elections  are  to  be  held  tomorrow  in  nine  states. 
Governors  arc  to  be  elected  in  Maryland,  Massachusetts, 
New  Jersey,  Rhode  Island,  Kentucky  and  Missi.^.>ippi, 
and  minor  state  officers  in  Pennsylvania,  Nebraska  and 
New  York. 

These  campaigns  have  attracted  little  iiUerest  outside 
of  the  states  concerned,  a  municipal  election,  strangely 
enough,  having  absorbed  most  of  the  feeble  public  inter- 
est in  the  states  that  hold  their  elections  in  the  even- 
numbered  years. 

In  Cleveland  Theodore  Burton,  a  ripe,  scholarly  and 
absolutely  unblemished  statesman  of  power  and  worth, 
has  been  led  to  attack  the  position  of  Tom  L.  Johnson, 
the  wealthy,  broad-thinking  and  effective  mayor  of  that 
city.  The  contest  there  is  heated  and  bitter.  The  regis- 
tration is  the  largest  in  years,  and  the  vote  will  be  heavy. 
The  fight  is  by  no  means  one-sided,  but  the  odds  are 
with  Johnson,  and  they  ought  to  be.  It  was  no  true 
friend  of  Burton's  who  induced  him  to  abandon  tem- 
porarily his  career  of  usefulness  in  congress  to  seek  the 
mayoralty  of  Cleveland.  His  has  been  an  up-hill  fight. 
His  party  in  that  city  has  acquired  the  odor  of  corpora-' 
tlon  taint,  and  while  nobody  believes  that  Burton  would 
turn  the  city  over  to  the  public  service  corporations,  he 
has  been  handicapped  by  their  support,  and  in  view  of 
what  Johnson  has  done  to  these  institutions  that  alone  is 
enough  to  defeat  him.  The  impression  throughout  the 
country  is  that  Johnson  is  a  splendid  man  for  mayor  of 
Cleveland,  that  Burton  is  a  splendid  man  for  chairman 
of  the  rivers  and  harbors  comtnittee  of  congress,  and 
that  therefore  the  proper  thing  is  to  keep  both  of  them 
where  they  are.  The  probabilities  are  that  that  will  be 
the  result.         * 

The  contest  in  Maryland  is  heated,  too.  The  issue 
is  the  election  laws  passed  by  the  Democratic  legisla- 
ture, and  the  result  is  in  doubt.  The  New  Jersey  cam- 
paign is  on  purely  state  issues,  and  both  parties  are 
claiming  the  governorship.  In  Rhode  Island  the  Repub- 
licans are  predicting  the  defeat  of  the  present  Democratic 
governor,  James  H.  Higgins,  while  the  Democrats  are 
with  equal  confidence  declaring  that  he  will  be  re-elected. 
In  Massachusetts,  owing  to  the  split  in  the  Democratic 
party  with  two  Democratic  candidates  for  governor  in 
the  field, -Governor  Curtis  Guild,  Republican,  ought  to  be 
re-elected.  The  Missi.^sippi  campaign  is  simply  to  carry 
out  the  direction  of  the  Democratic  party  at  its  primary 
election,  and  the  Republicans  are  modestly  refraining 
from  offering  any  claims.  The  Kentucky  campaign  is 
one  of  the  most  interesting  in  the  field.  The  Repub- 
licans are  making  strong  claims,  but  they  are  hardly 
likely  to  elect  their  candidate  for  governor. 

It  will  be  interesting  to  note  whether  the  recent  finan- 
cial disturbance  has  any  effect  upon  tjie  party  vote. 
Ordinarily  it  wcjuld  be  reflected  in  a  strong  increase  in 
the  vote  of  the  party  opposed  to  the  administration,  but 
all  rules  fail  in  a  Roosevelt  administration,  and  it  may 
be  different  this  time. 


NO  NEED  OF  THIS. 

Judging  from  an  item  in  The  Herald  Saturday  even- 
ing, there  are  some  people  in  the  city  who  need  further 
light  upon  the  measures  that  have  been  taken  by  the  local 
banks  to  safeguard  the  local  financial  situation. 

It  was  stated  that  certain  merchants  were  charging 
large  commissions  for  turning  cashiers'  checks  into  real 
money.  In  one  case  75  cents  was  asked  for  casliing  a 
$10  certificate  and  in  another  case  a  more  just  charge  of 
50  cents  was  asked  for  cashing  a  $20  certificate.  There 
were  hints,  however,  that  even  higher  charges  than  the.se 
were  being  made  where  it  semed  likely  that  the  traffic 
would  bear  them. 

It  jhould  be  impressed  upon  the  minds  of  all,  how- 
ever, that  it  isn't  necessary  to  spend  a  single  cent  to 
cash  these  checks.  They  are  good  for  their  full  face 
value  in  any  store  in  town.  They  are  issued  in  denom- 
inations as  low  as  $1  each,  and  for  all  practical  purposes 
these  are  just  as  good  as  dollar  bWls. 

Checks,  too,  need  not  be  discounted.  If  cash  cannot 
be  obtained  for  them,  they  can  be  easily  turned  into 
cashiers'  checks,  which  are  just  as  good  as  cash  every- 
where. Besides,  there  is  a  good  deal  more  cash  circulat- 
ing than  most  people  imagine. 

Don't  let  anybody  make  dishonest  profits  out  of  your 
cashiers'  checks.  There  is  no  need  of  letting  anybody 
make  a  cent  out  of  them.  Use  them  as  money,  and  you 
can  buy  just  as  much  as  you  can  with  gold. 


THE  PARCELS  POST. 

In  his  recent  talk  to  the  postmasters  of  New  England 
at  Boston  Postmaster  General  Meyer  pretty  effectually 
disposed  of  the  country  merchants'  opposition  to  his  par- 
cels post  plan,  by  showing  that  it  does  not  threaten  them 
in  the  least,  but  instead  offers  tliem  a  chance  to  increase 
their  business  by  giving  tliem  a  handicap  over  the  mail 
order  houses. 

Under  his  plan,  while  there  will  be  a  reduction  in  the 
present  parcels  post  rates  and  an  increase  in  the  maxi- 
mum weight  of  parcels  carried,  the  real  reduction  will 
be  made  only  on  parcels  carried  from  rural  route  dis- 
tributing offices  to  the  rtiral  route  patrons.  Thus  in 
Duluth  the  plan  would  only  be  effective  on  the  several 
rural  routes  running  out  of  the  city,  and  Duluth  mer- 
chants could  send  goods  to  the  patrons  of  these  routes 
much  cheaper  than  a  Chicago  mail  order  house  could. 
This  will  stop  at  once  the  plea  of  the  country  merchants 
that  the  parcels  post  is  going  to  ruin  their  business  and 
build  up  the  mail  order  business.  It  does  not  even  harm 
the  express  companies,  because  they  do  not  do  business 
on  rural  routes. 

The  present  parcels  post  rate  in  this  country  is  16 
cents  a  pound,  and  the  limit  of  weight  is  four  pounds. 
Mr.  Meyer  proposes  to  reduce  the  general  rate  to  12 
cents,  and  to  raise  the  maximum  to  eleven  pounds.  This 
will  be  a  substantial  benefit,  and  will  afford  some  relief 
from  e.vpress  companies'  extortions. 

On  rural  routes  the  rate  will  be  5  cents  for  the  first 
pound  and  2  cents  for  each  additional  pound  up  to  eleven 
pounds,  or  25  cents  for  an  li-pound  package.     This  will 


A  NEW  FEDERAL  GOVERNMENT? 

The  governors  of  Georgia.  Alabama  and  North  Caro- 
lina do  not  appear  to  recognize  it,  but  they  are  offering 
in  their  views  and  conduct  the  very  strongest  possible 
argument  in  favor  of  federal  regulation  of  railroad  rates 
and  against  state  attempts  at  such  regulation.  Yet  every 
governor  of  the  lot  is  a  strong  state's  rights  man,  and 
firmly  believes  that  the  states  ought«to  regulate  and  that 
the  government  ought  to  let  them  alone  in  that  work. 

These  governors  have  now  got  together  and  deter- 
mined to  have  their  states  join  hands  with  other  states  in 
the  regulation  of  interstate  traffic.  They  are  going  to 
start  with  passenger  rates,  and  to  try  to  substitute  a 
general  2j4-cent  rate  in  the  South  instead  of  the  3-cent 
interstate  rate  and  the  2  and  2^/4-cent  intrastate  rates 
now  in  force.  They  are  not  only  going  to  act  together, 
but  they  are  going  to  ask  other  states  to  join  with  them 
in  this  work. 

"We  regard."  they  say,  "the  complete  recognition 
of  the  right  of  the  states  to  regulate  the  interstate  busi- 
ness of  transportation  as  absolutely  necessary." 

These  governors  are  strangely  thick-headed  if  they 
cannot  see  in  this  a  practical  confession  that  state  regu- 
lation cannot  succeed,  and  that  the  only  effective  meas- 
ure is'  federal  regulation. 

If  individual  state  regulation,  without  co-operation, 
IS  sufficient,  why  should  they  need  to  join  hands?  If 
co-operation  is  admitted  to  be  necessary,  why  form  a 
new  coalition  of  states  for  a  single  purpose  when  there 
already  exists  in  the  federal  government  a  serviceable 
and  effective  coalition  which  proved  its  worth  and 
strength? 

Denying  the  right  of  the  national  government  to 
regulate  rates,  while  admitting  that  the  states  alone 
cannot  do  the  work  without  effective  co-operation,  they 
are  seeking  to  substitute  for  the  national  government  a 
new  coalition  of  states  to  carry  on  the  work  of  railroad 
regulation.- 

The  only  theory  on  which  such  a  coalition  could  be 
excused  is  that  the  national  government  is  a  failure.  If 
that  is  true,  the  experiment  begun  in  178*^  and  tested  in 
1801  should  be  abandoned.  If  the  states  30  distrust  the 
nation  that  they  form  a  new  coalition  to  regulate  rail- 
road rates,  why  not  have  this  coalition  regulate  the 
trusts,  too?  Why  not  have  it  revise  the  tjiriff?  Why  not 
have  it  pass  all  federal  laws?  Why  not,  indeed,  have 
it  march  up«)n  Washington  and  take  the  control  of  the 
nation  away  from  the  present  federal  government?  For 
what  It  seeks  is  federal  control  in  a  new  form. 

No,  this  scheme  will  not  do.  It  serves  no  useful  pur- 
pose. It  admits  the  inability  of  the  states,  standing  upon 
an  obsolete  state's  rights  doctrine,  to  cope  with  prob- 
lems that  arc  essentially  national  in  their  character,  and 
not  state  or  sectional. 

If  these  governors  had  wished  to  make  a  case  for 
federal  control  against  state  control,  they  could  not  have 
gone  about  it  in  any  more  effective  way.

Whether  it  is  done  by  the  public  schools  or  by  the 
parents  it  is  vitally  necessary  that  such  instruction  should 
be  given  every  child  at  the  earliest  possible  moment,  in 
order  to  safeguard  the  children  from  the  vicious  and  de- 
grading instruction  that  they  are  certain  to  gain  from 
the  street.

bill.    It   is   a   Just   measure. 

Minnesota  is  one  of  the  states  that 
has  failed  to  keep  faith  with  the  na^ 
tionai  government.  It  lia.s  embezzled  the 
funds  derived  from  this  grant.  It  has 
sold  thousands  of  dollars  worth  of 
timber  each  year  from  these  swamp 
lands,  and  instead  of  lonestly  using  that 
money  to  reclaim  the  land  detimbered, 
it  has  carted  away  the  swa«  to  buUd 
up  Southern  Minnesota  schools  and  In- 
stitutions.

This  policy  for  thirty  yeor.s  kept 
St.  Paul  the  center  of  p<jpulatlon,  and 
for  fifty  years  the  center  of  ahsolute 
political   power. 

We  hope  to  see  the  federal  govern- 
ment take  back  Its  swamp  lands  on  a 
breach  of  contract,  else  compel  the 
guilty  states  to  finish  their  contracts  at 
once.  It  Is  true  the  state  is  digging 
ditches  In  Northern  Minnesota,  but  It  U 
not  done  with  a  cheerful  spirit  nor  a 
liberal  hand.  With  bended  knee  and 
fawning  Up  must  the  northern  citizen 
ask  for  drainage  work,  and  while  we  ask 
a  few  thousand  each  year,  the  people 
of  the  swamp  grant  country  have  a  legal 
and    moraJ     right     to    demand    millions. 

Minnesota  now  holds  as  state  lan«i 
5.070,200  a  res  of  swamp  taken  under 
the  act,  ....ccording  to  the  Washington 
dispatch,  the  value  of  which.  If  available 
for  cultivation  would  be  worth  $304,212,- 
000.  Yet  that  cold,  clammy  corporation 
known  as  the  state,  which  has  hardly 
got  to  work  to  develop  these  values,  is 
asking  the  government  to  appropriate 
funds  to  complete   the  drainage   contract. 

The  state  of  Minnesota  should  be  sent 
to  the  rock  pile  and  its  plunder  con- 
fiscated by  the  abused  government  that 
sixty  years  ago  gave  it  a  chance  to  get 
on   in    the    world.

INTEGRITY 

OF  NORWAY 

Guaranteed    by    Four 

Great   Powers   in 

New  Treaty. 

Stockholm,  Nov.  4.— Tho  clgnlng  by 
representatives  of  Norway,  France, 
Germany,  Great  Britain  and  Russia  of 
a  new  treaty  g'uaranteelng  the  Integrity 
of  Norway  is  a  subject  of  g'eneral 
comment  throughout  Sweden,  agralmst 
which  country  tho  treaty  Is  alleged  to 
be  aimed. 

While  the  treaty  \a  admitted  to  be 
Norway's  own  ooncern,  It  already  has 
caused  a  feeling  of  widespread  dissatis- 
faction, and  li  is  considered  a  serious 
obstacle  to  the  improverocnt  of  the  re- 
lations between  Sweden  and  Norway. 
In  headquarters  regret  is  expressed  at 
Norway's  efforts  to  place  herself  un- 
der the  guard  of  the  powers,  and  espe- 
cially as  the  dtclaration  Is  made  that 
the  powers  may  llnd  occasion  to  at- 
tempt the  control  of  Norway's  foreign 
relations.  It  Is  said  that  while  the 
negotiations  for  this  treaty  were  In 
progre-ss  with  Norway,  the  question 
was  asked  by  one  power  whether  Swe- 
den also  did  not  dc-sire  guarantee, 
and  that  to  this  ?ho  .Swedish  govern- 
ment answered  deflniitely  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

It  Is  recalled  that  the  Swedish  min- 
ister of  foreign  affairs  recently  said 
that  It  was  not  the  policy  of  Sweden 
that  had  rendered  the  guarantee  ne<'es- 
eary. 

LAMP  EXPLODES. 

Mrs.   Esther   Knutson  of  St.  Paul  is 
Frightfully  Burned  to  Death. 

St.  Paul,  Minn..  Nov.  4.— Mrs.  Esther 
Knutson,  81  Valley  street,  was  fatally 
burned  early  Sunday  by  the  explosion  of 
a  lamp  she  was  carrying.  Her  death  fol- 
lowed a  few  hours  later  at  the  City  hos- 
pital. She  was  burned  from  head  to 
font. 

Mrs.  Knutson  lived  with  her  son-in-law 
and  daughtf-r.  Mr.  and  Mrs.  O.  N.  Rog- 
nc8.  She  aro.se  early  to  make  the  fire 
and  prepare  breakfast.  She  was  going 
through  the  kitchen  with  a  lamp  which 
exploded.  The  burning  oil  fell  over  her 
and  eel  firo  to  her  clothing. 

Mrs.  Knutson  ran  Into  the  back  yard, 
expecting  to  smother  the  flames,  which 
spread  rapidly  She  screamed  In  at;ony 
and  fell  to  the  ground.  The  flames  were 
burntne  away  the  last  shreds  of  her  gar- 
ments and  i-ou.stlHK  her  flesh.  The  daugh- 
ter, Mrs.  Kognes,  who  had  heard  her 
mother's  cry  ran  to  the  rescue  with  a 
bed  cover.  Mrs.  Rognes  succeeded  in  ex- 
tinguishing the  flames  and  getting  her 
mother  Into  the  house,  where  she  soon 
died.  Mrs.  Knutson  was  77  years  old 
and  wag  born  in  Norway.  She  had  lived 
in  North  Dakota  many  years,  and  during 
tlie  past  twelve  years  had  been  a  resident 
of  St.    Paul.

H.  O.  Smith, 
se<;retary  of  the  federation,  is  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Typographical  union,  and 
the  action  of  the  printers  takes  away 
his  membership  in  the  state  body.

Is  St.  Louds  county  to  do  anything 
In  the  way  of  provldln^r  a  proper  place 
of  detention  for  Juvenile  prlsonei^  or 
for  Juvenile  offenders  whom  the  court 
does  not  car©  to  hold  in  the  county 
Jai,17 

Those  who  have  the  Juvenile  court 
matters  in  charge  say  there  never  was 
a  tlane  when  the  need  of  a  place  of 
detention  for  Juveniles  was  so  apparent 
us  the  present  and  the  county  board 
may  be  urged  to  take  soone  action. 

The  matter  of  providing  a  place  of 
detention  foar  Juveniles  has  be«n 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  board 
by  Judge  Ensign  and,  several  weeks 
€!«o  First  Assistant  County  Attorney 
W.  J.  Stevenson  was  requested  by  the 
commissioners  to  confer  with  Judge 
Ensign  of  the  Juvenile  court  with  a 
view  of  determining  some  plan  for  the 
proper  care  of  youthful  offenders,  the 
court  bei'ig  reluctant  abooit  having 
them  detained  in  the  county  Jail  where 
they  might  conie  in  contact  with  older 
porsona  heJd,  or  committed,  for  crime. 

Mr.  Stevenson  has  conferred  with 
the  juvenile  court  officials  and,  it  is 
understood  two  plans  have  reeceived 
consideration,  althou^rh  nothing  definite 
has  yet  been  done  toward  adopting 
either  plan. 

One  plan  tJiat  has  been  sugigested  is 
for  the  county  to  rent  some  building 
in  proximity  to  the  manual  training 
school  in  Duluth,  estabiish  therein,  with 
free  rental,  ajid  under  salary,  ^  com- 
petent family  to  care  for  such  Ju\'eniles 
as  might  be  detained  there  from  time 
to  time  by  order  of  the  juvenile  court. 
Under  tills  plan  the  Juveniles  thus 
cared  for  would  be  sent  to  the  manual 
training  school  for  Instruction  and  their 
ilving  expenses  would  be  iooked  after 
by  the  county. 

The  second  plan  Is  to  have  the  court 
select  some  family  deemed  competent 
to  look  after  Juveniles  which  the  court 
may  order  detained,  from  time  to  time, 
the  county  to  pay  either  a  straight 
salary,  or  pay  for  the  trouble  and  ex- 
pense that  the  family  might  be  put  in 
each  case. 

In  case  either  plan  is  ever  adopted 
it  will  necessitate  the  selection  of  com- 
pelent  persons  to  look  after  the  juve- 
niles to  be  detained.  Up  to  the  pres- 
ent time.  It  is  understood,  neither  the 
court  nor  those  connected  with  It  have 
been  able  to  decide  on  a  family  that 
would  meet  the  requirements,  or  a  fam- 
ily, which  if  they  did  meet  require- 
iments,  would  be  willing  to  accept  the 
charge. 

There  seems  to  be  a  good  opening 
for  the  right  persons,  if  the  county 
deternvlnes  to  adopt  either  one  of  the 
two  plans  mentioned,  and  K  is  thought 
that  if  publicity  be  given  the  matter 
the  names  of  »ome  competent  people 
may  be  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
Juvenile  court  or  the  county  board.

Deals  With  Concep- 
tions of  God. 

New   Theology   Differs 

From  Old  in  Methods 

and  Results. 


In  the  third  sermon  In  a  series  on  "The 
Gospel  and  the  New  Age,  "  yesterday 
morning  Rfv.  John  Walker  Powell  dis- 
cussed the  new  theology.  Mr.  Powell 
said    in    part: 

"The  present  age  is  impatient  of  ab- 
stractions. It  demands  of  every  truth 
that  it  shall  have  some  bearing  on  life. 
It  approaches  truth,  not  from  the  side  of 
logical  llieorles.  but  of  observed  facts. 
Any  theology,  therefore,  wliich  Is  to 
I  grip  the  mind  of  this  age  and  compel 
I  Us  assent,  must  be  founded  on  life,  and 
i>e  adapted  to  the  spiritual  needs  of  men. 
Theology  is  nothing  but  the  intellectual 
interpretation  of  religious  experience.  In 
the  light  of  modern  acieiitluc  and  psycho- 
logical knowledg'*,  the  mind  of  man 
ought  to  see  more  deeply  iiuo  the  trutlis 
of  the  Christian  lalth  than  tlie  mind  of 
the  fifieenih  century.  )[>oitie  day  a  man 
will  arise  who  will  do  far  the  twentietli 
century  what  Augustus  did  for  tlie  fifth, 
and  Thomas  Aquinas  for  the  thirteenth 
and  Calvin  for  the  sixteenth  century, 
liut  in  the  meantime  the  most  earnest 
minds  lu  all  the  ciiurcho.<)  ars  working 
toward. this   end. 

"This  movement  is  not  to  be  Judged  by 
its  more  radical  represeniatU'es.  In  every 


soul  itself,  and  cannot  be  set  siside  except 
by  transforming  the  character.  Salvation 
is  not  the  removing  of  penalty.

on  Thursday.  The  fact  that  $2,000,000  | 
in  gold  was  purchased  in  the  open  mar-  j 
ket  in  London  during  the  jnorndng  for  . 
export  to  America  probably  hastened  [ 
the  action  of  the  Ixink.  This  brings 
the  total  gold  engagem/ente  up 
$30,000,000  of  which  about  $7,200,000  will 
arrive  on  Wednesday  and  $10,000,000 
on  Friday.  While  there  is  consider- 
able pressure  for  capital  in  Europe  it 
Is  felt  that  this  country  has  the  ad- 
vantage :n  the  staU'  of  the  trade  bal- 
ance. Crops  are  8hc>rt  in  Europe  and 
it  is  absolutely  essential  to  obtain  Am- 
erican wheat  and  cotton  at  any  rea- 
sonable price.  These  prices  are  much 
hlg'her  than  in  1893,  when  cotton  wa* 
8  cents  against  about  11  cente  at  the 
present  time  and  wheat  was  70  cents 
against  the  present  price  of  $1.07.  while 
American  srteel  rails  are  selling  at  a 
record  price.  These  forces,  with  the 
fact  that  the  first  half  of  the  year 
showed  an  excess  of  exports  of  $18,000.- 
000,  as  compared  with  a  balance  the 
other  way  in  1903  of  $88,000,000  create 
i  a  situation  where  it  will  be  difficult 
for  the  European  banks  to  hold  their 
gold  by  high  discount  rates.  Reports 
from  Buffak)  and  other  points  indicate 
that  the  blockade  in  the  movement  of 
the  crops  is  being  broken  and  that 
many  hundreds  of  carloads  soe>n  will 
be  on  shipboard  in  New  York,  against 
which  bills  can  be  drawn  on  European 
money  markets.

DEPOSITION  OF 
MRS.  CHADWICK 

In  the  June  Case  Will 

Remain  Sealed  No 

Longer. 

Pittsburg,  Nov.  4.— The  supreme  court 
of  Pennsylvania  refused  to  seal  the  dep- 
osition of  the  late  Mrs.  Cassie  L. 
Chadwick,  who  was  an  important  wit- 
ness In  the  suit  brought  by  the  Colonial 
Trust  company,  this  city,  administrator 
of  the  estate  of  W.  C.  Jutte  and  his  wife 
against    James    W.    Friend    and    F.    N. 

Hoffstot,  president  and  vice  president 
of  the  Pressed  Steel  Car  company,  for 
an  accounting  of  certain  stock  trans- 
actions  Snounting   to  about  $1,000,000. 

Ever  since  the  deposition  was  se- 
cured from  Mrs.  Chadwick  while  a 
prisoner  in  the  Ohio  penitentiary  at 
Columbus,  it  has  been  the  subject  of 
bitter  controversy,  and  many  sensa- 
tional reports  of  Its  contents  have 
been  circulated.  The  belief  that  start- 
ling admissions  were  contained  In  the 
deposition  gained  currency  through  the 
efforts  of  counsel  for  Hoffstot  and 
Friend  to  have  the  document  remain 
sealed  as  ordered  by  the  lower  court. 
In  making  the  document  public.  Chief 
Justice  Mitchell   said: 

"When  this  case  was  on  trial,  the 
court  below,  for  reasons  no  doubt  suf- 
ficient at  that  time,  ordered  a  certain 
deposition  to  be  sealed  and  we  are  now 
asked  to  continue  the  rider.  We  have 
therefore  examined  the  deposition  and 
find  It  of  so  little  Importance  as  to 
cause  surprise  that  any  question  was 
ever  made  about  it.  The  appellant's 
counsel  expressly  states  that  the  dep- 
osition Is  not  material  to  any  point 
in  his  case,  and  it  Is  plain  that  the 
opposing  counsel  in  their  motion  are 
guided  by  their  clients  over  sensitive- 
ness rather  than  by  their  own  good 
Judgment.  The  whole  matter  Is  so  in- 
slgniricant  we  see  no  reason  to  depart 
from  the  usual  course  of  practice.  The 
motion  to  continue  the  sealing  is  there- 
fore denied.

PRESIDENT 
CASTS^VOTE 

Goes  to  Oyster  Bay  to 

Exercise  Right  of 

Suffrage. 

Deposits    Ballot,  Rides 

Around  Town  and 

Starts  Back. 


New  York,  Nov.  5.— President  Roose- 
velt and  party  arrived  at  Jersey  City 
at  7:10  this  morning  on  his  way  to 
Oyster  Bay  to  vote.  The  president  had 
not  finished  dressing  when  the  train 
readied  the  station  and  arrangements 
were  made  for  breakfasting  in  his 
private  car,  which  delayed  his  depart- 
ure on  the  tug  Lancaster  for  Long  Isl- 
and  City   until   8  o'clock. 

Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Corteljt)u 
left  the  party  at  Jersey  City  to  go 
to  his  home  In  Hempstead  to  vote. 
The  secretary  said,  in  answer  to  an 
inquiry,  that  there  was  nothing  to  be 
said  tnis  morning  on  the  financial  situ- 
ation. It  is  understood  that  he  em- 
braced the  opportunity  last  night  of 
discussing  financial  affairs  with  the 
president. 

When  the  tug  boat,  bearing  the  presi- 
dent, reached  Long  Island  City,  there 
was  a  crowd  in  waiting  at  the  station 
and  ^he  chief  executive  was  given  a 
chefr  as  he  stepped  ashore.  Imme- 
diately after  entering  his  private  car, 
which  was  to  take  him  to  Oyster  Bay, 
he  came  out  on  the  rear  platform  and 
stood  there,  bowing  and  waiving  his 
hand  until  the  train  pulled  out  of  the 
station. 

President  Roosevelt  arrived  at  Oyster 
Bay  shortly  before  10  a.  m.  He  was 
met  by  Mrs.  J.  West  Roosevelt  and 
drove  in  her  carriage  to  the  polling 
place  in  a  hall  across  the  street  from 
the  rooms  formerly  occupied  as  the 
executive  offices.  As  the  president 
stepped  from  the  carriage,  he  was 
greeted  and  cheered  by  a  tnrong  of  his 
neighbors,  with  most  of  whom  he  shewk 
hands.  He  was  then  given  ballot 
No.  84  and  spent  four  minutes  In  pre- 
paring it  to  be  cast. 

After  casting  his  vote,  one  of  the 
bystanders  asked  him  if  he  had  not 
voted  for  a  Democrat— WlUard  Bart- 
ifctt— who  was  nominated  by  both  par- 
ties for  the  court  of  appeals.  The 
president  responded  with  a  laugh,  say- 
ing  "It  Is  a  vile  aspersion." 

Leaving  the  polling  place,  the  presi- 
dent went  for  a  drive  about  the  village 
with  Mrs.  J.  West  Roosevelt.  He 
left  Oyster  Bay  about  11  o'cluck.

land, in  both  of  which  states  the  Re- 
publicans are  making  strenuous  efforts 
to  displace  the  present  Democi'atic  sen- 
ators with  Republicans. 

The  general  situation  is  such  as  to 
Justify  the  conclusion  that  the  issues 
for  the  national  tampaign  are  yet  to  be 
formulated. 

Fair  weather  prevails  In  all  sections 
of  the  country,  except  in  parts  of  the 
lake  region.

Results  In  Fatal  Wound 

for  a  St.  Paul 

Man. 

St.  Paul,  Minn.,  Nov.  5.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— Shot  down  on  his  door- 
step yesterday  afternoon  Charles  Rych- 
mann,  50  years  old,  886  CJorman  avenue. 
West  St.  Paul,  a  bookkeeper,  employed 
by  the  Great  Northern  road,  lies  dying 
at  Dr.  H.  A.  Drechsler's  private  hos- 
pital, 222  Prescott  street,  with  a  bullet 
hole  through  his  left  lung,  while  his 
assailant  Henry  Fehrmann,  55  years  of 
age,  a  shoe  maker,  rooming  at  36  East 
Third  street,  raves  in  the  cotmty  jail. 
Rychmann's  condition  is  regarded  al- 
most as  hopeless;  his  chances  for  re- 
covery are  one  in  a  hundred.  Rych- 
mann  was  shielding  Fehnnann's  wife 
from  attack  by  her  husband. 

Rychmann  was  shot  down  on  his  own 
doorstep  at  4  o'clock  yesterday  after- 
noon by  Fehrmann,  who  in  a  frenzy 
drew  a  revolver  and  lired  deliberately 
at  his  unsuspecting  victim  for  order* 
ing  him  off  the  premises.  Immediately 
after  the  shooting,  Fehrmann  walked 
down  South  Robert  street  several 
blocks  to  a  saloon,  where  he  was  ar- 
rested by  Patrolman  Carey  of  the  Du- 
cas  street  stration.  His  only  explana- 
tion of  the  shooting  is  that  Rychmann 
tried  to  hit  lilm  with  a  rock. 

Because  of  Fehrmann's  vagaries  and 
because  he  will  not  work  steadily  and 
support  his  family,  Mrs.  Fehrmann  has 
not  been  living  with  him. 

Fehrmann  came  to  his  wife's  home 
and  sought  a  reconciliation.  He  had 
promised  to  behave  himself  so  often, 
however,  that  she  refused  to  hear  him. 
He  became  very  angry  at  this,  and 
drawing  a  revolver,  the  &ame  one  with 
which  he  8.hot  Rychmann,  threatened 
his  wife.

FIRST  CASE  OF 
IMPEACHMENT 

Of  Italian  Minister  Causes 

Much  Excitement 

in  Italy. 

Rome,  Nov.  5. — The  trial  of  Slgnor 
Nunzio  Nasi,  former  minister  of  pub- 
lic instruction,  who  is  charged  wilJv 
the  falsification  of  docunrients  and  de- 
frauding the  state  treasury  out  of  sev- 
eral million  lire,  began  today  before  tn« 
senate,  constituted  as  a  high  court  of 
justice.  Michael*  Lombardo,  who  waa- 
under  secretary  of  finance,  was  placel 
on  trial  with  Nasi,  charged  with  ini- 
plication   in   the  frauds. 

The  charges  against  Nasi  and  Lom- 
bardo have  caused  considerable  ex- 
citement throughout  Italy,  this  being 
the  first  case  of  the  impeachment  of  aiv 
Italian  minister,  and  also  because  th© 
two  defendants,  who  were  born  in  Si- 
cily, maintain  their  Innocence  anl 
claim  that  they  are  being  subjected  to 
political  persecution,  the  result  beinsr 
that  serious  disorders  on  the  part  jf 
Sicilians  are  threatened  if  Nasi  and 
L-ombardo    are    convicted. 

The  feeling  for  and  against  the  ac- 
cused has  beeiT  very  great  from  th* 
time  their  prosecution  was  determined 
upon  and  the  authorities  allowed  them, 
to  be  imprisoned  in  their  own  homes^ 
instead  of  sending  them  to  jail.  This,, 
however,  did  not  prevent  serious  riot- 
ing in  Sicily  in  the  prisoner's  favor  as 
well  as  at  Reggio  di  Calabra.  At  one 
time  the  excitement  in  Sicily  w^as  so- 
intense  that  300  marines  were  landed 
at  once  from  the  battleship  Sardegna 
in  order  to  maintain  order,  and  ar- 
tillery was  posted  in  the  streets  of 
Palermo.

C.  G.  Johnson  of  the  firm  oT  Anderson 
St  Johnson,  which  haa  contracts  In  the 
construction  work  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pacific  road  aggrogatlng  something  more 
than  $:J.OOO.O<X).  is  in  the  city  today  on 
private  business.  Mr.  Johnson,  who  for- 
merly operated  In  Nortliern  Minnesota, 
eays  there  is  a  vast  army  of  men  at 
work  on  the  Canadian  road,  but  that  the 
heavy  rock  cuts  that  have  to  be  made  In 
so  many  districts  are  greatly  delaying  i 
the  game.  There  has  been  a  labor  short- 
age in  the  Dominion,  as  well  as  In  the 
United    States. 

•The  con.struction  of  the  Grand  Trunk 
I  Pacific  is  a  tremendous  Job,"  said  the 
icuntiuctor  this  morning.  "It  is  hard 
!  telling  Just  when  It  wiil  be  completed, 
but  when  the  last  spike  is  driven  the 
big  transcontinental  line  will  be  one  of 
the  finest  In  the  world,  with  the  best 
possible  roadbed  and  the  easiest  pos- 
sible grade.  We  have  been  working  on 
our  contracts  now  since  July,  1906.  and 
you  can  get  an  idea  of  the  amount  of 
rock  work  that  hiuj  been  done  when  I 
say  that  we'  have  been  a  year  and  a 
half  on  a  single  cut,  and  have  not  com- 
pleted it  yet.  In  one  of  our  cuts  we 
have  to  remove  HO.OOo  cubic  yards  of  rock. 
That  is  a  good  deal,  when  you  oome  to 
figure  it  out. 

"There  has  been  a  shortage  of  labor 
In  Canada  as  well  as  in  the  United 
States.  We  have  had  considerable  diffi- 
culty in  getting  cntugh  men  for  the 
worlt,  and  the  same  condition  has  held 
true  all  along  the  line.  From  the  fact 
that  there  Is  so  much  rock  work  on  our 
contract  you  might  think  that  we  were 
In  the  Western  mountains,  but  as  a  mat- 
ter of  fact  the  scene  of  our  operations 
i^  In  the  district  Just  north  of  Lake  Su- 
perior. That  whole  region  is  rocky.  I 
am  Inclined  to  believe  that  labor  will 
be  plentiful  very  shortly  now.  however, 
and  the  chances  for  a  drop  In  wages  ar# 
very  good.  Probably  half  the  sub-con- 
tractors along  the  Grend  Trunk  are  from 
the  .United  States.  Station  men  are  mak- 
ing particularly  good  money  along  the 
Grand  Trunk.

Last  month  broke'  alll  existing  records 
of  the  Lake  Superior  Car  Service  asso- 
ciation In  the  number  of  cars  handled 
at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes.  The  total  for 
the  thirty-one  flays  was  55,942,  as  com- 
pared with  48,225  during  the  same  month 
In  1906.  The  increase  was  larjjel^  In  coal 
and  grain. 

October  and  November  always  are  the 
busiest  montl^s  of'  the  year  for  the  asso- 
ciation, but  generally  November  Is  the 
busiest  period.  The  indications  are  that 
the  financial  situation  will  retard  the 
movement  of  freight  through  the  North- 
west and  elsewhere  In  the  United  States 
for  a  time  now,  and  if  this  Is  the  case 
It  Is  hardly  expected  that  the  November 
record  this  year  will  be  as  high  as  last 
month's  so  that  October  will  probably 
stand  as  the  biggest  month  of  the  year. 

Heretofore  the  record  for  the  number  of 
cars  handled  by  the  Lake  Superior  asso- 
ciation was  held  by  Noveniijer.  1906,  when 
the  total  was  48,213.  According  to  these 
figures  last  month  beats  the  previous 
record  by  7,332  cars,  and  the  total  of  Oc- 
tober. 1906,  by  7,717  cars.  This  Is  consid- 
ered  a    remarkable    Increase. 

Coal  Is  still  moving  forward  very  freely, 
and  judging  by  tae  amount  of  coal  that 
has  been  sent  into  the  interior  from  the 
Head  of  the  Lakes  this  year,  there  is 
small  danger  of  a  serious  coal  famine 
through  the  West  this  winter,  although 
the  supplies  may  run  short  in  some  sec- 
tions. Nothing  Hke  last  winter's  fuel 
famine    need    be    feared,    however.

THE  MARKET  FLOODED. 

No  More  Men  Wanted  for  Western  Rail- 
road Work. 

For  the  first  time  In  several  months 
the  demand  for  men  for  railroad  work 
In  the  West  has  fallen  off.  The  Na- 
tional Employment  company  yesterday 
received  a  telegram  from  British  Co- 
lumbia, where  thousands  of  men  have 
been  sent  from  Daluth  during  the  last 
few  months  for  railroad  work,  can- 
celling all  orders,  giving  as  a  reason 
for  such  action  the  fact  that  no  more 
men  were  needed,  and  that  the  con- 
tractors had  all  the  help  they  could 
possibly  use.  Advices  from  other  parts 
of  the  West  contained  the  same  in- 
formation. 

For  the  past  two  months  there  have 
been  standing  orders  fur  men  for  west- 
ern railroad  work  on  the  books  of  the 
leading  employment  companies  of  Du- 
luth,  and  it  Is  estimated  that  close  to 
3,000  men  have  been  sent  from  the 
Head  of  the  Lakes  on  these  Jobs  dur- 
ing that  period.  Louis  Landmark,  who 
has  a  contract  with  the  Great  North- 
ern at  Fernle.  B.  C,  and  who  formerly 
resided  at  Cloquet,  Minn.,  operating 
extensively  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
state,  was  in  the  city  yesterday  and 
said  that  the  western  labor  market 
was  flooded.  He  is  working  about  1,000 
men,  and  says  he  could  easily  get  as 
many  more  if  he  needed  tlvem.

Prominent    Minneapolis 
Lumberman  Says  Coun- 
try is  Prosperous. 

Business   Interests 
Display  More  Conserva 
tive  Tone,  However. 


T.  B.  Walker,  one  of  the  heaviest 
timber  owners  In  the  world,  owner  of 
vast  cuttings  in  the  rapidly  diminishing 
timber  bel'.  of  Minnesota  and  Wiscon- 
sin, and  interested  in  thousands  of 
acres  of  timber  land  on  the  Pacific 
coast  and  In  the  great  Southwestern 
pine  belts,  was  in  Duluth  today  on 
business  connected  with  his  Minnesota 
holdings.  .^      .    , 

Mr  Walker  Is  the  oldest  lumberman 
In  the  state.  He  has  been  In  the  lum- 
ber business  from  Its  feeble  Inception 
in  the  early  days  until  today,  when  the 
Interests  held  by  him  and  his  various 
business  associates,  extend  from  the 
nortliern  part  of  the  state  to  the  great 
timber  regions  of  Washington,  Oregon, 
British  Columbia  and  the  yellow  pine 
districts  of  Arkansas  and  the  Soutn- 
west. 

No  I^n.'sting  Effect. 
When  seen  at  the  Spalding  today  by  a 
Herald  reporter,  Mr.  Walker  was  In- 
clined to  view  the  present  financial 
flurry  in  an  optimistic  light.  He  does 
not  anticipate  a  lasting  blight  upon  the 
great  prosprlety  of  tne  country  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  present  stringency.  On  the 
contrarv.  he  belU-ves  that  aside  from  a 
slight  curtailment  In  the  various  big 
interists  of  the  country,  resulting 
necessarily  in  a  lessened  demand  for 
certain  products,  that  no  great  or  last- 
ing distress  will  come  out  of  the  scarc- 
ity of  money.  ^  ^^  , 
Mr  Walker  can  already  feel  the  ef- 
fects of  the  readjustment  of  other  in- 
terests in  his  own  business.  The  rail- 
roads are  curtailing  their  demand  for 
products,  such  as  lumber.  Iron,  etc..  but 
he  believes  that  business  will  readjust 
itself  to  meet  this  change  made  impera- 
tive by  financial  conditions,  and  will 
continue  on  a  more  conservative  scale 
until  the  effects  of  the  present  situa- 
tion  have  worn  away. 

Curtail  Output. 
When  asked  regarding  the  retrenchment 
among  the  lumber  companies,  both  of 
Minnesota,  the  general  Northwest  and  the 
Pacific  coast,  Mr.  Walker  said:  "The 
curtailment  of  the  demand  for  lumber  of 
the  great  railroads,  and  an  anticipation 
of  a  still  greater  curtailment  in  the  fu- 
ture, has  lead  the  lumbermen  to  recede 
from  the  heavy  operating  scale  of  the 
past  few  vears.  The  railroads  are  de- 
manding much  less  lumber,  owing  to  the 
inauguration  of  a  financial  policy  necessi- 
tating a  smaller  outlay,  and  as  a  result 
we  find  that  the  demand  for  our  product 
Is  falling  off.  ^  .       w  .• 

"This  is  true  In  regard  to  the  operation 
of  the  lumber  companies  on  the  Pacific 
coast  as  well  as  the  operations  In  this 
state'  The  rallroad.s  have  found  it  neces- 
^ry  to  meet  the  present  money  strin- 
gency by  a  curtailment  In  operating  ex- 
penses,   and    our    business    is    feeling    the 

result."  ,    .  .    ^       , 

••Is  there  a  lessened  demand  for  lum- 
ber all  over  the  country?"  was  asked  Mr. 

••There  Is."  replied  Mr.  Walker;  "It  is 
to  th's  falling  off  In  the  demand  that  the 
lumbering  Interests  have  found  It  ex- 
pfdlent  to  meet  the  situation  by  a  les- 
sened output.  Naturally,  we  will  do 
leFS  cuttine  when  the  demand  for  our  pro. 
duct   is  curtailed. 

'I  do  not  anticipate  a  lasting  III  effect 
from  the  present  .xltuallon.  If  the  peo- 
ple do  not  foolishly  draw  their  money 
from  the  banks,  and  If  they  vle-.v  the 
pnsent  financial  situation  in  a  calm 
spirit.  I  can  see  no  reason  for  any  dread 


as  to  its  outcome.  For  some  time  there 
will  be  a  recession  from  the  lavish  scale 
of  buslnc-ss  of  the  past.  Business  will 
learn  to  adjust  Itself  to  the  new  condi- 
tions, imposed  by  a  lessened  circulation 
of  money,  but  In  the  end  matters  will 
gradually  resume  a  normal  aspect." 
Country  Prfwperous. 
"The  country  Is  prosperous,"  Mr.  Walk- 
er answered.  In  reply  to  a  question  as  to 
the  great  natural  resources  of  the  coun- 
try." The  business  condition  Is  good 
throughout  the  breadth  of  the  country, 
hut  for  the  next  two  years,  possibly, 
business  will  recede  somewhat.  I  don't 
look  for  any  positive  hardship  growing 
out  of  this  enforced  retrenchment,  but 
the  big  interests,  siK'h  as  the  railroads, 
will  not  proceed  with  new  extensions,  con- 
structions, or  purclxase  new  operating  ma- 
terial as  they  have  in  the  past.  New 
rolling  stock  and  equipment  will  neces- 
sarily be  curtailed  and  this  will  have  an 
effect  on  other  lines  of  Industry  depen- 
dent upon  their  heavy  operations.  The 
lumber  Industry,  as  I  said  before.  Is  feel- 
ing this  retrenchment  and  has  had  to 
meet  It,  but,  mind,  I  am  not  predicting 
hard  times;  nothing  like  It;  I  am  predict- 
ing a  general  conservative  tone  in  busi- 
ness, until  the  tenipt)rary  set-back  has 
abated  somewhat."

HEARING  ON 
PETITION 

Court  Hears  Soo  Road's 

Application  for  Right 

of  Way. 

Other  Railroads  Oppose 
Proposed  Grade  Cross- 
ings of  Tracks. 


A  hearing  in  the  condemnation  proceed- 
ings Instituted  by  the  Duluth-Thunder 
Bay  Railway  company  to  secure  a  right- 
of-way  through  Duluth  and  make  certain 
grade  crossings  with  other  railroads,  was 
started  this  morning  before  Judge  W.  A. 
Cant. 

There  were  really  two  separate  pro- 
ceedings, but  stipulation  has  been  made 
between  the  parlies  to  try  both  condem- 
nation cases  together.  There  Is  still  an- 
other case  in  which  the  city  Is  interested, 
one  in  which  the  railway  company  seeks 
to  obtain  a  right-of-way  for  certain 
street  crossings.  •, 

The  proceedings  this  morning  brought 
out  quite  a  display  of  legal  talent  and 
the  presence  in  ilie  court  room  of  a  num- 
ber of  prominent  railroad  men  both  from 
the  city  and  out  of  town. 

Prominent  Kallroad  Men  Here. 

Among  those  present  were  C.  E.  Wales 
of  Minneapolis,  president  of  the  Pittsburg 
Coal  company  and  president  of  the  Du- 
luth-Thunder Bay  Railway  company, 
which  is  generally  understood  to  be  con- 
trolled by  the  Soo  interests;  President 
McGonagle  of  the  Duluth,  Missabe  & 
Northern  road;  Snpt.  Blanchard  of  the 
Northern  Pacific  ryad,  and  several  other 
prominent  railroad  officials  of  the  various 
railway   lines  entering  Duluth. 

The  Duluth-Thunder  Bay  company  was 
represented  In  the  legal  proceedings  by 
H.  B.  Fryberger,  local  attorney  for  the 
Soo  Interests.  The  Northern  Pacific  and 
the  Omaha  roads  were  represented  by 
Washburn,  Bailey  &  Mitchell;  the  Great 
Northern  road  by  C.  O.  Baldwin;  the 
Capitol  Elevator  company  by  Luther  Har- 
ris. Other  property  owners  interested  In 
the  condemnation  proceedings  were  rep- 
resented by  Judge  R.  S.  Powell  and  M. 
Douglas. 

The  reading  of  the  petition,  setting 
forth  the  right-of-way.  and  the  crossings 
which  the  new  road  wishes  to  make  with 
the  other  railroads,  occupied  nearly  all 
the  morning  session  of  the  court. 
Before  the  noon  adjournment  Mr.  Fry- 
berger had  dismissed  the  proceedings 
as  to  certain  persons  who  nave  no  In- 
terest In  the  property  sought,  and  In- 
troduced in  evidence  the  petitions,  some 
of  the  plats  and  other  papers  in  the 
case. 

Waslibiirn    Begins    Objections. 

Mr.  Washburn  made  objection  to  some 
of  the  documentary  exhibits,  and  an 
agreement  was  made  between  parties 
whereby  an  objection  by  any  of  the 
defendants  hereafter  will  be  regarded 
as  an  objection  by  all  unless  some  ex- 
ception   Is   slated. 

The  attorney  and  the  railroad  men  in 
court  were  plentifully  supplied  witli 
blue  prints  showing  the  route  over 
which  the  Soo  road  proposes  entering 
the  city  along  Rice's  Point,  also  charts 
showing  the,  locations  of  the  various 
docks,  elevators  and  spur  tracks. 
l*art  of  Koute  Acquired. 

Mr.  Fryberger  stated  that  the  Duluth- 
Thunder  Bay  Railway  company  has 
already  acquired  by  purchase  Its  right 
of  way  from  t'ne  Interstate  bridge  to 
the  Northern  Pacific  crossing,  with  the 
exception  of  a  small  tract  of  land  own- 
ed by  the  Northern  Pacific  Interests, 
and  another  owned  by  Luther  Menden- 
hall.  tl  Is  expected  to  acquire  the  right 
of  way  over  these  tracts  through  tlie 
condemnation   proceedings. 

According  to  the  route  laid  out  by 
the  new  road,  It  proposes  to  cross  the 
Northern  Pacific  and  Omaha  tracks 
with  grade  crossings,  pass  under  the 
Great  Northern  steel  viaduct,  make  a 
wide  curve,  cross  several  spur  tracks, 
cross  under  the  Great  Northern  viaduct 
again  and  make  another  grade  cross- 
ing   with    the    Omaha    tracks. 

The  other  , railroads  are  making  a 
determined  fight  to  prevent  the  Duluth- 
Thunder  Bay  company  from  making  the 
crossing    proposed.

NO  DIFFICULTIES 

Imposed  by  Imperial  Bank  of  Germany 
on  Gold  Exports. 

Berlin,  Nov.  u. — I'resident  Koch  of 
the  Imperial  Bank  of  Germany  today 
authorized  the  Associated  Press  to  deny 
the  report  that  the  bank  had  inter- 
posed difficulties  In  the  way  of  taking 
golil    from    that    Institution    for    exiK)rt. 

"Gold,"  he  said,  "is  always  freely 
given  In  the  redemption  of  notes  at  our 
head  ottloe  In  Berlin.  This,  however, 
is  not  done  at  the  branches,  like  Ham- 
burg and  Bremen,,  In  unlimited  amounts 
•luce  this  would  impose  on  the  bank 
the  necjsslty  of  paying  transportation 
charges    thither    from    Berlin." 

The  Imperial  bank  views  with  con- 
•iderable  apprehension  the  fact  that 
the  open  market  discount  rate  in  Li<jn- 
don  tixlay  exceeded  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land's rate,  giving  grounds  for  fear  of 
a  further  advance  in  the  latter  bank's 
late.  This  would  neoos.sltate  again 
marking  up  the  Berlin  rate,  and  Presl- 
deiit  Koch  fears  that  in  that  case  an 
additional  V4  per  cent  would  not  be 
sufficient,  but  that  a  full  1  per  cent 
would  be  necessary,  making  the  rate 
7^  per  cent  which  would  be  higher 
than  the  Imperial  bank  has  ever  placed 
It. 

A  con.slderable  sum  in  gold  was 
taken  from  the  Imperial  Bank  todf.y 
for  export  to  the  United  States  and 
further  withdrawals  are  regarded  a.^ 
probable.  The  officials  of  the  bank  are 
watching  the  American  situation  with 
much  interest  and  some  anxiety,  but 
they  are  not  dlspo.«*ed  to  attribute  the 
present  disturbance  of  the  German 
money  market  wholly  to  the  American 
situation.  For  exiunple,  French  ex- 
change he^e  Is  uow  above  the  gold 
point,  which  apparently  is  not  due  to 
the  American  domand  for  gold,  but 
prol>ably  to  ur;fortunate  speculations  in 
copper  and   Kaffirs  at   Pari.s. 

LONDON  MARKET  FIRM. 

Trading  in  Securities  Starts  Above  Parity 
and  Holds  Fairly  Well. 

London,  Nov.  5. — Trading  on  the  stock 
exchange  today  started  well,  op- rators 
il>elng  cheered  by  th«  announcement 
that  gold  shipments  from  Paris  to  Lon- 
don were  being  arranged.  Led  by  con- 
sols, which  rose  %,  most  of  the  gilt- 
edged  securities  benefited  by  the  prom- 
ised assistance  from  France,  while 
Americans,  taking  their  cue  from  the 
favorable  close  of  the  market  In  New 
York  yes'^^erday,  started  quite  firm  at 
above  parity,  but  subsefiuently  dropped 
from  the  best  quotations.  Union  Pa- 
cific at  noon  was  1  lyoint,  and  Canadian 
Pacific  %  of  a  pi>int  below  the  opening 
level,  but  they  were  still  1  to  2  i)oint3 
higher   than  yesterday. 

Intiuiries  made  in  the  bullion  market 
show  that  the  brokers  expect  the  Paris 
shipments  of  gold  to  London  to  be  fair- 
ly con.siderable.  They  also  express  the 
opinion  that  the  outtlow  of  gold  to 
America  from  London  would  continue 
for  some  time,  even  if  the  Bank  of 
England's  discount  rate  is  raised  to  7 
per  cent.  It  Is  pointed  out.  however, 
that  if  .such  a  rate  becomes  necessary 
it  is  iKJund  to  attract  gold  from  other 
sources,  thus  offsetting  the  American 
dialn.

lantic's  semi-centennial:  "Any  one  of  these  writers,  liv- 
ing and  writing,  would  furnish  a  red-line  feature  for  the 
magazine  of  the  moment.  Yet  to  the  papers  in  that  first 
issue  of  the  old  Atlantic  not  a  name  was  signed. 
Imagine  a  star  of  the  modern  monthly,  irritant  or  other- 
wise, in  such  a  state  ^'f  pallid  anonymity!" 

These  famous  contributors  to  the  first  issue  con- 
tinued to  contribute  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  during 
their  lifetimes.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  was  a  copious 
contributor,  the  kindly,  philosopliical  and  wise  humor  of 
the  "Breakfast  Table"  series  first  appearing  in  the  pages 
of  the  Atlantic. 

There  are  older  and  more  popular  magazines  than 
the  Atlantic,  but  there  is  none  whose  literary  worth  is 
greater  or  whose  devotion  to  high  ideals  has  been  more 
consistent.  It  has  combined  in  a  remarkably  successful 
manner    entertainment,    timeliness    and    literary    culture. 


EARLY  CHRISTMAS  SHOPPING. 

Have  you  given  your  Christmas  shopping  any  serious 

thought  yet? 

Every  year  there  is  a  cry,  in  the  newspapers  and  out 
of  them,  for  early  Christmas  shopping.  The  most  irrc- 
fragab!'->  arguments  why  you  should  do  it  early  are  set 
forth  in  most  convincing  language.  There  can  be  no 
reply  to  them,  for  the  argumejit  is  all  one  way.  Yet  nine 
out  of  ten  people  nod  their  heads,  say  "How  true  that 
isl"  and  then  join  in  the  mad  rush  of  the  last  week  before 
Christmas,  to  do  their  buying  at  a  time  when  it  is  done 
to  the  least  advantage  and  with  the  greatest  amount  of 
discomfort. 

But  on  the  other  hand  there  arc  a  few  wise  ones,  and 
their  number  is  increasing  every  year,  so  that  it  is  evi- 
dent that  the  early  Christmas  shopping  campaigns  are 
not  altogether  wasted.  These  canny  individuals  are 
thinking  about  it  right  now,  and  are  laying  their  plans. 
Many  ^f  them  have  gone  so  far  as  to  keep  it  in  mind 
during  the  year,  and  have  got  just  what  they  wanted  at 
lower  prices  by  watching  the  bargain  sales. 

But  those  who  start  now,  or  start  pretty  soon,  will 
have  a  good  six  weeks  to  do  it  in.  They  will  have  the 
first  chance  at  the  holiday  stocks,  which  will  shortly  be 
on  exhibition.  They  will  select  their  presents  before 
the  goods  are  pawed  over  and  soiled  and  the  best  selec- 
tions taken.  They  will  avoid  tht  crowds  of  holiday  week, 
and  incidentally  they  will  be  lessening  materially  the 
burdens  of  the  salesmen  and  saleswomen,  who  are  forced 
to  submit  at  Christmas  time  to  an  experience  that  is 
both  burdensome  and  wearing. 

If  the  appeal  for  the  sake  of  the  salespeople  docs  not 
strike  home,  there  are  selfish  considerations  in  abundance 
great  enough  to  convince  anybody.  The  argument  that 
the  stocks  are  fresher  and  fuller,  that  the  expense  can  be 
spread  over  more  time,  and  that  the  shopping  can  be 
done  in  comfort  now  when  it  entails  misery  later,  cannot 
be  met  by  any  effective  counterclaims  in  behalf  of  post- 
ponement. 

A  league  of  women  in  Massachusetts  is  this  early  in 
the  field  with  an  organized  attempt  to  promote  early 
Chri-itiuas  shopping.  These  women  are  setting  out  delib- 
erately to  convince  themselves  and  others  that  it  is  to 
their  interests  to  shop  early,  and  that  they  will  be  doing 
a  good  work  for  the  tired  Christinas  clerks  at  the  same 
time.  Very  probably  not  even  all  of  the  members  of  this 
organization  will  do  their  shopping  before  Christmas 
week,  hut  the  existence  of  the  organization,  and  the 
work  it  will  do  in  spreading  and  keeping  before  the 
public  the  obviously  good  arguments  in  favor  of  early 
shopping,  cannot  help  doing  good. 

Suppose  you  try  the  early  plan  this  year.  See  if  you 
cannot  .save  money,  get  better  presents,  and  save  your- 
self a  !:)t  of  trouble. 


THE  COURTHOUSE. 

The  city  council  took  proper  and  timely  action  last 
night  when  it  adopted  a  resolution  by  Alderman  Moore 
creating  a  city  commission  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity 
with  the  board  of  county  commissioners  and  the  cou»-*- 
house  commission  in  relation  to  the  location  and  con- 
struction of  the  new  courthouse. 

This  commission  is  to  be  composed  of  the  mayor, 
the  president  of  the  council,  the  city  attorney  and  two 
citizens  to  be  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

Such  a  committee  should  be  able  to  inform  the  court- 
house commission  and  the  county  board  just  what  the 
city  may  be  expected  to  do  in  connection  with  the  pro- 
posed grouping  plan  for  the  federal,  county  and  city 
buildings.  The  success  of  the  plan  necessarily  involves 
action  by  the  city  to  ocupy  the  site  reserved  for  it  in 
the  grouping  plans  that  are  under  consideration,  and 
the  county  authorities,  in  deciding  what  they  shall  do 
with  the  courthouse  site,  should  be  enlightened  and  aided 
by  a  commission  representing  the  city,  such  as  the  one 
now  provided  by  Alderman  Moore's  resolution. 

It  seems  to  be  generally  agreed,  with  but  little  oppo- 
sition from  any  source,  that  the  grouping  plan  should 
be  adopted.  There  is  some  criticism  in  a  few  of  the  iron 
range  papers,  but  it  is  all  based  on  the  misapprehension 
that  the  county  is  to  be  called  upon  to  spend  a  lot  of 
money  for  the  bcautification  of  Duluth.  No  such  thing 
is  contemplated.  The  construction  of  the  courthouse  will 
cost  no  more  on  one  site  than  it  will  on  the  other,  and 
the  change  from  the  site  formerly  selected  to  one  that 
will  permit  a  grouping  of  public  buildings  will  involve 
very  little  additional  expense  for  land. 


INTERNATIONAL  MARRIAGES. 

Henry  Clews  tilings  one  reason  money  is  "tight"  in 
this  country  is  that  American  heiresses  have  been  taking 
too  much  of  it  away  to  give  it  to  foreign  sprigs  of  nobil- 
ity  whom  their  s  )ciety-mad  mothers  marry  them  to. 

That  probably  has  something  to  do  with  it,  too,  but 
what  does  Mr.  Clews  propose  to  do  about  iti* 

He  might  have  the  government  levy  a  prohibitive 
export   tariff  on  American  heiresses. 

He  might,  on  the  ^her  liand,  get  up  a  movement  to 
pound  a  little  common  sense  into  the  American  mothers 
and  American  daughters  whose  wealth  makes  them  at- 
tractive to  the  fortune-hunting  noblemen  of  Europe. 

So  many  of  these  marriages  have  turned  out  to  be 
horrible  mistakes  thit  it  is  a  wonder  that  there  are  still 
American  women  who  will  scheme  to  bring  them  about, 
or  American  fathers  who  will  permit  them.  Very  few 
of  them  have  turned  out  happily,  and  there  is  no  reason 
to  believe  that  a  larger  proportion  of  them  will  ever 
result  fortunately. 

They  are  so  purely  and  coldbloodedly  commercial, 
being  a  mere  barter  and  sale  of  human  happiness,  that  it 
is  almost  a  miracle  when  one  of  thi^se  strange  alliances 
turns  out  well.  For  it  is  not  marital  happine.ss  that  is 
sought,  but  money  on  the  one  side  and  that  absurd 
thing  called  "social  position"  on  the  other.  If  the 
parties  get  these  things,  they  ought  to  be  contented,  and 
they  si'.ould  not  expect  that  happiness  will  be  thrown  in. 


A  CONSERVATOR  OF  IDEALS. 

Half  a  century  ago.  a  new  magazine  venture  was 
launched  upon  the  troublous  waters  of  the  financial  panic 
of  1857.  It  was  not  a  very  auspicious  time  for  the 
launchii'g;  the  waters  were  agitated  and  the  financial 
skies  were  bJdck  with  angry  clouds;  but  the  little  craft 
sailed  away  bravely,  and  the  world  of  letters  is  sweeter 
and  better  for  the  fact  that  it  has  carried  its  cargoes  of 
good  literature  steadily  an  dsafely  ever  since. 

The  magazine  thus  launched  was  the  Atlantic 
Monthly.  Though  scores  of  cheaper  and  more  gaudy 
publications  have  sprung  up  .since  that  are  more  wiaely 
read,  there  is  none  that  has  placed  its  aim  higher  or  that 
has  clung  more  closely  to  its  ideals.  The  mere  mention 
of  a  few  of  the  names  of  its  contributors  furnishes  a 
short  history  of  American  literature  during  the  life  of 
the  magazine. 

Its  tirst  editor  was  James  Russell  Lowell,  who  has 
been  succeeded  in  turn  by  James  T.  Fields,  William 
Dean  Howells,  Thomas  Bailey  Aldrich,  Horace  E.  Scid- 
der,   Walter   H.   Page  and   Bliss   Perry. 

The  contributors  to  the  first  number  included  John 
Lothrop  Motley,  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow,  Rose 
Terry,  James  Hannay,  Charles  Eliot  Norton,  Ralph 
Waldo  Emerson.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes.  John  Green- 
leaf  Whittier,  Harriet  Beecher  Stowe,  John  T.  Trow- 
bridge, Parke  Goodwin,  C.  C.  Hazewell  and  C  W.  Phi!- 
leo.  Of  these  only  Mr.  Trowbridge  and  Prof.  Norton  are 
•till  living.  The  list  include.'i  some  of  the  best-known 
names  in  American  letters,  and  it  includes  none  that  does 
not  live  in  the  kindly  memory  of  American  readers.

MR.  BRYAN'S  ATTITUDE. 

Mr.  Bryan,  replying  with  scorn  and  indignation  to 
those  who  loudly  assert  that  "Roosevelt  did  it,"  and 
pointing  out  that  all  he  did  was  to  turn  the  light  of  pub- 
licity upon  the  dishonesty  and  greed  that  weakened  the 
superstructure  which  had  been  built  upon  a  firm  founda- 
tion of  general  prosperity,  affords  a  cheerful  comparison 
with  the  Republican  leaders  during  the  last  Democratic 
administration. 

In  those  days  these  Republican  leaders,  one  and  all, 
were  quite  unanimous  in  their  agreement  that  Cleveland 
did  it. 

"This  is  what  a  Democratic  administration  means," 
they  said;  and  they  have  been  talking  ever  since  about 
the  Democratic  hard  times  of  1893  sind  the  Republican 
good  times  from   1896  onward. 

They  said  that  the  hard  times  of  1893  were  due  to 
Democratic  tarit?  ideas,  and  they  promised  that  if  they 
got  a  chance  to  put  a  good  old  Republican  tariff  law  into 
force,  there  never  would  be  any  more  panics. 

Now  we  have  had  a  "good  old  Republican  tariff  law," 
one  that  is  as  high  and  mighty  as  they  dared  make  it, 
and  just  as  though  there  wasn't  any  tariff  law  at  all, 
the  usual  thing  has  happened.  We  have  boomed  things 
until  we  were  going  ahead  at  a  pace  that  it  was  simply 
iuipossible  to  keep  up,  and  when  we  got  to  the  end  of 
our  financial  rope  wc  had  to  pause  until,  by  a  process  of 
readjustment  which  is  still  in  progress,  we  can  either 
increase  our  resources  or  get  business  down  to  a  basis 
where  present  resources  are  sufficient. 

The  so-called  "panic"  was  a  side  issue  altogether, 
though  of  course  it  grew  out  of  the  same  conditions  that 
compelled  business  to  stop  for  breath.  It  was  due  to  a 
few  dishonest  gamblers  who  created  distrust  by  improper 
uses  of  other  people's  money.  Its  effects  will  be  ended 
the  moment  the  people  regain  their  confidence  in  the 
underlying  soundness  of  conditions. 

In  the  meantime  Mr.  Bryan  is  setting  a  good  example 
for  political  leaders  of  both  parties  when  he  refrains 
from  blaming  conditions  to  the  administration.  Presi- 
dent Roosevelt  may  have  been  a  factor,  since  unquestion- 
ably the  publicity  that  has  been  thrown  upon  greed  and 
dishonesty  hastened  the  crisis,  but  he  was  no  more  the 
cause  of  the  disturbance  than  was  the  grand  jury  t*hat 
indicted  the  Standard  Oil  company  for  rebating. 

It  has  been  suggested  *  that  the  reason  Mr.  Bryan 
does  not  want  to  hold  the  president  responsible  is  that 
he  believes  that  the  president  stole  his  policies  and  put 
them  into  effect.  Mr.  Bryan  certainly  has  made  such  a 
claim,  but  when  you  get  down  to  the  bottom  of  it  you 
arc  pretty  likely  to  discover  that  the  policies  of  both 
Roosevelt  and  Bryan  are  the  outgrowth  of  a  deep-seated 
public  demand,  and  that  the  policies  referred  to  by  these 
statesmen  as  "my  policies"  are  really  the  people's 
policies.

"runaway"  markets  were  characteiistlc 
of  the  copper  and  nwst  other  industries. 
It  has  thus  been  a  great  steadying  force 
against  undue  booming  in  its  field,  and  so 
is  In  a  position  to  become  a  steadying 
force  against  undue  Industrial  reaction. 
The  quarterly  report  issued  by  the  direc- 
tors yesterday  la  certainly  encouraging 
for  the  ability  of  the  company  to  main- 
tain its  pre.sent  dividend  position  through 
a  considerable  period  of  comparative 
depression,  and  Chairman  Gary's  appar- 
ently frank  and  full  statement  respect- 
ing the  situation  and  outlook  in  this 
twirometrio  steel  industry  is  highly  stim- 
ulative of  hopefulness  against  extraor- 
dinary depression  for  industry  in  general. 
It  is  the  most  reassuring  word  which  has 
come  to  the  public  since  the  financial 
'•risls    developed.

47.    Benjamin  Harrison  55. 

The  oldest  elected  president  Installed 
was  William  Henry  Harrison  at  68,  the 
youngest  Grant  at  46.  The  average  age 
of  the  twenty  elected  presidents  wh-n 
Inaugurated  was  al>out  56  years.  Includ- 
ing  the    odd   months. 

Washington,  Jefferson,  Madison.  Mon- 
roe. Jackson.  Lincoln,  Grant,  Cleveland 
and  McKlnley  wore  Inaugurated  In  .sec- 
ond terms  at  an  average  a«e  of  sixty, 
odd  months  Included.  Grant  when  In- 
augurated for  the  second  time  was  the 
youngest  re-elected  president— not  quite 
51. 

Of  presidents  reaching  their  office  by 
way  of  the  vice  presidency,  Tyler  was 
51  Fillmore  50,  Johnson  56,  Arthur  50; 
average  age.  odd  months  Included,  about 
fifty-two  and  ore-third.  Mr.  Roosevelt 
himself  was  not  quite  forty-three  when 
he  became  president  upon  McKinley's 
death.  He  waa  inaugurated  In  190C 
at    46. 

Upon  the  4th  of  March,  1909.  Mr.  Roose- 
velt will  be  60  years,  4  months  and  7 
days  old,  two  years  younger  than  the 
average  a.ge  ot  presidents  promoted 
from  the  vice  presidency,  six  years 
younger  than  the  average  of  first-elected 
presidents,  ten  years  younger  than  the 
average  of  presidents  beginning  a  "sec- 
ond elective   term."

LIBRARY  WELL 
PATRONIZED 

The  Librarian's  Monthly 
Report  Shows  Some 
Healthy  Gains. 

Big  gains  in  the  circulation  of  books 
In  both  the  main  and  children's  rooms 
were  reported  by  the  city  librarian  at 
the  monthly  meeting  of  the  library 
board  last  evening.  The  circulation  of 
books  during  the  month  just  passed 
showed  a  gain  of  900  over  October  a 
year  ago. 

The  circulation  for  the  month  In  the 
main  department  of  the  library  was 
11,115  volumes.  The  total  circulation  In 
the  children's  department  was  3,031  vol- 
umes  for  the  month,  a  dally  circulation 
of  112. 

Contracts  for  the  furnishing  of  300 
magazines  and  newspapers  for  the  li- 
brary were  let  to  Lundberg  &  Stone, 
on  their  bid  of  $650.  The  library  now 
gets  one  weekly  from  every  Important 
city  In  the  United  States. 

The  board  decided  to  buy  lights  to 
put  over  the  pictures  In  the  art  room. 
Art  lovers  have  been  complaining  that 
the  pictures  were  not  properly  lighted 
so  the  board  will  remedy  the  matter 
at   once.

THREE  VETERANS 
BEFORE  COURT 

Three  old  veterans  faced  the  judge 
In  the  municipal  court  this  morning.

W.  D.  PARKER  DEAD. 

Graduate  of  Michigan  College  of  Mines 
Passes  Away. 

Houghton,  Mich.,  Nov.  5.— (Special  to 
The  H^rald.)— President  McNaJr  of  the 
Michigan  College  of  Mines,  has  received 
a  letter  from  W.  D.  Parker  of  River 
Falls,  Wis.,  containing  the  sad  news 
of  the  death  from  malarial  poisoning, 
of  W.  D.  Parker,  Jr.,  who  was  a  stu- 
dent at  the  college  from  1895  to  1897. 
Mr.  Parker  died  In  New  Orleans  on 
Sept.  6.  Since  leaving  Hovighton  he 
epent  considerable  time  in  Nlcariigua, 
first  representing  mill  manufacturers, 
later  as  manaiger  of  producing  gold 
mines  and  finally  as  ov.mer  and  oper- 
ator of  gold  and  copper  mines.  In  a 
recent  letter  to  his  father,  shortly  be- 
fore his  death,  Mr.  Parker  attributed 
his  success  largely  to  his  training  at 
the  College  of  Mines  and  spoke  of  that 
institution  in  very  flattering  terms.  He 
was  very  well  known  in  the  Copper 
country  and  leaves  a  large  number  of 
friends.

One 
can't  let  the  poetry  of  one's  soul  escape 
successfully  if  one  must  constantly  be 
thinking  about  some  other  matter.  So  I 
gave  up  the  marketing  and  the  ordering 
and  the  cooking  and  the  housekeeping, 
and  devoted  myself  entirely  to  letting 
the  poetry  of  my  sOul  escape." 

Mary  Cahill  has  a  very  nice  voice.  It 
Is  a  voice  that  suggests  that  she  has 
risen  above  all  troubles  and  annoyances 
of  the  present  life.  It's  a  kind  of  golden 
mellow  voice,  but  perhaps  that  was  a  re- 
flection of  her  hair,  with  a  sort  of  wistful 
droop  in  it,  but  maybe  that  was  a  re- 
flectK)n  from  the  ciirnera  of  her  mouth.

But  for  ail  that.  Miss  Cahill  can  regis- 
ter two  claims  against  fame.  She  is  a 
comedienne  and  she  Is  a  woman  without 
troubles  and  with  a  husband.

Traveling  Man  is  Mis- 
taken Everywhere  for 
Missing  Actor. 

Henry  P.  Wallace,  who  travels  far 
the  Coco-Cola  company,  is  the  object 
of  many  curious  stares  and  sharp 
glances  these  days. 

Not  that  he  does  anything  to  merit 
the  attentions  of  men  and  women  alike, 
for  he  acts  quite  natural  and  appears 
really  modest,  but  he  bears  a  striking 
resemblance  to  Raymond  Hitchcock, 
the  well-known  comedian,  whose  in- 
dictment on  serious  charges  in  New 
York  and  subsequent  disappearance  .set 
the    country    agog    last    week. 

Everybody  is  tolerably  familiar  with 
Raymond  Hitchcock's  features,  anc4 
they  are  usually  remembered  becau.se 
of  a  certain  uniqueness  that  is  ail 
their  own.  Wallace's  features  have, 
in  a  measure,  a  Hitchcockian  uniqu.i- 
ness,  too,  and  they  are  costing  him 
some  little  annoyance. 

Mr.  Wallace  is  in  Duluth  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  in  the  interests  of  his  lirm, 
and  he  says  that  since  Hitchcock's 
mysterious  disappearance,  he  has  been 
mistaken  time  and  again  for  the  miss- 
ing actor,  and  that  detectives  in  Chi- 
cago came  precious  near  locking  him 
up  so  positive  were  they  he  was  the 
man  the  police  of  several  cities  ;ire 
Jooking  for. 

"Two  detectives  stopped  me  in  ths 
LaSalle  street  station,  Chicago,  la.st 
week  and  insisted  that  I  accompany 
tliem  to  the  police  station,"  said  Mr. 
Wallace  today.  "I  was  not  very 
anxious  to  go  and  I  told  them  so.  But 
mere  words  could  not  stay  those  intelli- 
gent  Chicago  policemen. 

"They  knew  their  business.  They 
had  heard  'stalls'  so  often  that  they 
could  tell  when  an  innocent  man  was 
talking,  and  when  a  man  much  wanted 
by  the  police  spoke.  Of  course,  th«y 
told  me  first  that  I  was  Raymond 
Hitchcock.  When  I  denied  it  and  said 
the  only  connection  I  ever  had  with 
the  stage  was  Avhen  I  once  appeared  in 
some  amateur  theatricals  in  my  home 
town  of  Evansvilie,  Ind.,  they  jeered 
at  me. 

"I  produced  letters,  identification 
cards,  transportation  with  my  name 
on,  and  even  showed  the  initials  on 
my  linen.  But  they  said  that  1  hal 
better  come  with  them  for  a  little 
while,  anyway.  And  I  wanted  10 
catch   a  train. 

"I  was  just  figuring  on  smashmn 
one  of  the  detectives  and  making  a 
run  for  it  when  a  friend  of  mine,  a 
traffic  man  in  Chicago,  came  along.  1 
fell  on  his  neck.  'Tell  these  men  who  I 
am,'  I  toid  him.  He  did,  but  they  were 
still  unconvinced.  Then  my  friend  got 
hold  of  one  of  the  depot  detectives 
whom  he  knew  well  and  I  was  finally 
allowed  to  go. 

"I  always  liked  Raymond  Hitch- 
cock's acting,  but  if  he  doesn't  show 
up  pretty  quick  and  people  keep  on 
staring  at  me,  I  swear  I'll  never  go  to 
his  old  show  again,  if  he  ever  has  an- 
other one." 

When  talking  to  a  reporter  for  The 
Herald  in  a  Superior  street  drug  store. 
Wallace  was  the  victim  of  an  optical 
overhauling  by  one  or  two  local 
students  of  the  drama. 

At  first  glance,  lie  looks  very  much 
like  Hitchcock.  His  hair  is  darker, 
though,  and  anyone  who  has  really 
seen  the  actor  at  close  range  would 
know  at  a  second  glance  that  Wrllacs 
was    not   he.

Boston,  Mass.,  Nov.  5.— The  following 
letter  from  President  Roosevelt  has  been 
received  by  C.  W.  Macaraw  of  Manches- 
ter, Eng.,  president  of  the  International 
Federation  of  Master  Cotton  Spinners 
and  Manufacturers'  association,  under 
whose  auspices  the  European  cotton  spin- 
ners and  manufacturers  came  to  this 
country    last    month: 

•'October    18.    1907. 

"My  Dear  Sir:  I  have  a  very  deep  per- 
sonal interest  in  the  important  matter 
which  has  brought  to  our  shore  so  large 
and  distinguished  a  body  of  cotton  manu- 
facturers from  the  principal  nations  of 
Europe.  So  far  as  I  understand  the  plar. 
and  purposes  of  the  International  Feder- 
ation of  Cotton  Spinners,  of  which  you 
are  the  president,  you  aim  to  promote 
stable  conditions  in  your  great  industry 
throughout  the  world;  and  your  visit  to 
the  United  States  more  especially  aims 
to  bring  the  world's  cotton  manufactur- 
ers into  closer  touch  and  sympathy  with 
our  own  cotton  producers,  upon  whom 
you  depend  for  three-quarters  of  your 
supply  of  raw  material.  It  seems  to  rue 
an  elementary  truth  that  if  our  cotton 
planters  can  learn  more  definitely  and 
af  first  hand,  as  your  trip  progresses,  the 
exact  needs  of  the  manufacturers.  In  the 
matter  of  the  preparation  and  shipment 
of  raw  cotton,  and  can  aim  to  conform 
thereto,  the  result  wll  be  quite  as  much 
to  their  benefit  as  to  yours. 

'You  will  find  great  changes  in  progress 
here  and  an  almost  universal  interest 
throughout  the  cotton  belt  In  the  matters 
that  interest  you,  and  I  hope  and  bejieva 
hat  you  will  return  to  your  homes  not 
only  pleased  with  our  country,  but  en- 
couraged to  believe  that  your  visit  will 
bear   immediate    fruit. 

"It  is  a  source  of  regret  that  the  en- 
gagements made  long  since  rendered  it 
Impossible  to  receive  your  delegation 
during  your  sojourn  in  Washington  and 
to  say  to  you  by  word  of  mouth  by 
what  I  oow  take  pleasure  in  writing. 
"Sincerely  yours, 
"THEODORE    ROOSEVELT."

The  main  results  of  yesterday's  state  and  city  elections,  as  now  es- 
tablished,  are  as  follows: 

In  Cleveland,  Tom  L.  Jolinson  was  elected  mayor  for  tl»e  fourth 
time,  defeating  his  Republican  opponent.  Congressman  lliomas  E. 
Burton,  by  9,313  plurality.  Tlie  entire  Democratic  ticket  was  elected, 
with  one  exception,  and  tlie  Democrats  have  a  large  majority  in  tlie 
council. 

At  San  Francisco,  the  anti-graf^  forces  won  a  notable  \1ctorj-. 
Mayor  Taylor  and  District  Attorney  Langdon  having  large  majorities. 

(Governor  Guild  of  Massachusetts  has  increased  his  plurality  to 
about  105.000  again^st  30.000  In  1906.  The  entire  state  ticket  and  both 
branches  of  the  legislature  are  Republican.  Of  the  two  Democratic 
candidates  Henry  M.  Whitney  strongly  outran  Cliarles  W.  Bartlett, 
Uie  latter  faUIng  far  below  Thomas  L.  Hisgen,  candidate  of  the  Inde- 
pendence League. 

Maryland  lias  elected  the  Democratie  candidate  for  governor, 
Judge  Austin  T.  Crothers,  and  the  entire  Democratic  state  ticket  by 
about  7.000  plurality.

Muzzle  of  Rifle  With 

Bad  Results. 


Shot  Through  Hip,  He 

Dies  From  Effects  of 

His  Wound. 


BcTiiiIdJl.  Nov.  «.— (Special  to  Th« 
Herald.)— The  body  of  Edward  Flaher- 
ty, who  died  at  St.  Anthony's  hospital 
In  this  city  Monday  as  a  result  of  be- 
In^f  accidentally  shot,  has  been  taken 
to  Rock  Islund  for  burial. 

The  shooting  occurred  at  Puposky 
last  Friday  evening.  Eklward  Flaher- 
ty, with  his  son,  Joseph,  Matt,  Joe  and 
Nick    Heffne>r,    Henry    Spoerhase    and 

Edward  Jones,  were. assembled  in  Heff- 
(per's  hotel  at  the  time.  All  of  them 
had   bt*n  In   the  barroom   of   the  hotel. 

There  were  two  rifle*  in  the  party, 
fcoth  of  which  were  30-30  caliber  Win- 
chesters, one  being  owned  by  Flaherty 
and  the  other  by  Jones.  They  had  been 
looking  at  the  two  guns,  putting  shells 
Into  the  chambers  and  taking  them  out 
again. 

After  the  party  had  eaten  supper, 
they  again  went  into  the  barroom  to 
fret  a  .'»moke,  Jonc'S  having  previooisly 
loaded  shells  In  his  rifle. 

Rpoerliase  J<Jkingly  asserted  that  he 
was  going  to  shoot  the  paper  bell  from 
the  ceiling  of  the  saloon.  Matt  re- 
quested him  not  to  shoot. 

Spoerhase  took  up  the  rifle  and  was 
wai-ned  by  Jone^s  that  the  weapon  was 
loaded.  Spoerhase  responded  that  he 
knew  It  was,  and  started  to  raise  the 
rifle. 

Edward  Flaherty,  who  was  standing 
close  to  Spoerhase,  reached  for  the  gun, 
pulling  the  barrel  down  and  the  weapon 
was  accidentally  discharged. 

The  bullet  struck  Flaherty  close  to 
his  right  hip  and  he  fell  to  the  floor, 
exclaiming:  "I  stopped  it,  Henry.  You 
»ot    me,   all   right." 

There  was  considerable  excitement 
among  those  in  the  saloon  and  finally 
Jones  tied  a  towel  around  Flaherty's 
leg.    stopping    the   flow   of   blood. 

Dr.  Shannon  of  this  city,  went  to 
Pupisky,  and  he  dres.ted  the  wounded 
man's  hip,  a  special  train  bringing 
Flaherty  to  Bemldji  at  3  o'clock  Satur- 
day  morning.

of  Plans  of  Thunder 

Bay  Road. 

No    Unusual    Obstacles 

Are  In  the  Way  of 

Construction. 


The  Duluth-Thunder  Bay  Railway 
company,  through  Its  attorney,  H.  li. 
Fryberg-er,  Introduced  testimony  of  ex- 
j  pert  railroad  men  this  morning  tend- 
ing to  show  that  the  railroad  crosa- 
ing  it  seeks  to  make  with  the  North- 
ern Pacific  and  Omaha  roads  on  Rice's 
Point  are  feasible  and  practicable.    The 

evidence  follows  along  the  line  of  th<3 
Sou  road's  iittempt  to  secure  the  rail- 
road crossing  through  condemnation 
proceedings,  and  It  Is  being  fought  by 
the  local  companies  named. 

Capt.  Hilon  1.  Parker  of  Chicago,  one 

of    the    foremost    railroad    engineers    it 

I  the  country,  was  the  lirst  witness  called 

I  this  morning.    Capt.  Parker  began  work 

J  as  a  chainman  on  the  liock  Island  roai 

and  was  promoted  step  by  step  until  he 

became  chief  engineer  of  the  road,  and 

j  then    vice    president    and    general   man- 

I  ager.     For   the  past    tour  years  he   has 

been   out    of   the   railroad   work   and   is 

In   business  for  himself  as  a  consulting  I 

engineer. 

Capt.  Parker  was  examined  as  to  hi3 
knowledge  of  the  proposed  route  of  tha 
Thunder  Bay  company  along  Rlcc'i 
Point  and  the  location  of  the  proposed 
crossings.  He  claimed  that  the  m>ain 
crossing  propo.sed  with  the  Northern 
Pacitlc  and  the  Omaha  roads  at  El'3- 
vator  'I"  and  the  second  crossing  on ' 
Railroad  street  were  perfectly  feasible 
and  the  best  that  could  be  made  under 
the  circumstances.  Capt.  Parkers 
knowledge  of  railroad  crossing,  a^ 
shown  by  his  testimony,  is  extensive,  he 
being  familiar  with  many  in  Chicago 
and  other  cities.  He  discussed  to  som3 
extent  the  interlock  system  of  crossing 
which  he  .said  could  be  readily  adapted 
,  to  the  proposed  crossings  of  the  Thun- 
der Bay  road. 

W.  A.  McCionagle,  vice  president  and 
general  manager  of  the  Duluth,  Mis- 
.sabe  &  Northern  road,  who  Is  a  civil 
engineer  of  long  experience,  also  testi- 
fied that  the  proposed  crossing  of  th« 
Thunder  Bay  road  with  the  Northern 
Pacific  and  the  Omaha  roads  is  en- 
tirely feasible.  Under  cro.ss-examlna- 
tloi\  Mr.  McGonagle  admitted  that  the 
pri>posed  crossings  would  Injure  the 
Northern  Pacific  road  materially  if  the 
latter  conipany  should  attempt  to  ex- 
tend its  yards  on  the  east  side  <>f 
ftiee's  I'oinf.  He  also  admitted  that 
the  crossing  of  the  other  roads  by 
the  tracks  of  the  new  line  would  tend 
to  delay  the  operation  of  cars  on  the 
traiks  to  the  elevators  and  the  coal 
docks. 

Ctenoral  Manager  Pennington  of  the 
Soo  road,  who  was  a  witness  for  thy 
applicant  company,  ye.sterday  after- 
noon confirmed  again  the  report  thax 
the  Duluth-Thunder  Bay.  road  and  th» 
Soo  road  are  identical.  He  .stated  that 
the  new  line  is  to  be  constructed  to 
connect  the  Soo  line  with  Thunder 
Bay  on  the  north  shore  of  Lake  Su- 
perior ,^    . 

Mr.  Pennington  also  testified  as  to 
grade  cro.sslngs  and  claimed  that  in 
his  opinion  the  proposed  crossings  on 
Rice's  Point  are  f^^aslble. 

This  afternoon  Mr.  Fryberger  ex- 
pected to  call  H.  L  Dre.sser.  chief  en-

Those  of  Seibel  and  Healey  Have  Been 
Taken  From  Lake. 

Deer  River,  Minn..  Nov.  5.— (Special 
to  The  Herald.)— Meager  rep.>rt3  fn>m 
the  Bowstring  country,  north  of  here, 
are  that  the  bodies  of  Jacob  Seibell  and 
Peter  Healey,  two  of  the  Hlbbing  men 
drownod  In  one  of  the  numerous  lakes 
In  that  .-jection  a  few  days  agij,  have 
been  recovered  and  at  la<»i  reporte  the 
searoh  for  the  other  two  b<xiiea  is  still 
l>eing  pnvsecuted. 

Later  information  is  that  Evertim 
and  Inacho,  who  were  rep<}rted  to  have 
been  in  the  lU-fated  boat  when  It  s«ink, 
had  saved  thenvselves,  were  not  In  It 
at  all  but  were  the  first  to  learn  of 
the  accide-nt  when  from  the  shore  they 
saw  packs  and  other  things  belong- 
ing to  the  hunters  tloatiing  on  the  water 
indicating  their  boat  had  been  capsized.

Virginia,  Minn.,  Nov.  6.  —  (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  ballot  battle  in  the 
city  election  was  fought  out  yesterday 
and  resulted  In  exactly  an  even  break 
for  the  contending  forces,  although  the 
Independents  elected  the  head  or  their 
tk-ket,  which  was  considered  the  capital 
prire  In   the  struggle. 

Andrew  Hawkinson  was  elected  mayor 
by  a  majority  of  46  over  W.  H.  E^aton,  the 
present  mayor,  who  appeared  on  the  tick- 
et as  tfte  Kepublican  nominee.  Mayor 
Eaton  lost  his  own  ward,  the  First,  by 
two  votes  and  the  only  ward  he  carried 
wag  the  Second  by  one  vote.  He  lost  the 
First  and  Fourth,  where  most  ol  the 
home  owners  rtslde,  the  Third  by  26  and 
the  Fourth  by  19.  Andrew  Hawklnson's 
total  vote  was  468  and  Mayor  Katon's, 
420. 

For  city  treasurer  W.  B.  Pratt,  the  Re- 
publican candidate,  receivt  d  &5y  votes  to 
1:77  for  John  Costin,  Jr.,  the  Independent 
nominee,  the  majority  tor  Prati  bein^f 
2ti2. 

The  only  real  surpripe  of  the  election 
was  the  defeat  of  Clmrles  E.  Nelson  for 
municipal  Judge  by  Janits  E.  Carey  by  a 
majority  of  three  votes.  Mr.  Carey  was 
the  Republican  nominee  and  received 
434  votes  to  431  for  Judge  Nelson,  who 
has  held  the  position,  ol  municipal  Judge 
ever  since  the  court  was  established. 

For  special  Judge  J.  H.  Fleming,  the 
Independent  nominee,  won  over  John 
Peterson,  the  Republican  candidate,  by 
a  majority  of  t>7.

of  a  city  slot  machine  inspector,  whose 
duty  It  would  be  to  see  that  the  Per- 
centage mechanism  was  not  tampered 
with  oy  the  local  syndicate  of  slot  ma- 
chine owners.  Twenty  voters  accommo- 
dated him  by  writing  his  name  in  on 
their  ballots.  Michael  Boylan.  the  Re- 
publican nominee,  was  the  winner,  re- 
ceiving 74  votes  to  45  for  John  Owens. 
The  latter  did  no  work  as  the  nomination 
was  thrust  upon  him  much  against  his 
desire.  He  did  not  want  the  office  be- 
cause his  business  takes  him  out  o^  the 
city  so  much  of  the  time. 

In  the  Second  ward  Matt  Prljanovich, 
t^  Republican  nominee  and  present  ald- 
erman, was  defeated  by  Conrad  Mattson, 
Independent  nominee  and  former  alder- 
man, by  a  majority   of  U  votes. 

In  the  Third  ward  the  nominee  on  the 
Independent  ticket  was  withdrawn,  but 
there  were  two  other  Independent  condl- 
dates,  which  split  the  vote  and  gave  the 
victory  to  James  LavloUette,  the  Repub- 
lican nominee,  by  a  plurality  of  64.  The 
vote  was:  James  Lavioilette,  143;  James 
Sullivan,   63;   James   Polglase,   89. 

In  the  Fourth  ward.  Edward  C.  A. 
Johnson,  the  Independent  candidate,  and 
present  alderman,  won  over  E.  J.  Elnum, 
the  Republican  nominee,  by  46  majority. 
Johnson  received  123  votes  and  Elnum, 
77. 

A  large  number  of  men  who  were  not 
registered  voted  at  the  election  by  swear- 
ing In  their  votes.  Most  of  them  were 
bona-tlde  cltizena  Many  of  the  idle 
lumberjacks  who  are  in  town  and  who 
had  established  a  residence  here  were 
allowed  to  vote,  but  the  E:aton  workers 
tried  to  have  many  vote  who  were  not 
entitled  to  and  who  had  never  lived  in 
Virginia.  The  Judges,  however,  were 
very  careful  and  in  most  Instances  these 
would-be   voters  were   refused   ballots. 

Andrew  Hawkinson,  the  successful  can- 
didate for  mayor,  takes  his  victory  very 
coolly  as  he  has  the  entire  compaign.  He 
has  felt  confident  from  the  beginning 
that  he  would  be  elected  as  were  a  ma- 
jority of  his  supporters,  who  expect  that 
during  his  Incumbency  he  will  give  the 
city  a  liberal  progressive  and  clean  ad- 
ministraflon.

THE  ELECTIONS. 

Yesterday's  elections  brought  few  surprises.  With 
few  exceptions  they  were  quiet  and  uninteresting,  and 
the  faint  din  of  battle  carried  its  sound  but  a  short 
distance. 

As  predicted  by  The  Herald,  Tom  L.  Johnson  was 
re-elected  mayor  of  Cleveland  over  Theodore  K.  Bur- 
ton, t!ie  Republican  candidate,  and  the  most  important 
feature  of  this  result  is  that  it  carries  a  merited  rebuke 
to  a  large  scheme  for  making  a  city  election  merely 
A  sideshow  for  state  and  national  plans.  Burton  was 
pushed  into  the  race  by  the  friends  of  President  Roose- 
velt and  Secretary  Taft.  To  gain  Cleveland  for  the 
Republicans  was  to  help  Taft's  presidential  prospects, 
and  Mr.  Burton  had  before  him  the  bait  of  future  sen- 
atorial honors.  Naturally  the  people  of  Cleveland 
resented  this  under-estimation  of  the  importance  of 
local  affairs,  and  Tom  Johnson  and  his  3-cent  fare  plat- 
form carried  everything  before  them.  Senator  Foraker 
no  doubt  contributed  to  this  result,  and  he  is  not  by 
any  means  the  most  unhappy  man  in  Ohio  today.  The 
result  was  gratifying  to  all  who  believe  that  good 
government  and  good  public  service  are  the  chief  ends 
of  local  politics. 

Even  more  gratifying  is  the  news  that  the  good 
go*rernment  forces  in  San  Francisco,  headed  by  Acting 
Mayor  Taylor,  the  Democratic  nominee,  and  District 
Attorney  Langdon,  the  successful  prosecutor  of  graft, 
have  swept  the  field,  and  that  San  Francisco  is  thor- 
oughly rede«med  from  the  corrupt  interests  that  have 
held  her  in  their  clutch  so  long. 

In  New  York  City,  the  unholy  alliance  between 
the  Republicans  and  the  Hearst  Independence  league 
was  soundly  trounced  by  the  Tammany  ticket,  and  in 
the  state  the  Republican-Democratic  candidates  for 
judgeships  defeated  the  Independence  league  candidates. 

In  Massachusetts  the  Republican  governor,  Guild, 
is  elected  by  a  large  plurility  over  the  divided  Demo- 
cratic forces,  a  result  which  was  to  be  expected.  In 
Rhode  Island  the  Democratic  governor,  Higgins,  has 
been  re-elected  by  an  increased  plurality,  but  in  New 
Jersey  tremendous  Democratic  gains  have  left  the  result 
in  doubt.  It  is  estimated  that  the  Republicans  suffered  a 
change  of  50,000  votes  in  this  state.  In  Maryland  the 
Democratic  candidate  for  governor  was  elected  after  a 
fierce  fight,  with  slightly  reduced  pluralities. 

Kentucky  has  elected  a  Republican  governor,  a  some- 
what surprising  result.  Prohibition  was  a  factor  here, 
but  how  It  has  come  out  is  not  so  clear,  since  both 
candidates  talked  it  The  Republicans  have  gained  many 
•eats  in  the  legislature,  but  there  is  likely  to  be  a  small 
Democratic  majority  on  joint  ballot,  which  will  elect 
Governor  Beckham  to  the  United  States  senate. 

On  the  whole  the  results  show  Democratic  gains, 
particularly  in  New  Jersey  and  New  York  city,  though 
the  Republicans  made  gnins  in  several  states.  Issues 
have  been  largely  local,  however,  and  but  little  of 
national  significance  is  to  be  drawn  from  the  reading 
of  the  .  returns.  The  nearest  approach  to  it  is  in 
Cleveland,  where  the  result  cannot  have  a  favorable 
result  upon  the  chances  of  Secretary  Taft  as  a  presi- 
dential candidate. 


THE  REAL  REASON  FOR  PANICS. 

Now  that  the  recent  financial  flurry  is  far  enough  in 
the  past  to  be  viewed  complacently  and  calmly,  and 
while  people  arc  theorizing  about  the  cause  of  it  in 
learned  and  abstruse  language,  it  might  be  worth  while 
to  state  that  there  is  but  one  cause  for  that  flurry  and 
for  all  the  flurries  that  this  country  has  ever  had. 

And  that  cause  is  lack  of  conservatism  and  a  too 
great  possession  of  the  American  people  by  the  spirit  of 
gambling.  Americans  are  not  content  to  become  rich  by 
the  old  and  slow  methods;  they  want  to  do  it  in  a  min- 
ute, and  naturally,  in  order  to  accomplish  that  glittering 
result,  they  take  chances.  When  times  are  good  they 
exploit  and  expand  and  leap  without  looking.  They 
boom  things  to  such  great  heights  that  they  can't  help 
falling.  They  pay  too  much  attention  to  the  superstruc- 
ture and  not  enough  to  the  foundation.  The  founda- 
tion of  enduring  prosperity  is  conservatism  and  thrift, 
and  these  qualities  the  American  people  conspicuously 
lack. 

The  people  of  France  furnish  a  marked  contrast  in 
this  respect.  They  are  thrifty  and  conservative  to  the 
last  degree.  The  result  is  that  France  always  has 
enough  money  to  finance  all  her  enterprises,  and  she 
never  has  to  go  to  foreign  markets  to  raise  funds.  She 
could  take  care  of  all  her  enterprises,  and  as  an  intelli- 
gent observer  has  stated,  she  could  handle  all  her 
national  loans,  and  still  have  millions  of  money  left  to 
loan  t(j  other  countries  in  their  need. 

Yet  no  country  has  passed  through  more  disastrous, 
expensive  and  paralyzing  wars.  Besides,  her  people 
have  made  mistakes  in  investments,  like  all  other  people, 
and  tliey  have  suffered  tremendous  losses  from  bad  in- 
vestments in   Spanish,    Egyptian  and   Russian   securities. 

There  is  not  the  slightest  doubt  that  the  reason 
France  can  stand  these  things  and  still  have  plenty  of 
money  is  that  her  people  are  saving  and  conservative. 
Possibly  they  are  too  much  so,  but  if  so  it  is  a  good 
fault,  and  one  that  makes  for  business  stability  and 
security.  A  great  financier,  talking  about  France,  said 
recently:  'For  more  than  a  generation,  thanks  to  wise 
and  conservative  laws  affecting  investments  and  to  the 
honest  opportunities  offered  by  French  bankers  to 
money  savers,  financial  orgies  have  been  made  impos- 
sible in  that  country.  The  get-rich-quick  swindlers  who 
plunder  small  investors  in  this  country  are  outlaws  in 
France  Rotten  high  finance  belongs  to  the  past.  The 
crooked  method  of  financing  De  Lesscps'  Panama  canal 
project  twenty-five  years  ago  was  the  last  unscrupulous 
raid  on  French  money-savers.  Government  and  bankers 
have  done  all  that  foresight  and  conservatism  can  plan 
to  protect  savings  and  to  encourage  honest  investments." 

A  fact  that  illustrates  the  preference  of  French  in- 
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FRESH  AIR. 

A  traveler's  tale  from  Persia  brings  strong  proof 
of  the  modern  theory  that  the  best  weapon  with  which 
to  fight  consumption  and  other  ills  is  fresh  air  and 
plenty  of  it. 

It  ought  not  to  require  any  proof,  so  self-evident 
does  it  seem  that  fresh  air  and  sunlight  are  enemies  uf 
disease  and  that  foul  air  and  filth  are  its  friends.  But 
even  today,  when  consumption  is  being  cured  by  fresh 
air,  there  are  people  who  zealously  guard  their  sleep- 
ing quarters  against  any  invasion  of  "night  air,"  and 
thus  weaken  their  power  of  resistance  to  disease. 

In  Persia  Western  ways  of  living  have  lately  come 
into  vogue,  and  with  them  has  come  an  alarming  increase 
of  pulmonary  diseases  that  is  baffling  foreign  physicians. 

In  the  old  days,  the  Persians  lived  in  fresh  air.  The 
houses  were  built  of  adobe,  and  every  family  has  its 
little  house  and  court.  The  door  and  the  roof  were  open 
at  all  seasons.  Even  in  winter  no  attempt  was  made  to 
close  and  heat  rooms.  An  open  fire,  or  a  pan  of  hot 
ashes  with  a  few  red  coals,  was  all  that  was  used. 

To  visit  a  Persian  in  midwinter,  when  the  snow  was 
falling,  was  described  as  being  much  like  taking  a 
sleighride  indoors.  The  doors  and  windows  were  wide 
open.  Host  and  guest  sat  on  cushions,  a  wool-filled 
comforter  tucked  around  them,  with  their  feet  toward 
the  foot  warmer. 

The  coming  of  Western  ways  has  brought  compara- 
tive prosperity  to  many,  and  living  conditions  are 
changed.  Armenians  and  Mohammedans  are  building 
houses  like  ours.  They  tc  heating  them  with  wood 
stoves  and  lighting  them  with  lamps.  They  are  closed 
against  the  winter  air,  and  the  aim  is  luxury  and  comfort. 

The  result  is  that  consumption  is  making  terrible 
inroads.  Its  germs  are  thriving  in  the  dark,  warm  and 
closed  rooms  of  the  up-to-date  houses.  The  people  of 
Persia,  in  the  old  days  when  stoves  and  lamps  were 
unknown,  were  rugged,  healthy  and  strong.  Consump- 
tion was  unknown.  If  a  stray  germ  had  wandered  into 
a  Persian  home  of  the  old  kind,  it  would  have  shivered 
and  died  before  the  full  sweep  of  clean  fresh  air  that 
would  have  met  it. 

Now  the  Persians,  thanks  to  their  lessons  from  West- 
ern ways,  keep  open  house  for  germs.  Germs  live  and 
thrive  and  multiply,  and  as  cleanliness  is  said  to  be  none 
too  conspicuous,  dirt  joins  hand  with  foul,  warm  air  to 
make  it  comfortable  and  home-like  for  the  germs  that 
are  threatening  the  health  of  the  Persians. 

They  learned  from  us  how  to  close  up  their  houses 
and  to  sacrifice  health  for  the  sake  of  comfort.  We 
are  just  beginning  to  learn  that  our  ways  are  wrong,  and 
that  if  we  value  health  we  must  open  our  doors  and 
windows — even  our  roofs,  if  necessary — to  the  fresh, 
clean  air  of  the  outer  world. 

The  Persians  have  learned  a  lesson  from  us  that 
they  will  regret.  We  can  learn  a  lesson  from  their 
experience,  if  we  will,  that  will  make  us  stronger  and 
healthier  and  more  vigorous.  We  can  open  our  doors* 
and  windows  to  the  fresh  air  and  sunlight,  whether  it 
spoils  carpets  or  not,  for  it  is  better  to  have  a  spoiled 
carpet  than  spoiled  lungs.

A  MILLION  DIVORCES. 

The  census  bureau,  which  has  been  investigating 
divorces  in  this  country,  announces  that  in  the  period 
from  1887  to  1906  a  million  divorces  were  granted,  and 
that  at  the  time  the  census  was  taken  hall  a  million 
more  were  on  the  dockets  of  the  courts  awaiting   trial. 

Two  persons,  of  course,  are  concerned  in  each  case. 
In  many  cases  there  are  children.  If  there  is  an  aver- 
age of  one  child  to  each  family — it  would  hardly  be  much 
more  than  that,  because  large  families  arc  seldom  found 
where  divorce  splits  the  domestic  peace — this  means  that 
the  courts  were  asked  to  pass  during  this  period  upon 
the  domestic  aflairs  of  more  than  4.000,000  people. 

This  is  a  very  uncomfortable  showing,  but  it  is  by  no 
means  surprising.  It  has  come  to  be  recognized  that 
the  facility  with  which  divorces  may  be  obtained  in 
this  country,  and  the  freedom  with  which  people  who 
are  dissatisfied  with  their  domestic  relations  seek  them, 
constitute  a  national  shame  and  a  national  disgrace. 

Yet  there  is  anotlier  side  to  the  picture. 

Nobody  has  made  a  censu,s  yet  of  the  millions  of 
happily  married  people  in  this  country,  and  probably 
nobody  will  attempt  such  a  census.     There  are  millions 

who  are  happy,  and  millions  of  others  who,  though  they  ^  jLm^e^r'Wn^^^;  Sr'.'^Qu'el^:   Itin- 
have  not  found  in  matrimony  all  the  bliss  and  content- 
ment  that   they   had   expected,   are   bravely  making   the 
best    of    it    without    trailing    their    affairs    through    the 

ignominy  of  the  divorce  court,  where  sacred  tanuly  |iey,  Rhtnelander;  J 
relations,  zealously  guarded  from  public  view  by  most  .J^.!^' „^*"jj.j^  J. 
people,  are  dragged  out  for  public  amusement  and  scorn. 

Divorce,  when  abused,  is  a  real  and  corroding  evil. 
A  nation  in  which  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  mar- 
riage rest  lightly  is  a  nation  that  is  in  a  bad  way.  Yet 
divorce  is  a  real  necessity,  .00,  when  properly  safe- 
guarded and  restricted. 

The  chief  fault  with  the  divorce  laws  of  this  coun- 
try is  their  lack  of  uniformity.  They  range  all  the  way 
from  those  of  a  state  where  no  divorce  is  permitted 
for  any  reason,  to  those  of  a  state  where  the  flimsy 
ground  of  "incompatability  of  temperament"  is  recog- 
nized as  a  legal  ground  for  divorce.  These  laws  should 
be  uniform,  but  we  do  not  want  to  follow  the  example 
of  South  Carolina,  which  allows  no  divorce  at  all,  or 
that  of  Connecticut,  which  grants  a  divorce  for  "'any  such 
misconduct  as  permanently  destroys  the  happiness  of 
the  petitioner." 

And  while  reform  is  at  work  upon  the  divorce  laws 
it  should  see  to  it  that  the  marriage  laws  are  not  too 
lax.  A  very  large  percentage  of  the  divorce  cases  grow 
out  of  hasty  marriages,  contracted  on  the  spur  of  the 
moment  and  performed  before  the  parties  have  time  to 
think  it  over.  The  number  of  divorces  could  be  enor- 
mously curtailed  if  there  were  some  way  of  compelling 
young  people  to  stop  and  think  before  they  plunged 
heedlessly  into  a  relation  that  should  be  permanent  and 
sacred.

in  other  vocations,  has  botni  ho  small  that 
I  he  general  public  has  hoard  liUle  regard- 
Ing  the  busln',-i<H.  Operations  of  searcli- 
ors  after  furs  have  neverlhuless  been 
very  extcasivo  In  the  district  north, 
northeast  and  northwest  of  the  city,  and 
thousands  of  dollars'  wortli  of  skins 
have  been  sent  East  annually  from  tliiit 
distrl';t. 

As  the  wilder  region.s  become  settled 
up,  fur-boaring  animals  become  more 
scarce,  and  the  good  trapping  dlstrict.s  In 
Minnesota  are  becoming  tew  and  far  be- 
tween. It  will  not  be  many  years  before 
animals  of  th.-  kind  desiroj  have  .-ntirely 
disappeared,  for  the  more  ordinary  var- 
leiit^s.  such  as  mink  a:vl  mudkrat  and 
skunk,  are  oftf*n  to  be  found  ntar  cities;

a  business,  will  b«>  a  thing  (jf  the  past.  It 
will  not  b'l  good  pnough  to  warrant  a 
mall  putting  hi.s   wlioU-  time  to  It.

Of  the  many  theories  advanced  In 
explanation  of  the  tightness  In  the 
money  market,  the  one  given  by  Unit- 
ed States  Inspector  William  H.  Dean, 
is  perhaps  tho  most  unusual,  although 
It  sounds  quite  reasonable.  The  fact 
that  so  much  money  has  been  taken 
out  of  the  country  by  foreign  labor 
during  the  last  few  years,  and  more 
particularly  during  the  present  year, 
he  gives  as  ono  rea^ion  for  the  scarcity 
of  cash- 

While  it  is  not  by  any  means 
claimed  that  earnings  taken  and  sent 
h\)me  by  aliens  is  the  only  explana- 
tion of  th<»  scarcity.  Everybody  knows 
In  a  iiazy  sort  of  a  way  that  foreigners 
send  quite  a  lot  of  money  to  other 
countries,  or  hoard  it  up  while  on  this 
side  aiul  then  go  to  Europe  to  spend 
the  remainder  of  their  days,  but  few 
people  have  any  adequate  conception 
of  the  inimen.se  amount  of  cash  that 
is  disposed  of  in  this  manner.  That 
which  Is  carried  back  on  the  persons 
of  returning  aliens  alone  amounts  to 
millions  of  dollars  a  month  in  the  fall 
of  the  year,  when  the  tide  of  travel 
of  this  class  of  people  eastward  across 
the   Atlantic  is  generally  the  heaviest. 

Press  disj)atches  tell  of  the  thou- 
.sands  of  Immigrants  landed  daily  at 
New  York,  but  little  is  said  of  the 
vast  number  that  board  the  ocean- 
going vessels  at  the  eastern  metropolis, 
bound  for  the  land  of  their  birth.  At 
this  season,  when  very  low  rates  are 
In  effect,  every  outgoing  boat  has  «i 
full  steerage,  and  the  second  cabin  is 
also  well  patronized  by  returning 
aliens,  who  feel  that  their  earnings 
entitle  them  to  something  better  In  the 
way  of  accommodations  than  they  had 
when  they  came  to  America. 

One  boat  recently,  for  example,  left 
New  York  for  a  German  port  with 
1,40')  pa.ssengers  in  the  steerage.  They 
were  g<»lng  home.  Every  one  had  a 
certain  amount  of  money  he  had  saved 
in  this  country,  which  had  been  con- 
verted Into  gold  and  probably  strapped 
around  his  waist  for  .safety's  sak*. 
This  is  only  one  Instance  where  scores 
might  be  cited.  Of  course,  every  one 
of  the  steerage  passengers  did  not 
have  a  small  fortune  in  cash,  but  the 
individual  savings  would  probably  run 
all  the  way  from  $50  to  |2,000.  It  la 
a  matter  of  record  that  many  of  these 
returnljig  common  laborers  have  as 
high  as  $2,000  and  $3,000  each.  Yes- 
terday, for  example,  eight  Austrlans 
left  Duluth  for  their  old  homes,  and 
each  one  had  between  $800  and  $1,000 
In  money  belts  around  their  waists. 
A  dollar  will  buy  more  In  the  old 
country  than  It  will  on  this  side  of  the 
Atlantic,  and  members  of  the  laboring 
class  often  feel  that  the  savings  of  a 
few  years  in  America  will  support 
them  In  comfort  in  Europe,  properly 
inve.sted  In  farming  land,  for  the  re- 
mainder of  their  days. 

Some  of  the  aliens  only  go  home  on 
a  visit,  int*>ndlng  to  later  return  to 
America,  but  It  Is  claimed  this  does 
not  hold  true  In  the  majority  of  cases. 
Tho!«e  who  remain  on  this  side  are 
constantly  sending  money  across  tho 
water  to  relatives  who  have  been  left 
belilnd

Ninety  Thousand  Certi- 
ficates Issued  Under  the 
McCumber  l^aw. 

Another   Plea  for   Re- 
storation of  Army 
CanteeR,

Washington,  Nov.  6.— (Special  to  The 
Herald. >— The  annual  report  of  the  coro- 
missioaer  of  pensions  has  recently  been 
made  public  and  contaUns  a  great  deal  of 
data  of  Interest  to  the  pensioner  and  the 
general  public.  It  appears  that  under  the 
so-called  McCumber  act,  which  Is  prac- 
tically a  service  pension  law.  90.000  certi- 
ficates have  been  Issued. 

Under  the  general  pension  laws  any 
soldier, who  served  In  the  federal  army 
In  the  Civil  war,  was  honorably  dis- 
charged, and  Is  disabled  by  wounds  re- 
ceived or  disease  contracted  In  the  line 
of  duty  In  such  service,  is  pensionable 
regardless  of  the  length  of  time  he 
served.  Under  the  act  of  1890,  any  sol- 
dier who  served  In  the  federal  army  In 
the  Civil  war  not  less  than  ninety  days, 
was  honorably  discharged  and  since  his 
di.soharge,  by  accident  or  disea-se  not  due 
to  his  own  vicious  habits,  has  become  in 
any  degree  unable  to  earn  his  support 
by  manual  labor,  is  et^titled  to  a  pen- 
sion. 

Under  the  act  of  February  6,  1»07.  the 
McCumber  act,  any  soldier  who  served 
In  the  federal  army  in  •  Uie  civil  war 
ninety  days,  and  was  \-ftonorably  dis- 
charged. Is  entitled  to  a  pension  at  the 
rate  of  $12  per  month  after  he  tias  reached 
the  age  of  &!  years,  $15  a  month  after  he 
has  arrived  at  the  age.at.-70.  and  $20  a 
month  after  he  is  75  years  old,  on  account 
of   age  alone. 

It  will  be  noted  that  under  the  general 
law  a  soldier  la  pensionable  because  of 
wounds  or  disease  contnactid  in  the  ser- 
vice. regardle.s8  of  the  length  of  his 
service;  that  under  tlie  act  of  1890,  he  te 
pensionable  for  disabilities  not  due  to 
his  own  vicious  habit ^  jiScuring  after 
his  discharge,  on  condnl»ri  fibat  he  served 
ninety  days  in  the  Civil  ira^^nd  was  hon- 
orably discharged,  andEthJK  under  the 
McCumber  act  he  isj-ijonaionable  as 
slated.  If  he  served  ni«ety  days  in  the 
Civil  war  and  was  hoii<^aSly  discharged. 
It  is  n<)t  ne-jessary  tlmt  the  soldier 
served  in  the  same  organization  the  nlno- 
ty  days  or  that  he  had  a  uontlnuous  ser- 
vice of  ninety  days,  but  ;that  the  sum 
total  of  the  services,  if  he  had  more  than 
one  enlistment,  is  ninety  days,  which  sat- 
isflies  the  r^-quirements  of  the  law,  but 
the  service  or  services  must  have  been 
in  th«  Civil  war.

Walter  Scott  Hale,  commander-in-chief  1 
of  the  Spanish  war  veterans,  tleclares 
that  it  is  of  vital  importance  that  con-  1 
gre.-»3  should  restore  the  canteen  to  the 
regular  army  and  to  soldiers'  homes.  Ho 
has  been  In  Washington  during  the  week 
and  gave  this  Interview: 

'•The  restoration  of  the  army  canteen 
Is  absolutely  net^e.ssarv  if  the  government 
desires  to  maintain  the  regular  army  at 
anything  like  its  maximum  strength.  I 
served  as  a  soldier  In  the  regular  army 
and  know  by  experience  that  the  opera- 
tion of  the  canteen  was  most  helpful  in 
maintaining  discipline  and  contentment 
among  the  men.  It  was  beneficent  in  that 
It  made  many  of  the  men  contented,  and 
discouraged  them  frpm  .visiting  low 
bnjthels  and  dlvog  wliere  vile  compounds,  j 
termed  liquor,  were  dispensed.  In  the  In- 
terest of  sanitation,  morality  and  dis- 
cipline I  hope  congress  will  folhrw  the  j 
recommendations  of  practically  all  of  the 
high  ofTkers  of  the  army  and  former 
soldiers,  and  restore  the  canteen  to  mili- 
tary posts  and  soldiers'  homes."

The  peat  bog  furnishes  the  latest  sub- 
stitute for  wood  In  the  manufacture  of 
paper.  Paper  making  from  peat  on  a 
commercial  scale  has  already  begun  In  j 
Sweden,  where  a  company,  capitalized  at  i 
more  than  a  million  dollars,  has  metde  ex- 
♦.♦•nslvo  purchases  of  p»^t  bogs  and  pre- 
pared plans  for  the  erection  of  mills  for 
turning  out  wrapping  paper  and  paste- 
board. 

The  money  for  the  enterprise  comos 
largely  from  London,  but  the  process  by 
which  the  veg«*(able  ftber  of  the  p«>at 
will  be  converted  Into  paper  Is  covered 
by  an  American  patent.  An  account  of 
the  successful  launching  of  the  enterprise 
Is  given  In  a  report  of  United  States 
Consul  R.  8.  S.  Bergh'  of.  Gothenburg, 
Sw»'den. 

This  Is  not  the  first  effort  at  paper 
making  from  peat.  .Some  ye.irs  ago 
a  paper  mill  was  operated  by  water 
power  at  Culbrldge.  Ireland.  The  pa- 
triotic  people   of   the   neighborhood    put

forth  their  best  efforts  to  place  the 
new  commodity  on  the  market,  and  it 
was  enthusiastically  announced  that 
"making  paper  from  the  soil  of  old 
Ireland  is  an  established  Industry." 
However,  It  remained  for  American  test 
to  satisfy  capitalists  that  peat-made 
paper  would  command  a  price  that 
would  make  Its  manufacture  profit- 
able. It  Is  claimed  that  a  ton  of  paper 
worth  $30  can  be  made  from  peat  at  a 
total  cost  of  $15,  thus  leaving  a  Satis- 
factory margin  of  profit.  It  Is  further 
claimed  that  It  takes  only  two  hours  to 
convert   the  peat   into   paper. 

It  should,  however,  not  be  expected 
that  peat  as  a  material  for  paper  mak- 
ing can  take  the  place  of  wood  pulp  for 
all  purposes.  If  it  helps  to  meet  the 
demand  for  the  coarser  grades  of  pa- 
per, and  thus  relieves  the  pressure  up- 
on the  timber  supply.  It  will  do  a  great, 
deal  for  the  forests  of  the  XJiilted' 
States.  The  quantity  of  peat  In  the 
world  is  enormous.  It  exists  In  all 
the  countries  of  Northern  Europe  and 
has  been  used  for  fuel  for  centuries. 
E'eposlts  of  from  ten  to  fifty  feet  deep 
and  many  miles  In  extent  are  not  un- 
usual. Siberia  has  thousands  of  square 
miles  of  peat,  and  much  exists  in  the 
United  .States  and  Canada.  It  Is  a  vege- 
table substance,  deposited  by  slow  ac- 
cumulations during  the  thousands  of 
years,  the  process  being  similar  to  that 
by    which    coal    was    formed. 

Many  good  qualities  have  been  claim- 
ed for  paper  made  from  peat.  It  Is 
said  that  an  article  wrapped  In  it  will 
not  be  attacked  by  moths,  and  for  that 
reason  It  is  assumed  to  be  particularly 
fitted  for  boxes  and  bags  for  storing 
furs  and  woolen  clothing.  It  Is  fur- 
ther claimed  that  a  process  of  bleach- 
ing will  give  the  paper  a  snow  w^hlte 
color,  and  thus  make  It  equal  to  the 
best  pulp  papers  for  printing  purposes, 
but  this  claim  does  not  appear  to  have 
been  established  by  actual  tests  on  a 
commercial  scale  Wrapping  papers, 
card  boards,  and  paper  boxes  made 
from  peat  possess  greater  strength  than 
similar    articles    made    from    straw.

Jaines  J.  Hill,  president  of  the  board 
of  directors  of  the  Great  Northern  rail- 
way, materially  assisted  in  the  con- 
stimmaticMi  of  the  final  details  of  tiie 
arrangement  whereby  the  money  was 
secured  tor  the  moving  of  the  crops, 
that  have  practically  sttKnl  still  since 
the  first  acute  effects  of  the  money 
b>hortage.

In  discussing  the  result  of  the  fin- 
ancing of  the  wheat  movement  this 
morning,  Mr.  Ordean  said  that  its  re- 
sult would  be  a  larger  wheat  move- 
ment from  the  Duluth  and  other  North- 
western ports.  It  will  also  mean  that 
instead  of  a  congestion  in  the  move- 
ment of  flour  from  Minneapolis  the 
millers  will  be  enabled  to  secure  funds 
to  finance  shipments  to  meet  their 
Eastern  orders. 

From  a  local  standpoint,  the  secur- 
ing of  the  capital  is  necessarily  of 
great  importance.  It  means  a  resump-

Berlin,  Nov.  6. — "The  charges 
against  me  are  absurd  and  untrue," 
said  Prince  Von  Buelow,  the  Imperial 
chancellor,  In  court  today,  during  tht 
trial  of  a  journalist,  Herr  Brand,  on 
the  charge  of  calumniating  the  chan- 
cellor by  intimating  that  he  practiced 
infamous  secret  vices  similar  to  those 
referred  to  in  the  Moltke-Harden  case.

"It  is  untrue  that  I  have  ever  been 
the  victim  of  blackmailing  schemes 
connected  with  perverse  impulses.

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GOVERNOR  OF  ALABAMA 
SAYS  RAILROADS  DEFY 
THE  LAWS  OF  THE  STATE 


Calls  Special  Session  of 
Legislature  to  Con- 
sider Matter. 

Says  Regulation  by  State 

is  Matter  of  Great 

Importance. 

Says   Roads    Have  In- 
fluenced Legislation 
in  the  Past. 


Montgromery,  Ala.,  Nov.  7.— In  his 
messagre  to  the  special  session  of  the 
lesrislature  today.  Governor  B.  B.  Com- 
er insisted  that  the  control  and  regu- 
lation of  the  railroads  by  the  state  is 
a  questU>n  more  imjtortant  than  tlie 
making  of  rates  or  any  other  matter,  in 
that  it  Involves  the  question  of  right 
of  the  state  to  control  its  internal  af- 
fairs. The  message  goes  on  to  say 
that  President  Smith  of  the  Louisville 
&  Nashville  railroad,  has  held  out 
against  the  Alabama  laws  while  others 
have  put  them  in  effect;  has  defied  the 
state  and  its  people  by  conducting  a 
lobby  at  the  capltol;  and  openly  ad- 
mitted that  hi.«  company  has  influenced 
legislation  in  the  past;  has  called  the 
governors  of  Alabama  and  Georgia 
p<ipulistic;  has  raised  rates  over  night 
In  defiance  of  state  laws,  and  has  gen- 
erally refused  to  recognize  the  right 
of  the  state  to  make  laws  applying  lo 
transportation  companies.  That  tho 
Alabama  rate  laws  are  not  confiscatory 
is  evidtnced,  the  governor  says,  but  the 
fact  remains  that  they  prevail  in  other 
nearby  states  and  provide  profit.  Fi- 
nancial troubles  he  says,  have  not 
grown  out  of  the  laws  made  to  contrjl 
corporations,  but  are  due  to  the  rascal- 
ity of  the  high  financiers,  and  the  pro- 
ducer of  the  cotton  of  the  South  is  now 
coming  to  save  the  country  from  panic. 
The  Louisville  &  Nashville  railroad  Is 
charged  with  manipulating  to  prevent 
use  of  waterways,  making  rules  i'>r 
handling  coal,  demurrage  and  freight 
rates  that  are  arbitrary,  and  seeking 
generally  to  control  the  state  to  the 
detriment   of  the  people.

Catch.

San  Francisco,  Nov.  7- — The  steam 
wiialer  Beluga,  Capt.  Porter,  arrived 
from  the  Arctic  yesterday  with  16,000 
pounds  of  bone,  seventy-two  foxsktns 
and  one  bear  skin.  Capt.  Porter  con- 
firmed the  report  from  Unalaska  th.it 
the  other  Jihii)8  of  the  fleet  weie  safi 
and  were  coming  home  with  big 
catches. 

Capt.  Porter,  who  has  been  going  to 
the  Arctic  for  many  years  said  that 
never  before  had  wliales  been  so  plenri- 
ful  as  they  were  tiiis  season.  N'tne 
whales  fell  before  the  harpoons  of  the 
Beluga  s  whalemen.  Capt.  Porter  said 
that  he  never  saw  the  whale.s  so  wild. 
There  were  thousands  of  them,  but 
they  were  very  hard  to  catch.  The 
lU'luga  lost  four  whales  that  had  been 
harpooned.

"It  is  enough  to  satisfy  my  conscience,"  he  says,  "this  conviction 
of  having  saved  my  beloved  country  from  anarchy  and  its  natural  re- 
sults of  plunder  and  ruin." 

He  continues,  describing  what  he  considers  the  criminal  acts  on 
the  part  of  the  revolutionists,  and  the  necessity  to  call  on  the  Ameri- 
cans to  prevent  a  protracted  and  sanguinary  contest.  "If  I  did  right 
or  wrong,  time  will  say.  That  my  attitude  was  immediately  justified 
isj^roved  by  the  sudden  re-establishment  of  peace  through  the  moral 
anV  material  influence  of  the  Americans. 

"I  do  not  hesitate  to  declare  that  it  is  a  hundred  times  better  for 
our  beloved  Cuba  to  be  in  a  dependent  political  situation,  in  which 
liberty  is  prevailing,  than  in  a  republic  independent  of  a  sovereign 
but  discredited  and  ruined  by  blasting  periodical  civil  strifes." 

The  letter  is  considered  important,  as  Dr.  Palma  still  commands  a 
great  influence  with  a  large  number  of  Cubans.

NAVY  OFFICE  IS 
HANDICAPPED 

Rigid  Citizenship  Regula- 
tions Keep  Out  Many 
Applicants. 

Because  mure  rigid  enforcements  ars 
observed  in  the  securing  of  recruits  to 
the  navy  than  are  enforced  in  the  en- 
llstimcnt  conditions  of  the  United  States 
army,  the  navy  officials  are  finding  It 
more  difHcult  to  secure  men  than  the 
other  branch  of  the  service. 

The  navy  regulations  require  an  ap- 
plicant to  have  full  citizenship.  In  the 
army  regulations  it  Is  only  necessary 
for  an  a{»pHcant  to  have  taken  out  his 
first  naturalization  j>apers.  In  this  way 
many  men,  especially  in  this  part  <>f 
the  state,  who  would  rather  Join  the 
navy  than  serve  in  the  army,  are  de- 
terred   frf>m    cfirrymg   out    their   desire. 

Since  the  first  efforts  (»f  the  financial 
stringency  the  naval  officers  stationed 
here  have  observed  the  effects  of  thi.s 
rule.  Many  of  the  laborers  In  Duluth 
and  the  range  districts  are  forelgiu-rs 
■who  have  not  taken  out  all  their  natur- 
alization papers.  Until  they  have  they 
are    barred    from      Joining    the      naval 


branch   of    the    United    States    military 
service. 

For  this  reason,  more  than  any  other  i 
cau.se,  the  naval  officials  are  not  re- 
ceiving more  recruits  since-*the  begin- 
ning of  the  retrenchment  in  operations 
that  employ  a  large  number  of  men. 
The  army  officials  are  receiving  appli- 
cations from  men  who  have  not  taken 
cut  aJl  their  citizenship  papers  and 
are   enlisting   many   of    them. 

The  war  deivartment  wants  Its  navy 
to  be  all-American.  Its  reg-ulatlons  are 
most  rigid  on  this  subject.  The  army

Chase  is  imprisoned  under  the  floating 
bog  in  the  flowage  and  will  never  be  re- 
covered.

TH£  HABIT   OF  INDEPENDENCE. 

If  this  week's  elections  in  general  showed  anything, 
they  showed  that  the  habit  of  independent  thinking  and 
independent  voting  has  become  hxed  upon  the  American 
people. 

It  is  a  splendid  thing,  because  it  shows  that  the  vision 
of  the  people  is  clear  at  last,  and  that  they  see  that  the 
proper  end  of  politics  is  not  party  success  but  public 
good. 

The  Cleveland  election  was  of  national  importance, 
not  because  of  the  personalities  of  the  candidates  or 
because  of  the  issues,  but  because  it  was  a  conspicuous 
failure  of  an  attempt  to  run  a  local  election  on  national 
line*.  Popular  as  Roosevelt  is,  the  fact  that  he  was  back 
of  Burton  in  his  candidacy  did  hitn  nothing  but  harm, 
because  the  people  of  Cleveland  were  looking  at  local 
usues  and  such  tangible  things  as  3-cent  street  car  fares, 
and  didn't  give  a  hang  about  anybody's  personal 
ambitions. 

At  the  expense  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  Taft  was  to 
receive  encouragement  and  support,  Foraker  and  Dick 
were  to  be  rebuked,  and  Burton  was  to  acquire  the 
mayoralty  as  a  stepping  stone  to  the  United  States 
icnatc.  But  the  people,  disregardiiig  politics  and  large 
schemes  for  political  advancement  of  individuals,  refused 
to  be  blinded,  and  voted  their  own  convictions  for  the 
•ake  of  the  city  and  people  of  Cleveland. 

In  New  Jersey  the  Republican  majority  that  Roose- 
velt received  in  1904  was  tumbled  to  the  ground  largely 
because  many  people  preferred  the  Democratic  candidate 
for  governor  rather  than  the  Republican  candidate.  In 
Kentucky  the  time-honored  Democratic  majority  disap- 
peared altogether  and  a  Republican  was  elected  governor, 
on  purely  state  issues.  In  New  York,  where  the  principal 
fight  was  on  the  selection  of  judges,  Tammany  reaped  the 
credit  of  a  victory  because  the  people  trusted  the  Demo- 
cratic candidates  more  than  they  did  those  running  as  the  | 
illegitimate  children  of  that  strange  misalliance  between 
the  Republicans  and   Hearst's  Independence  league. 

In  San  Francisco  good  government  was  the  demand 
of  a  people  that  has  been  robbed  and  cheated  and 
despoiled  by  as  arrant  a  gang  of  rascals  as  ever  fattened 
on  a  city's  treasury.  The  good  government  candidates, 
•elected  without  regard  to  party,  were  elected  all  along 
the  line,  and  the  last  remnants  of  the  corrupt  nest  of 
thieves  aufl  blackmailers  that  has  been  debasing  the 
city  were  kicked  out  in  contempt  and  disgust. 

These  signs  of  clear  vision  and  determined  purpose 
may  be  discouraging  to  grafters  and  political  bosses,  but 
they  are  mightily  encouraging  to  those  whose  faith  in 
free  government  has  been  disturbed  by  the  abuses  that 
have  crept  in  under  the  reign  of  blind  partisanship. 

It  does  not  mean  the  abdication  of  government  by 
parties,  but  it  means  the  purification  of  the  parties  and 
the  destruction  of  the  rings  that  have  been  formed  under 
the  cover  of  unthinking  and  unseeing  partisanship.  It 
means  that  the  people  want  good  government,  honesty  in 
office,  and  a  square  deal  between  the  people  and  the 
"interests,"  and  that  they  are  going  to  get  it  without 
regard  to  parties  or  personal  ambitions.  The  parties  will 
heed  the  lesson,  and  their  sense  of  hearing  will  be  so 
quickened  that  they  will  be  able  to  hear  and  heed  the 
popular  demands.

While  such  a  measure  would  probably  not  pass,  it 
would  have  stronger  support  than  it  would  have  had  a 
few  years  ago,  and  stronger  support  than  many  people 
might  expect  it  to  have  even  now.  A  large  number  of 
congressmen  come  from  districts  in  which  Prohibition 
is  an  accepted  fact.  Only  a  few  states  are  governed  by 
prohibitory  laws,  but  in  a  majority  of  states  there  are 
county  option  and  local  option  laws  under  which  con- 
siderable areas  are  "dry."  Congressmen  from  such  dis- 
tricts would  pretty  nearly  have  to  vote  for  prohibition 
bills  in  congress,  and  there  are  enough  of  them  to  make 
a  very  noticeable  showing. 

It  is  stated,  too,  that  the  Prohibition  forces  have 
determined  upon  a  campaign  that  cannot  fail  to  be  effec- 
tive. If  a  member  refuses  to  vote  for  prohibition  in  the 
District,  they  will  go  into  his  own  congressional  dis- 
trict and  stir  up  a  fight  against  him  among  their  own 
supporters.  This  will  be  very  annoying  to  many  con- 
gressmen who  are  aware  that  there  is  a  strong  prohibi- 
tion sentiment  at  home,  and  the  fact  that  the  liquor 
interests  are  not  without  influence  among  the  voters  will 
not  tend  to  lessen  the  statesman's  perturbation. 

The  Prohibitionists  would  like  to  see  prohibition  in 
the  district  mainly  for  its  moral  effect  on  the  remainder 
of  the  country.  They  feel  that  it  will  be  a  long  step 
ahead  for  them  if  they  can  gain  this  point,  and  it  would 
unquestionably  turn  out  that  way. 

But  if  prohibition  prevailed  in  Washington,  the  diplo- 
matic corps,  most  of  the  members  of  which  are  used  to 
taking  their  drinks  when  they  feel  like  it,  wines  being 
generally  one  of  the  indispensables  at  their  dinners  and 
other  functions,  would  be  likely  to  find  themselves  con- 
fronted by  a  condition  that  would  be  as  unpleasant  to 
them  as  it  would  be  pleasant  to  the  ardent  advocates  of 
banishing  the  Destroyer   Rum  from  civilization.

CASH  HEADED  THIS  WAY. 

It  is  cheering  news  that  more  than  $3,000,000  in  cash 
is  headed  for  Duluth. 

It  means  that  the  Eastern  financial  situation  is  clear- 
ing up  rapidly.  It  means  that  the  flood  of  gold  that  is 
arriving  from  Europe  has  given  New  York  bankers 
courage  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  West.  It  means  that 
the  grain  business  at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  will  resume 
its  normal  flow.  It  means  that  the  farmers  of  the  North- 
west will  be  able  to  sell  their  crops  and  that  the  money 
they  receive  for  them  will  go  into  the  regular  channels 
of  trade,  to  the  vast  improvement  of  the  situation  in 
Duluth  and  the  Northwest. 

Besides  $3,000,000  engaged  for  the  crop  movement, 
one  Duluth  bank  has  engaged  $500,000  in  gold  for  its 
local  uses.  This  docs  not  mean  that  the  banks  will  be 
able  to  immediately  resume  normal  methods  of  issuing 
cash,  but  it  docs  mean  that  the  situation  will  be  greatly 
improved,  and  that  cash  enough  to  supply  all  real  neces- 
sities will  be  available.  Duluth  cannot  go  back  to  the 
old  methods  until  the  rest  of  the  country  does,  for  that 
would  simply  drain  Duluth  of  its  cash.  The  change 
back  to  the  old  system  must  come  gradually,  but  it  will 
come  surely. 

Every  day  evidences  accumulate  that  the  crisis  has 
been  passed,  and  that  the  upturn  has  come.  The  return 
to  the  flood  tide  of  activity  cannot  come  all  at  once,  nor 
should  it  come  that  way.  There  must  first  be  general 
retrenchment  such  as  sound  business  judgment  dictates: 
not  a  retrenchment  resulting  from  fear  and  panic,  but  a 
retrenchment  that  will  put  business  back  on  a  solid  foun- 
dation once  more. 

Duluth  has  weathered  the  crisis  without  a  casualty, 
and  its  position  will  gain  strength  daily.  Il  is  funda- 
mentally secure,  and  the  only  effect  has  been  minor  in- 
convenience which  was  a  great  deal  better  than  calamity. 
Now  that  the  supply  of  cash  is  going  to  be  equal  to  the 
demands  of  business,  the  return  to  activity  will  come  as 
quickly  as  it  should  come. 


SEA  DRAINAGE. 

A  brief  di.spatch  from  The  Hague  in  The  Herald  to- 
night contains  matter  that  is  commended  to  the  state  of 
Minnesota  for  its  mental  digestion. 

The  government  lias  presented  to  the  Dutch  parlia- 
ment a  bill  for  the  reclamation  of  a  portion  of  the  Zuyder 
Zee  at  a  cost  of  $11,200,000.  The  work  will  occupy  seven 
years,  and  will  reclaim  about  4,000  acres. 

Holland  is  spending  $2,800  an  acre  to  redeem  land 
from  a  sea. 

Minnesota  can  by  the  expenditure  of  about  $1  an  acre 
redeem  land  equally  as  good  from  its  swamps. 

If  Minnesota  had  to  pay  $2,800  an  acre  to  redeem  its 
swamp  land,  it  probably  wouldn't  redeem  it.  It  would 
hardly  be  worth  while  when  land  is  so  plentiful.  But 
when  it  can  reclaim  good  land  for  a  paltry  dollar  an 
acre,  there  is  no  excuse  whatever  for  its  failure  to  redeem 
every  available  acre,  since  by  the  investment  of  a  dollar 
il  can  turn  worthless  land  into  land  worth  $15  an  acre 
at  the  very  least. 

Much  of  this  land  was  given  to  the  state  by  the 
nation,  and  the  consideration  was  the  state's  agreement 
to  drain  it.  The  state  has  drained  very  little  of  it,  and 
the  federal  government  would  be  perfectly  justified  in 
demanding  the  return  of  the  land  on  the  ground  that  the 
contract  had  been  violated. 

If  the  state  does  not  show  a  disposition  to  do  its 
duty  in  this  matter  more  speedily,  pretty  soon  somebody 
will  demand  that  the  government  take  the  land  back  and 
drain  it,  and  the  state  will  lose  one  of  its  most  valuable 
possessions. 


A  PROHIBITION  TOUCHSTONE. 

In  the  coming  tight  for  prohibition  in  the  District  of 
*^olumbia  there  is  a  reminder  of  the  fight  that  was  made 
in  the  early  days  of  the  anti-slavery  propaganda  for  aboli- 
tion of  slavery  in  the  District,  which  is  of  course  wholly 
under  the  rule  of  congress. 

It  was  made  a  sort  of  a  touchstone  in  those  days. 
Men  wiio  had  not  yet  become  convinced  that  the  federal 
government  had  any  riglTt  to  interfere  with  slavery  in 
the  states,  their  devotion  to  state's  rights  overbalancing 
their  conviction  that  slavery  was  an  evil,  demanded  that 
congress  abolish  slavery  in  the  District  of  Columbia, 
though  it  was  not  done  until  a  very  late  date. 

Now  it  i.s  stated  that  the  Prohibitionists  of  the  coun- 
try are  going  to  make  a  tight  in  congress  to  have  the 
sale  and  manufacture  of  liquor  barred  from  the  govern- 
ment's <lomain  on  the  Potomac.  The  Prohibition  vote' 
is  becoming  a  force  to  be  reckoned  with,  and  there  will 
be  no  difficulty  in  getting  members  of  congress  who 
see  a  future  use  for  that  vote  in  their  districts  to  intro- 


THE  SMOKE  NUISANCE. 

Two  men  sat  in  an  olTice  on  Superior  street  the  other 
morning.  One  was  complaining  bitterly  about  the 
weather,  which  was  not  all  that  it  should  have  been. 

"Shut  up!"  exclaimed  the  other,  in  exasperation. 
'What's  the  use  of  kicking  about  the  weather?  You  can't 
change  it,  and  if  you  could  you'd  probably  fix  it  so  that 
a  lot  of  other  people  would  kick  about  it.  If  you  want 
something  to  kick  about,  take  something  that  can  be 
changed  and  then  go  out  and  kick  to  some  purpose.  If 
you  want  something  to  talk  about,  come  here."  And  he 
led  his  companion  to  the  window.  "Look  out  at  the 
sky,  and  see  what  you  will  see." 

The  man  that  didn't  like  the  weather  looked  out. 
But  he  couldn't  see  the  sky.  He  couldn't  even  see  the 
clouds.  A  heavy  pall  of  smoke,  to  which  chimneys  in 
every  direction  were  contributing  their  black  donations, 
covered  clouds  and  sky.  The  barometer  was  low,  and 
the  clouds  of  smoke  hovered  over  the  city,  giving  it  the 
appearance  of  a  manufacturing  center  in  boom  times. 

"And  look  here,"  said  the  second  man.  As  he  said 
this  he  pointed  to  the  top  of  the  window,  which  •was 
down  a  few  inches,  and  called  the  attention  of  the 
weather-protestant  to  the  soot  that  was  drifting  in.  "And 
look  here,"  continued  the  instructor,  as  he  walked  to  a 
table  near  the  window.  Heavy  black  soot  covered  the 
papers  and  books  upon  the  table.  The  man  that  had 
complained  of  the  weather  moved  his  hand  over  a  news- 
paper, and  many  smears  of  black  showed  where  he 
rubbed  the  soot  specks  over  the  white  surface. 

"Now  if  you  want  something  to  kick  about,"  con- 
tinued the  lecturer,  "go  o.it  and  kick  about  the  smoke 
nuisance.  There  isn't  the  slightest  excuse  for  it.  These 
tall  buildings  have  to  be  heated,  of  course,  but  that  is  no 
reason  why  half  the  coal  that  is  bought  to  heat  them 
should  go  up  the  chimneys  in  thick,  murky  smoke  that 
spoils  gloriously  pure  air  and  natty  new  clothes.  The 
owners  of  those  buildings  are  not  only  making  them- 
selves public  nuisances,  but  they  are  losing  money." 

"What  are  you  going  to  do  about  it?"  asked  the  man 
who  had  been  talking  about  the  weather,  but  who  had 
now  forgotten  it  in  his  thoughtful  survey  of  the  nasty, 
unwholesome  haze  that  obscured  the  sky  and  made  the 
atmosphere  of  the  street  thick  and  uncertain. 

"Do  about  it?"  replied  the  other  man.  "Kick,  and 
kick  hard.  Here's  another  object  lesson,"  and  he  pointed 
to  First  street,  where  the  Board  of  Trade  and  Wolvin 
buildings  stood  side  by  side.  The  Board  of  Trade  build- 
ing was  belching  forth  a  tremendous  blast  of  heavy 
smoke,  while  from  the  Wolvin  building  not  a  trace  of 
smoke  appeared. 

"There's  the  difference,"  continued  the  speaker,  cheer- 
fully. "The  Wolvin  building  burns  all  of  its  coal,  includ- 
ing that  part  which  is  going  out  of  the  Board  of  Trade 
chimney  in  smoke  and  soot.  There  is  no  reason  why  all 
of  them  shouldn't  do  just  as  the  Wolvin  building  does. 
But  the  only  way  to  get  that  done  is  to  have  everybody 
like  you  turn  their  attention  from  the  weather  and  other 
things  that  can't  be  changed  by  human  intention,  and 
to  kick  about  the  smoke  nuisance,  and  to  keep  it  up  until 
the  ordinance  in  such  case  made  and  provided  is  duly 
and  fully  enforced." 

"I'll  do  it,"  said  the  kicker. 


of  riving  a  prize  to  the  engineers  and 
firemen  who  could  run  their  engines  on 
the  most  economical  plan.  The  number 
of  miles  in  the  trip  would  l>e  counted  and 
the  cost  of  running  the  train  computed  on 
this  basis.  The  amount  of  coal  used, 
the  amount  of  oil  and  other  varied  rec- 
ords were  kept.  It  was  understood  that 
the  engine  was  to  be  in  first-class  shape 
all  the  time,  no  matter  how  much  coal  or 
oil  was  saved  on  the  trip.  The  prises 
offered  by  the  board  of  directors  were 
costly,  and  naturally  the  competition  to 
secure  them  was  active  among  the  engine 
operators. 

"The  results  astounded  the  not  over 
sanguine  directors  Under  the  incentive, 
raised  by  tlie  prizes  offered,  the  engines 
of  the  company  were  being  run  at  a  cost 
that  seemed  impos.sible.  The  directors 
were  pleased,  overjoyed  even.  They 
thought  of  increasing  the  value  <^t  the 
prizes.  Many  plana  were  discussed  In 
the  light  of  tlie  success  achieved  by  the 
plan.  But  lilce  the  light  of  tieaceful  twi- 
light before  the  break  of  tlie  storm,  the 
complacency  of  the  directors  was  to  be 
followed  by  a  storm  of  wrath. 

"At  the  end  of  the  month,  bills  from 
the  coal  companies,  whose  coal  the  Penn- 
sylvania was  shipping,  began  to  come  in 
to  the  auditing  department.  The  bills 
were  for  shortages  that  had  been  found, 
in  the  coal  that  was  stored  along  the 
track  of  the  Pennsylvania.  Suddenly  a 
great  light  dawned  upon  the  directors.

What's  more, 
they  did. 

"The  prize.s  were  hastily  withdrawn. 
The  bills  of  the  coal  company  met,  and 
the  operation  of  the  engines  resumed  a 
normal    operating    expense.

J.  O.  Wentworth.  who  is  at  the  St. 
Louis,  says  that  the  present  financial 
conditions  are  felt,  or  rather  were  felt, 
with  peculiar  severity  in  the  South.  Mr. 
Wentworth's  home  is  In  St.  IjOuIs.  and 
he  says  that  before  funds  were  raised 
for  the  moving  of  the  cotton  crop  the 
prosperity  of  the  South  was  threatened. 
Financiers,  he  says,  realized  that  a  blight- 
ing of  the  prosperity  of  a  great  industry 
would  react  with  serious  results  In  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  country.  They  acted 
with  a  self  protective  motive,  in  a  way, 
and  have  raised  means  to  greatly  facili- 
tate the  movement  of  the  cotton  crop.  At 
f'rst  It  seemed  as  If  the  lack  of  money 
would  act  as  a  great  barrier  to  the  crop 
movement  Now  it  looks.  In  the  light  of 
recent  developments,  as  if  the  movement 
of  the  cotton  crop  will  resume  a  normal 
condition.  Capitalists  have  saved  <he  sit- 
uation in  the  South,  says  Mr.  Wentworth. 
They  have  come  to  the  aid  of  the  people 
at  a  time  when  things  looked  darkest. 
"When  I  left  the  South,  a  few  days  ago, 
the  feeling  of  confidence  was  returning 
and  the  business  men  were  expressing  the 
belief  that  the  financing  of  thet  cotton 
movem»»nt  would  affect  other  lines  of 
business  in  a  beneficial  way.  Cotton  is 
our  chief  product.  It  Is  like  your  wheat 
up  here.  When  any  calamity  threatens 
the  sale  of  the  cotton  the  prosperity  of 
the  South  Is  menaced.  The  advancing 
of  capital  to  assuro  the  movement  of 
that  commodity  has  saved  the  situation 
in   the  Southern  states."

In  this  other  case  the  United  States 
may  draw  an  example  from  abroad  In- 
stead of  setting  one.  Holland  has  planned 
to  spend  $76,000,000  in  rescuing  1.400  square 
miles  of  territory  now' held  by  the  Zuyder 
Zee.  The  little  kingdom  will  destroy  a 
wide  stretch  of  historic  waters,  but  it 
will  feel  repaid   In  crops  and  rents.

Half  the  Crop  Purcliased. 

About  80,000,000  bushels  of  spring  and 
durum  wheat,  which  is  al)out  half  of 
the  crop  in  these  grains,  has  still  to  be 
purcliased  fiom  the  farmer.  This  does 
not  include  that  wheat  which  he  re- 
tains for  seeding  purposes. 

Local  grain  men  estimate  that  40  per 
cent  of  the  ttax  crop,  or  about  12,000.000 
bushels  is  out  of  the  farmers'  hands 
and  that  from  70  to  80  per  cent  of  the 
barley  crop  has  been  bought  from  the 
raisers.  The  high  price  of  barley  this 
fall  prompted  an  early  movement  of 
this  coarse  grain,  which  accounts  for 
such  a  small  percentage  of  the  total 
crop  still  in  the  hands  of  the  agricul- 
turists. 

"I  think  that  the  $4,000,000  that  has 
been  secured  will  be  adequate  to  bridge 
over  tlie  break  in  conditions  which  will 
exist  until  the  entire  financial  situa- 
tion has  righted  itself,"  said  Charles 
H.  Thornton,  on  the  board  of  trade  to- 
day. "The  country  and  the  eastern 
banks  must  be  brought  closely  together 
to  handle  the  grain  and  arrangements 
for  this  seem  to  have  been  made  that 
will  permit  business  to  go  right  on." 

J.  H.  Barnes,  president  (>f  the  Duluth 
board  of  trade,  who  has  been  in  the 
East  investigating  conditions  there,  and 
making  an  eiTort  to  clear  things  for 
the  Northwest,  is  expected  home  today 
or  tomorrow.

It  is  still  uncertain  just  what  steps  will 
be  takeh  by  competing  lines  in  regard  to 
the  cut  rates  to  Eastern  points  an- 
nounced by  the  Duluth,  South  Shore  & 
Atlantic,  which  will  go  into  effect  Nov. 
20.  It  is  rather  expected  that  some  of 
the  lines.  If  not  all  of  them,  will  make 
cuts  that  will  bring  their  New  York  first 
class  rate  to  J20.50,  and  tlie  second  class 
to  $18.50,  but  local  ticket  agents  have  re- 
ceived no  official  advices  on  this  point  as 
yet. 

The  fact  that  the  first  big  cut  in  rates 
from  the  West  to  the  Eastern  metropo- 
lis was  made  by  the  Erie  from  Chicago, 
which  announced  a  rate  of  $10  between 
the  two  points,  because  rival  lines,  it  Is 
claimed,  broke  the  agreement  not  to  pay 
commissions  on  the  steamship  business 
recalls  to  the  mind  of  local  agents  the 
good  old  days  when  commissions  were 
paid  on  all  competitive  business,  both 
steamship  and  rail.  Salary  was  small 
object  then,  for  the  commissions  In  the 
aggregate  were  so  large  that  salary  was 
a   minor   consideration. 

Commissions  on  Pacific  coast  business 
ran  as  high  as  $5  a  ticket  from  the  Mid- 
dle West,  and  for  shorter  distance  pro- 
portionate sums  were  paid.  The  commis- 
sions finally  became  such  a  big  factor, 
that  competing  lines  got  together  and ' 
agreed  to  cut  them  out  altogether.  At 
the  ijeginning  there  was  some  difficulty 
experienced  in  getting  all  the  lines  to  live 
up  to  this  agreement,  but  in  time  they 
were  -convinced  that  it  was  for  the  best, 
and  now  no  commissions  at  all  are  paid 
for  railroad  tickets  sold,  and  few  are 
paid  on  steamship  business,  although  the 
practice  of  paying  commissions  on  the 
sale  of  tickets  to  Europe  was  continued 
long  after  the  other  practice  was  discon- 
tinued, and  Is  still  carried  on  to  a  certain 
extent. 

When  lines  leading  eastward  agreed  to 
pay  no  commissions  on  European  busi- 
ness, it  is  said  the  Erie  was  the  only 
road  which  lived  up  to  the  agreement. 
Finding  that  its  rivals  had  broken  faith. 
It  announced  a  rate  of  Jlo  to  New  York 
and  intennediate  points  from  Chicago, 
bringing  the  rate  so  low  that  other  lines 
could  not  possibly  meet  it  and  continue 
to  pay  commissions. 

Because  of  the  fact  that  so  many  for- 
eigners left  the  Duluth  district  earlier  in 
the  season,  during  the  miners'  strike  on 
the  range,  U  is  thought  that  the  travel 
of  aliens  to  their  European  homes  for 
the  Christmas  season,  which  usually  be- 
gins about  this  time  of  the  year,  will  be 
lighter  than  usual.  Ordinarily  this  travel 
is  verv  heavy  through  Duluth  during 
November  and  December,  as  it  is  from  all 
parts  of  the  country  where  there  is  much 
of  a  foreign  population.  The  ranks  of 
the  miners  on  the  range  are  recruited  al- 
most entirely  from  among  the  foreign  ele- 
ment. Certain  nationalities  among  the 
miners  carefully  save  their  earnings,  and 
are  thus  enabled  to  take  trips  to  Europe 
occasionally,  either  on  a  visit  or  to  re- 
main  there   permanently.

LITTLE  CHANGE 
IN  SITUATION 

Financial  Conditions  Are 

Gradually  Improving, 

Says  W.  I.  Prince. 

William  I.  Prince,  cashier  of  the  City 
National  bank,  states  that  the  flnanci^il 
situation  Is  improving,  and  that  busi- 
ness is  readjusting  Itself  to  the  condi- 
tions Imposed  by  the  currency  short- 
age. He  .sees  many  signs  that  indicate 
an  improvement  in  both  the  local  sit- 
uation and  business  in  general 
I  throughout  the  country. 

A  Duluth  business  man,  as  an  ex- 
ample of  the  confidence  placed  by  the 
business  interests  In  the  banks,  has  of- 
fered to  deposit  approximately  $5,(K)0  in 
the  bank  as  soon  as  a  business  trans- 
action is  consummated.  Small  deposit- 
ors are  exhibiting  the  same  confidence. 
Since  the  first  few  days  of  the  threat- 
ened financial  storm  but  few  depositors 
have  withdrawn  their  accounts  from 
the  banks.  This  is  true  of  the  City 
National  and  also  true  of  the  other 
banks  in  the  city. 

No  change  has  occured  in  the  meth- 
od c»f  paying  out  currency.  The  banks 
are  observing  discretion  in  the  payment 
of  checks  and  drafts,  and  In  cases  of 
Imperative  need  are  not  refusing  to 
cash  them.  The  business  and  profes- 
sional men  are  lending  hearty  support 
to  this  decision  of  the  banks  and  are 
re-adjusting  business  methods  to  meet 
the  conditions  imposed  by  the  money 
scarcity. 


ABOLITION 
OFTARIFF 

On  Paper  and  Pulp  Will 

be  Recommended  by 

President. 

Will  Direct  an  Investiga- 
tion Into  So-Called 
Paper  Trust. 


Washington,  Nov.  7.— President  Roose- 
velt today  indicated  to  members  of  the 
committee  on  paper,  of  the  American 
Newspaper  Publishers'  association,  that 
he  will  recommend  to  congress  the  aboli- 
tion of  the  tarifl  on  press  paper,  wood 
pulp  and  the  wood  that  goes  into  the 
manufacture  of  paper;  also  that  he  will 
make  a  recommendation  to  the  depart- 
ment of  justice  that  it  take  immediate 
steps  to  ascertain  whether  the  anti-trust 
laws  are  beinR  disobeyed  by  the  manu- 
faeturers   of   jiaper. 

The  I  romlse  of  the  rtcommendations  by 
the  president  was  obtained  after  he  had 
listened  to  the  rei)resentations  of  the 
members  of  the  committee  and  to  a 
petition  from  the  national  organizations 
of  pilnters,  stereotypers.  pressmen  and 
etchers,  all  of  which  set  forth  the  evi- 
dence of  a  combination  on  the  part  of 
the  manulactureis  of  paper  for  the  pur- 
po.se  of  controlling  the  output,  regulating 
and  greatly  increasing  tlie  price  and 
otherwise  making  hindersome  regulations 
governing  the  source  of  supply  and  de- 
livery of  iiaper. 

The  call  upon  the  president  was  made 
in  pursuance  of  the  following  resolutions 
adojite  d  by  the  American  Newspaper 
i'ublishcrs'  association,  at  a  special  mevt- 
Ing  lield  In  New  York  Sept  19  last: 

'in  view  of  the  Information  submitted 
to  the  American  Newspjiper  Publishers' 
association  by  its  committee  on  paper, 
Indicating  tliat  unlawful  combinations  of 
pafier  makers  have  been  organized  re- 
cently, that  artificial  stimulation  of  prices 
has  been  accomplished,  and  that  judicial 
prohibition  of  such  efforts  has  been  dis- 
obeyed, the  American  Newspaper  Pub- 
lishers' association  hereby  Instructs  Its 
committee  on  f»aper  to  invite  the  atten- 
tion of  the  president  and  department  of 
Justice  to  these  movements  which  we  re- 
gard as  conspiracies  In  restraint  of  trade, 
and  we  give  this  instruction  to  the  com- 
mittee in  order: 

"First,  that  the  authority  of  existing 
statutes  for  repression  of  trade  combin- 
ations  may   be    Invoked. 

"Heeond,  that  the  defiance  of  recent 
Judicial  action  prohii>lting  participation 
in  such  combination  by  certain  Eiistern 
mills   may    lie    punished. 

"Third,  that  the  president  may  be  put 
in  possession  of  information  which  shall 
equip  him  to  advise  congress  of  the  abuse 
of   tariff   favctrs  by    paper  makers. 

"Resolved.  That  It  Ig  the  se  nse  of  this 
meeting  that  the  duty  of  printing  paper, 
wood  pulp  and  all  material  entering  the 
manufacture  of  printing  paper  should  be 
Immediately  repealed."

Modlll  McCormlck.  of  the  Chicago  Trl- 
liune;  George  Tliompson,  of  the  St.  Paul 
l)|spatch;  Delevan  Smith,  of  the  Indian- 
apolis News;  John  Eastman,  of  the  Chi- 
cago Journal:  Walter  Page,  of  the 
World's  Weirk;  Dr.  Albert  Shaw  of  the 
Review  of  Reviews;  E.  J.  Rldgeway  and 
the  presidents  of  the  nationiil  organi- 
zations of  the-  allied   printing   trades. 

The  history  and  facts  which  make  up 
the  protest  were  presented  by  Mr.  Mc-

presIdenTsays 
he  is  pleased 

With  the  Results  of  the 

Election  Held  on 

Tuesday. 

Washington,  Nov.  7.  —  President 
Roosevelt  today  issued  the  following 
statement  regarding  the  elecUons  held 
Tuesday  last: 

"The  president  regards  the  result  of 
the  elections  as  extremely  gratifying. 
He  has  sent  a  letter  of  hearty  con- 
gratulation to  Mr.  Heney  on  the  re- 
sult in  San  Francisco.  The  victory  in 
New  Jersey  was  precisely  what  hap- 
pened nine  years  ago  in  the  middle  of 
President  McKlnley's  administration. 
He  had  carried  New  Jersey  by  88,000 
and  two  years  afterward  the  Repub- 
lican candidate  for  governor  had  5,500, 
the  vote  being  cut  down  just  as  hap- 
pened in  the  case  of  Judge  Fort.    As 


compared  with  the  elections  next  pre- 
ceding the  last  presidential  election  we 
have  done  decidedly  better  than  we  did 
in  1903.  Thc^n,  as  Tuesday,  Rhode  Isl- 
and and  Maryland  went  against  us; 
but  this  year  we  have  won  a  sweeping 
victory  in  Kentucky  for  the  first  time 
«lnce  McKlnley's  first  election;  and 
the  victory  in  Mas.sachusetts  was  also 
remarkable.  The  showing  In  Pennsyl- 
vania and  Nebraska  is  equally  good. 
The  showing  In  New  York  state  as  a 
whole  was  excellent,  far  better  than 
was  the  oase  prior  to  the  last  presi- 
dential election.  That  the  result  in 
Manhattan  was  due  to  purely  local 
causes  Is  shown  by  comparing  it  with 
the  decisive  triumphs  In  Brooklyn,  Buf- 
falo, Albany  and  in  the  state  general- 
ly. The  president's  own  home^  county 
of  Nassau,  made  a  better  showing 
than  it  ever  has  in  an  off  year.  As  a 
whole,  the  showing  has  been  an  im- 
provement over  what  it  was  four  years 
ago  and  eight  years  ago." 

CUTS  OUT  HOLLAND, 

Emperor  William,  on  Account  of  Sick- 
ness. Will  Not  Visit  Tiiere. 

Berlin,  Nov.  7. — The  decision  of  Em- 
peror William  not  to  visit  Holland  and 
to  rest  on  the  Isle  of  Wight  after  his 
visit  to  King  Edward  was  taken  on 
Tuesday   morning  after   the   emperor's 


physicians  had  perceived  that  the  cold 
which  he  had  taken  Oct.  25  while 
watching  the  airship  experiments  at 
Tegel  had  left  an  inflammation  around 
the  palate  and  the  neighboring  chan- 
nels leading  to  the  ears.  As  his  ma- 
jesty suffered  mucJi  in  earlier  life 
from  a  similar  inflammation  extending 
to  these  ducts,  he  readily  ac-cepted  their 
advice  to  go  to  the  Isle  of  Wight  after 
fulfiilling  his  English  engagements, 
which  were  too  near  to  cancel.  The 
climate  of  the  Isle  of  Wight  is  re- 
g-arded  as  being  mild  and  less  in  con- 
trast with  the  German  crllmate  than 
that  of  the  southern  latitudes,  to  which 
the  emperor  ^^^ll  have  to  go  at  the  be- 
ginning of  winter.

IRON  TRADE  IS 
IN  GOOD  SHAPE 

Easily  Adjusts  Itself  to 

the  Conditions  of 

Money  Market. 

'New  York,  Nov.  7.— The  Iron  Age 
says:  It  is  amazing  how  swiftly  the 
Iron  trade  Is  adjusting  Itself  to  the 
condition  created  by  tho  money  mar- 
ket. Plants  are  shutting  down  or  re- 
ducing output  as  the  opinion  among 
makers  is  that  such  is  the  soundest 
course.  There  seema  no  disposition  to 
keep  running  full  by  attempting  to 
seize  work  at  a  sacrifice  of  prices,  nor 
any  desire,  even  where  the  money  con- 
ditions permit,  to  pile  up  stocks.  A 
largo  number  of  furnaces  have  shut 
down,  or  are  about  to  do  so,  coke  ovens 
and  steel  plants  have  been  stoppe<l  piir- 
tially  or  wholly,  and  rolling  mills  are 
reducing  output. 

Coupled  with  the  movement  there  are 
appearing  notices  of  reduction  In 
wages,  ranging  from  5  to  10  per  cent 
and  It  seems  probable  that  this  action 
-will  become  quite  gemeral.  On  the  whole 
the  Iron  trade  is  In  excellent  .shape. 
It  has  been  working  toward  an  exe- 
cutive relaxation  since  spring  and  only 
the  suddenness  of  developmt-nts  havo 
made  the  movement  .somewhat  discon- 
certing. 

There  have  been  few  commitments 
outside  of  coke  and  ore,  beyond  the 
current  year  and  therefore  no  dan- 
gerous load  is  suspended  at>ove  the 
markets. 

The  general  decision  to  contract  op- 
erations removes  the  danger  mat  stocks 
■may  pile  up.

Announce- 
ment to  that  effect  was  made  by  E.  H. 
Gary,  chairman,  after  the  meeting  of 
the  board.  Mr.  Gary  said  the  action 
was  unanimous.  There  was  a  large 
attendance  of  directors.  Among  others 
present  was  H.  H.  Digtrs,  who  made 
his  first  appearance  In  the  financial 
district    for  over   two   months. 

John  \V.  Gates,  who  returned  from 
Europe  yesterday,  wivs  one  of  the  hold- 
ers of  the  Coal  and  Iron  stock,  he 
consented  to  transfer  the  holdings  to 
the  United  States  Steel  corporation.

JUDGESHIP  VACANT. 

Supreme  Court  Sets  Aside  Action  of 
North  Dakota  Governor. 

Bismarck,  N.  D.,  Nov.  7.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.) — The  appointment  by 
Governor  Burke  of  A.  G.  Burr  to  the 
Judgeship  of  the  newly  created  ninth 
judicial  district.  Including  McHenry, 
Bottineau  and  Pierce  counties  has  been 
rendcreil  invalid  by  the  supreme  court 
and  all  acts  of  Burr  acting  as  such 
Judge  are  thereby  rendered  Invalid. 

The  case  came  before  the  court  on 
the  application  of  a  prisoner  sentenced 
by  Judge  Burr  for  a  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  on  the  ground  the  accused  had 
not  been  properly  tried  and  convicted 
since  the  court  had  no  Jurisdiction.

pithy  suggestions  of  value  to  teachers 
of  all  grades. 

"The  New  Duty  of  the  School,"  was 
the  subject  of  an  address  by  Prof.  G. 
E.  Vincent  of  the  University  of  Chi- 
cago. 

•One  of  the  problems  which  confronts 
the  schools  in  both  large  and  small 
cities  is  that  of  'social  sets'  "  said  Prof. 
Vincent. 

"Then  there  are  cliques,  fraternities 
and  societies  and  other  forms  of  group- 
ings. Valuable  as  many  of  these  are, 
they  are  dilticult  to  control,  and  in  too 
many  cases  arrogance,  snobbishness, 
envy  and  jealousy  creep  in  with  them. 

"In  brief,  the  new  duty  of  the  school 
consists  In  conscientiously  attempting  to 
meet  the  new  demands  which  changed 
social  conditions  have  thrown  upon  it, 
namely,  to  provide  and  guide  a  social 
life  with  all  the  training  which  that 
implies,  to  preserve  a  rational  democ- 
racy without  aiming  at  a  Utopian 
equality,  and  to  exalt  standards  of  sin- 
cerity, simplicity  and  good  taste  In  ev- 
ery activity  of  life." 

State  Superintendent  Charles  P.  Cary 
of  Madison  spoke  on  "The  Citizen  >f 
Tomorrow."  Prof.  Cary  denounced 
child  labor.  He  pleaded  for  the  needed 
opportunities  for  self  development  to 
be  thrown  in  the  way  and  pressed  upon 
every  normal  constituted  boy  and  girl 
In  the  state.  Only  thus,  he  said,  can 
teachers  perform  their  duties  to  the 
citizen  of  tomorrow.
